Uron THE PRESENT STATE OF THE BUILDINGS USED As A RESIDENCE BY THE OFFICER ADMINISTERING 
THE GOVERNMENT OF NATAL, WHEN IN THE CiTy OF PIRTERMARITZBURG, AND THE STATE OF THB 


FURNITURE AND ARRANGEMENTS UNDER WHICH IT I8 PROVIDED AND MAINTAINED. 


There have been no additions made to the Buildings at Government House during the year 1881. 
They were thoroughly repaired during 1880 and have since then required but trifling repairs, They 
may now be said to be in as good order and condition as the circumstances will permit. 


The Buildings are the property of the Colonial Government, and are not well designed or 
constracted, having been enlarged from time to time as found necessary. The cost of repairs and 
maintenance is met out of the yearly vote for Repairs to Public Buildings, under the direction of the 
Colonial Engineer. Extraordinary expenditure, such ag the additions erected in 1880, is paid by 
special vote of the Legislative Council. 


A Gardener is paid £100 per annum, and the grounds and garden are kept in order by him with 
the aid of convict labour. 


The chief furniture is somewhat old and not in good order ; considerable sums have lately been 
expended in the purchase of modern articles of furniture, but much is still wanting to render the 


furnishing complete for a Government House. 


The farniture is maintained out of the annual vote of £200 under the direction of the Colonial 


Engineer. This includes cutlery, crockery, glass, and cooking utensils.

POLITICAL FRANCHISE. 
(Extract from Royal Charter, dated 15th July, 1856). 


§ 11. Every man, except as hereinafter excepted, above the age of twenty-one years, who 
possesses any immovable property to the value of £50, or who rents any such property of the yearly 
value of £10, within any Electoral District, and who is duly registered in manner hereafter mentioned, 
shall be entitled to vote at the election of a member fer such district. When any such property as 
aforesaid is occupied by more persons than one, as proprietors or renters, each of such occupants, being 
duly registered, shall be entitled to vote in respect of such property, provided the value, or, as the case 
may be, the rent thereof, be such as would entitle each of such joint occupants to a vote if equally 


divided among them. 


§ 12. Aliens, not having been naturalized by some act of the Imperial Parliament, or of the 
Legislature of Natal, and persons who shall have been convicted of any treason, felony, or infamous 
offence, and shall not have received a free pardon, shall not be qualified to vote at such ‘election. 


§ 18. No person shall be capable of being elected member of the Legislative Council unless he 
shall be a duly qualified and registered elector of some electoral district in the Colony, nor unless he 
shall have been invited to become a candidate for such election by at least ten electors of the county or 
borough which it is proposed he shall represent ; nor unless such requisition shall have been transmitted 
to the Resident Magistrate of the county or borough, with a notification of the said candidate’s 


acceptance thereof, at least fourteen days before such election is appointed to take place. 


(Extract from Law 11, 1865, disqualifying certain Natives from exercising Electoral Franchise). 


1. Every male native, resident in the Colony, or having the necessary property qualification therein, 
whether subject to the operation of Native Laws, customs, and usages in force in this Colony, or 
exempted therefrom, save as in this Law is provided, shall be disqualified from becoming a duly 
registered elector, and shall not be entitled to vote at the election of a member of the Legislative Council 
for any electoral district of the Colony of Natal. 


2, Any male native inhabitant of this Colony who shall show to the satisfaction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor that he has been resident in this Colony for a period of twelve years, or that he has been 
occasionally resident therein equivalent to a twelve years’ residence, and who shall possess the requisite 
property qualification, and shall have been exempted [see Law 28, 1865] from the operation of Native 


Law for a period of seven years, and who shall prodnee to the Lientenant Governor a certificate signed 











by three duly qualified electors of European origin as near as may be to the form in Schedule A 
appended to that Law, and endorsed by a Justice of the Peace or Resident Magistrate a the District in 
which such native resides, a statement to the effect that the Justice or Resident Magistrate endorsing 
said certificate has no reason to doubt the truth of said certificate, and the persons signing it are credible 
persons, shall be entitled to petition the Lieutenant Governor of Natal for a certificate to entitle him to 
be registered as a duly qualified elector for that electoral division in the colony in which such native 


; may possess the requisite property qualification. 


3. The Lieutenant Governor may direct that the application of any such native be published in the 
Government Gazette, and call upon any person having objection to any such native becoming a duly- 
qualified elector, to submit such objection in writing to the Secretary for Native Affairs, for the 


consideration of the Lieutenant Governor. 


4, The Lieutenant Governor may make such rules and orders in and about the promulgation of any . 
such application, and receiving, and entertaining, and deciding upon, any objection thereto, as may to 
him seem necessary. 

5. The Lieutenant Governor may, at his discretion, grant or refuse to any native aaplyig in 
manner aforesaid for such certificate, entitling him to be registered as a duly-qualified elector ; provided 
always no such certificate shall be granted unless it shall have been published in manner decribed in 


Clause 3, at least three months previous to the granting thereof. 


6. Every male native who shall have been exempted from the operation of Native Laws, customs, 
and usages for a period of seven years, and who shall have obtained a certificate from the Lieutenant 
Governor, entitling such native to be registered as an elector, and who shall be possessed of the 
immovable property qualification required by any Law in force for the time being in that behalf, shall 
be entitled to be duly registered as an elector, and, when registered, shall be entitled to vote at the 
election of a member of the Legislative Council for such district in which he may possess such 
property. 

7. Every male native to whom such certificate shall have been granted by the Lieutenant Governor, 
so long as he may possess the requisite property qualification, and who shall not be convicted of treason, 
or of any infamous crime, or of any crime which, if committed in England, would be felony, shall, 
subject to the provisions of Her Majesty’s Letters Patent, given at Westminster the Fifteenth day of 
July, in the twentieth year of Her Majesty’s reign, or any Law in force for the time being in that 
behalf, be entitled to vote at the election of a member of the Legislative Council for the district in 


which he may possess such property qualification.

5. Several Stamps.—More than one Stamp may always be used to make up the requisite amount, 
but, as a general rule, no Stamp so used should be of less amount than one-sixth of the total required 
for the document. 


6. Application as to unsummoned Witness.—Any party proposing to examine a witness who shall 
not have been summoned by the clerk, shall, for the purpose of such Tariff, have first to apply, in 
writing, to the clerk for leave so to examine, in form to this effect :—‘ It is requested to be allowed to 
examine A. B., an unsummoned witness (or, if requisite, use plural), on behalf of plaintiff (or defen- 
dant),” and, if such request be duly stamped, the examination shall be proceeded with equally as it 
would have been if these Rules had not been issued. 


7. Obliteration—The clerk shall, upon first receiving’any document with the proper impressed, 
affixed, or covering Stamps, obliterate the same by writing, or stamping in ink, the date of that day on 
such Stamp.

1. Quarter of a mile and fractions above a quarter are charged as a whole mile. 


2. When bond fide members of the same family, resident in the same dwelling, take out at one time 
Season Tickets for the same Stations and periods, the following reductions will be allowed off these 
prices :—For two Tickets, 5 per cent.; Three Tickets, 74 per cent. ; Four Tickets, 10 per cent. 


8. Children attending School, under fifteen years of age, are charged One-third the ordinary rate 
for Adult Passengers. Fractional parts of 3d. to be charged 3d. 


4. They are subject to such alterations in, or discontinuance of, Trains as may from time to time 


take place. 


5. They are issued conditionally—that is, on there being reom in the Trains. Should the Class for 


which they are issued be full, the holder must take an inferior Class, but without claim for deduction. 


6. They must be exhibited.and delivered up for examination whenever demanded by any of the 


servants of the Railway Department, failing which the holder must pay the ordinary Fare. 


7. They are not transferable. Any Season Ticket used, or attempted to be used by any person 
other than the one to whom it was originally issued, will be retained by the Railways Officials and for- 
feited, unless the use of the Ticket be proved to the satisfaction of the Government to have been without 
the cognisance of, and not consequent on, the carelessness of the owner. The person so improperly 
using or attempting to use the Ticket, will be liable to pay the full ordinary Fare in aadicn to the 

- penalty which may be imposed by any Bye-Law relating to such offence. 


8. They expire with the period for which they are granted, and any person using them afterwards 
will be held liable in the penalties prescribed by the Laws, against parties travelling with intent to 
defrand. 


9. In addition to the charge made for Season Tickets, a deposit of 5s. will be required, as a pledge 
for ita return on date of expiry, aad if not so delivered up, the deposit will be forfeited. 


10. Application to be made for Season Tickets at the Central Offices, Durban, between 10 a.m. ana 
4 p.m. (Saturday, 10 a.m. to 1 p.m.) or to any of the Station Masters forty-eight hours before the 
Ticket is required, 

11. Exrenston.—Season Tickets may be extended for one, two, or three weeks, on payment of 
‘one-fourth, one-half, or three-fourths of the charge for one month, or the extra week or weeks may be 


included when the Ticket is taken out.

5. When small quantities of miscellaneous goods are handed in for conveyance to one consignee, 
they will be charged together at the highest rate under which any portion of them would be charged if 


sent in iarger quantities. 
6. Small consignments (up to 2 cwt.) will, as heretofore, be carried only by Passenger Train. 


7. Any traffic sent in smaller quantities than the Rates are quoted for, must be charged the next 
highest Rate, and in the case of exceptional Rates (if 4 tons or more) First Class will be charged.

11. The delivery of any goods, of which the Department undertakes the delivery, will be com- 
plete, and the responsibilities of the Department will terminate, when the goods are placed over the 
side of the wagon, van, cart, or truck, opposite the door of the consignee ; and. the taking from the 
wagon’s side, cellaring, or warehousing of them will be at the owner’s risk and expense, as also the 


removal of goods from the sender’s premises into the Agent’s cart or wagon. 


12. In respect of all goods suffered to remain upon the Railway premises, or placed in shed or 
warehouse, or not removed from the wagons, whether so remaining by the fault or neglect of the con- 
signor or consignee, or while awaiting an opportunity of further transmission, or until the consignee 
can receive the same: the Department hereby gives notice that demurrage at the rate of 4s. per day, 
or part of a day, will be charged upon each truck detained under load more than twenty-four hours, 
and 1s. per day for every sheet used in covering it, and the Department reserves to itself the right of 
detaining such goods, until the charge for demurrage is paid. And in cases where goods are allowed 
to remain in the warehouses, a charge of 6d. (or such other amount as due notice may have been given 
of), per ton, or part of a ton, per day, will be made for the accommodation when the goods are pro- 
tected from the weather, and which must be paid before such goods are removed from off the premises. 
The Government does not, however, bind itself to provide such warehouse accommodation or protection ; 
and when from want of it, the goods are kept in the open yard unprotected, a charge of 2d. per day 
will be made, minimum charge for small quantities 2d. per ton per day, but the Department hereby 


gives notice that it will not be accountable for loss or damage to such goods, however arising. 


13, The Department WILL NoT UNDERTARE to carry any such goods as are stated in their printed 
classification to be subject to special agreement. Such goods can be taken only on the special condi- 
tions stated, and that the consignor’s declaration, and his subscription to these conditions, will, in all 
cases, constitute his special agreement to abide by the printed Regulations of the Department in respect 
of such goods.

Every pupil is offcially examined every year, and a record is kept of its yearly progress. Every 
Teacher has a copy of the requirements necessary for a pass in each of the six standards, and was 
farnished in the beginning of the year with a copy of the following notice :— 


“(1.) Grants for Attendance at Primary Schools during 1881 will be made at the rate of 4s. for 
each child who, during the course of the year, attends the School to which the Grant is 
payable, for not fewer than 175 ‘days, each consisting of not less than 44 hours school- 
work. No payment will be made unless the School Register, legibly kept according to 
instructions, and duly certified by the Principal Teacher, be sent for examination to the 
Council of Education on or before the 25th December. 


(2.) Grants for Educational results in Primary Schools during 1881 will be 5s. for each separate 
pass in Reading, Writing, and Arithmetic. Reading includes English Grammar, Analysis 
of Sentences, Etymology, and General Intelligence. Writing, which includes Spelling: 
from Dictation, will be judged from the year’s copy books and exercise books. 


(3.) No payment for results will be made in respect of any child who has not advanced at least . 
one standard since the preceding annual inspection of the School, or of any child over 12 
years of age who passes lower than Standard III. 


(4.) No payment for results will be made in respect of any child who has not attended the 
School in which it is examined for at least three months immediately preceding the date of 


inspection. 


(5.) Payment for results will not be made to any School which the Inspector considers in an 
unsatisfactory condition in regard to its general discipline and organization, or its work in 
subjects other than those for which Capitation Grants are payable.” 


These Capitation Grants, amounting during the year to £1,347 7s., for regular attendance and 
satisfactory progress, are made in addition to the fixed yearly grants voted by the Council, and go solely 
to the teachers and assistants as a special recognition of, and incentive to, good work.

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Although the average age is lower than last year’s, the results on the whole are considerably 
better. They are probably as high as we can hope to attain until an increase of population brings an 
increased attendance of pupils. Of the non-paying passes, 386 belong to the High Schools and the 
Indian Schools, neither of which receive payment for results ; 481 were made by pupils who had at the 
time of inspection not been three months at school; 149 were made by pupils over 12 years of age in 
standards under III. ; and 203 are passes which do not indicate sufficient progress since the previous 
inspection. 


GOVERNMENT SCHOOLS. 


Six Government Schools—Maritzburg High, Durban High, Maritzburg Boys’ Model Primary 
Maritzburg Girls’ Model Primary, Durban Model Primary, and Verulam Primary, have been open 
during the whole year, and one, Ladysmith Primary, since the 1st of August. 


The attendance at the Maritzburg High School in December, 1880, was 34, and in December, 
1881, 55 ; and the fees paid by the pupils amounted to £154 in 1880, and £223 15s, in 1881. At the 
same periods the attendance at the Durban High School was respectively 89 and 35, the fees for 1881 
amounting to £204 10s., and those for 1881 to £194 10s. The expenditure on the Maritzburg 
High School has been £1,088 Us. 5d. ; and on the Durban High School, £946 4s. To the latter sum 
£200 must be added—the estimated rental of the buildings, which include the school, quarters for 
the master, and accommodation for boarders—over and above the nominal rent of £100 paid to Govern- 
ment by the Council of Education. A like sum is paid as rent for the Maritzburg High School—£15( 
for the school, and £150 as a residence for the Head Master and his pupil boarders. Each boy 
educated at the Maritzburg High School has cost the Colony during the year £24 3s. 7d., and each 
boy at the Durban High School, £29 7s. 10d., without taking into account £80 paid as bursaries to 
pupils of the former, and £140 to pupils of the latter. Five pounds of the average cost per pupil have 
been paid ‘by the parents as school fees. ¥ 


As these High Schools are intended to benefit the Colony, and not solely residents of the two 
towns, the Council has provided the Head Masters with residences and accommodation for boarders. 
Mr. Clark, of the Maritzburg High School, has exerted himself in every way to meet the views of the 
Council in this matter, and during the year ten boys have enjoyed both in school and at home the 
advantages of his companionship and supervision. Mr. James Guthrie, who had been connected with 
the Maritzburg High School since March, 1878, resigned his post of Assistant Master in April, owing 
to the refusal of the Council to increase his salary. His place is ably filled by an experienced teacher, 
Mr. John Stalker, M.A. 


The subjoined table shows the’ amount of higher work tested near the end of the year by oral and 
written examinations held at each school in accordance with the following resolution of the Council of 
Education :— Resolved : That, in terms of Sec. 5, of Law No. 16, of 1877, the Inspector of Schools 
be appointed special examiner during the current year for the Government High Schools.” 
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About three-fourths of the boys acquitted themselves well. Four or five of these in each school 
would take honours in Latin, French, and Mathematics in the Cape University School Examinations. 
The work of the remainder was more or less imperfect. : 


This degree of proficiency is not high, but in the circumstances it is satisfactory. For the last 
fifteen years the High Schools have had to make headway against many obstacles, and they will have 
to do so until an increased population furnishes an increased " pumber of boys who will stay at school 
until they are eighteen years of age. It is not the fault of the Head Masters that only twelve or fourteen 
boys represent really all that Government is doing in the way of secondary education. ' With a few 
exceptions the others are doing only elementary work, and will be removed from school before they are 
capable of anything higher. Still continuous efforts must be made to carry out the objects of the Law, 

_ and every boy, on entering the High School, should begin Latin, French, and Mathematics. If the 
Masters are careful to see that advancement in English keeps pace with advancement in these others, 
few, if any, patents would object to their sons receiving instruction in subjects which to many of them 
seem of remote practical value. 


The comparative proficiency of the High School boys in some of the ordinary subjects will be seen 
on reference to the table of passes. I have pleasure in noting here Mr. Clark’s hearty co-operation 
with the Council of Education in its endeavours to make proficiency in English a characteristic of the 
High Schools—a co-operation which resulted in the high position taken at the elementary examination 
by pupils who had been with him throughout the year. These schools, in common with other high-class 
schools in the colony, have hitherto laboured under the disadvantage of not having had any comparative 
public test for their special subjects, such as the Primary Schools possess for the elementary subjects in 
the November collective examination. Arrangements, however, have just been completed* for the 

’ introduction of the Cambridge University Senior and Junior Local Examinations. ‘It is to be hoped 
that all secondary schools will avail themselves of this opportunity of measuring their work with that of 
similar institutions, both in the mother-country and the colonies. 5 


The attendance at the three Model Primary Schools—Maritzburg Boys’, Maritzburg Girls’, and 
Durban (Boys and Girls), has increased from 225, 287, and 375, to 292, 340, and 450 respectively—a 
total increase of 245 pupils. To meet this increase and to provide for further applications for admission, 
additional rooms were built to both schools in Maritzburg, and a new school for boys was built in Durban, 
The additions to the Boys’ School cost £990 16s. 9d., and to the Girls’ School £1,270. The new 
building in Durban is erected between the High School and Smith Street, will accommodate about 400 
children, and has cost £2,610 8s. 6d. It will be opened by Mr. Crowe on the Ist February. The 
school in Queen Street which he vacates will be occupied by girls and infants only under the temporary 
charge of Miss Dore, first assistant in the Maritzburg Girls’ School. A Head-Mistress, qualified accord- 
ing to Law, will arrive from Englandjin time to re-open the school after the July holidays. 


The teaching staff of the Model Schools has been strengthened during the year by the appointment 
s 
of three English-trained assistants. While the Council of Education has liberally provided these schools 
with buildings, furniture, and other appliances in accordance with modern ideas, it is due to Miss 


. 
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Broome, Mr. Richmond, and Mr. Crowe to say that by enthusiastic steady work they have succeeded in 
elevating year by year the status of these schools, and in making them what they are, a boon to all 
classes of the community and a credit to the Colony. 


The attendance at the Verulam Primary School has decreased from 72 in 1880 to 50 in 1881, and 
the amount of fees collected has fallen from £62 9s. to £59 13s. 6d. Estimating the rental of tho 
buildings at £200, we find that each pupil has cost £13 11s. 6d., of which £1 4s. has been paid as 
school fees by the parents. Accommodatoin is provided for 20 boarders, but only 3 have attended. 
This number will probably not be exceeded in 1882. The Master attributes his low attendance to the 
existence of four other schools in the village, with an aggregate attendance of 30 pupils, and a scale of 
fees ranging from 5s. to 14s. a-month, and the want of boarders to the facts that most of the children 
between Saccharine and Durban go to town daily by train, and that the up-coast districts are provided 
with schools of their own. ; 


Ladysmith Primary School was opened on the Ist of August. The buildings and fencing have cost 
£4,042 19s. 5d., and the furniture and appliances £141 17s. In consequence of beginning school in 
the middle of the year, the attendance averages only 23—5 of them boarders—and the amount of fees 
collected is only £11 16s. The number of day pupils will be doubled before the end of 1882, and Mr. 
Ormend’s scholarship, wide scholastic experience, and excellent domestic arrangements, will probably 
attract a full complement of boarders. 


A sum of £2,500 was inserted in the 1881 Supply Bill for the erection of a Gevernment Primary 
School.at Newcastle. Estimates were called for, but no satisfactory tender was received. The amount 
has been increased to £8,000, and the people of the village, through their representative in the Legis- 
lative Coyncil, have promised to do all they can to get a school built according to Government plans 
for this sum. No application for Government aid has been received from any private school.or school 
committee in Newcastle since the withdrawal of the grant at the end of June, 1878, from the poorly- 
supported aided school kept by Mrs. Moodie. The Council of Education can vote granis in aid only 

When the people themselves take the initiative, and show something on which the Inspector can report 
favourably to the Council. 
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- . ° ." ANNUAL COLLECTIVE EXAMINATION. 


The Fifth Annual Examination for Government Certificates of proficiency in Mlementary Subjects 
was held simaltaneously in Maritzburg and Durban on the 9th and 10th November. 


There were 198 candidates—48 from the High School, Maritzburg ; 38 from the Boys’ Mode 
Primary School, Maritzburg ; 32 from the High School, Durban ; 28 from the Model Primary School, 
Durban ; 23 from the Girls’ Model Primary School, Maritzburg ; 10 from the Durban Girls’ School ; 

* 7 from the Girls’ Collegiate School, Maritzburg ; 4 from Addington Sohool ; 4 from Greytown School g 
3 from Verulam School ; 3 from private Schools ; 2 from Stanger Sehool ; and 1 from Bellair School. 


. By resolutton of the Council of Education, attendance at this Examination i is le on all 
High School pupils of three months’ standing. 

The Bit of Examination were :—Bpelling from !Dictation, Handwriting, Arithmetic, Drawing 
English Grammar, Geography, English History, Composition, European History, and Physiology.

Sfelling and Handwriting showed improvement, but I had again to urge increased attention to the 
careful and intelligent teaching of Arithmetic and English Grammar. As usual, the Science subject 
’ had been thoroughly prepared. The answers in European History were generally creditable considering 
the difficult nature of the text-book, but both English History and Geography were disappointing. The 
results, which cannot on the whole be regarded as satisfactory, were published in detail, and a copy was 
sent to every competitor. The work of the candidates from the Maritzburg Girls’ Model Primary 
School must be specially mentioned for its marked improvement in style and quality on that shown last 
year by the same school.

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BURSARIES. 


This Examination, with the exception of the papers on Physiology and European History, is the 
one prescribed by the Oouncil of Education in terms of the following Section of the Bursary Law :— 


“2, Three Bursaries of the annual value of £40 each, and tenable for three years, shall be open 
for competition to all boys over eleven and under fifteen years of age on the 15th day of November in 
each year, provided such competitors have been resident in the Colony for at least one year imme- 
diately prior to the 15th day of November in the year in which they compete, and shall not be, or have 
been, the holders of a Government Bursary; and the said Bursaries shall be competed for in an 
examination to be held between the Ist day of November and the 15th day of December; such 
examination to be prescribed by the Council of Education, and shall be used for the purpose of allow- 
ing the holders to proceed to any one of the High Schools established under Law No. 16, 1877, and 
shall be held on condition of good behaviour and continuance at said school, of which a certificate 
ehall be furnished half-yearly to the Council of Education by the Head Master of such schools ; but no 
Bursary shall be given to any competitor who shall fail to pass an examination in a manner satisfactory 
to the Council of Education.” 


The Bursaries have been gained by— 


1. Robert Russell, born August 13, 1867, of the Maritzburg High School, with 824 marks ; 

2. David Calder, born October 16, 1867, of the Maritzburg High School, with 817 marks ; and 

8. Albert E. Harwin, born March 19, 1868, of the Durban Model Primary School, with 800 
marks,—all out of a possible 950 marks. 


The three Bursars elected last year gained respectively 789, 775, and 762 marks out of the same 
maximum number. 


No. 1 (Russell) having declined to accept a Bursary, the third has been awarded to 


4, Walter J. Marriott, born January 5, 1867, of the Durban Model Primary School, with 
755 marks.

(2.) ‘That in 1888 Grants for Educativiial résults in Primary Schools will be 5s. for each 
separate pass in English, Writing, and Arithmetic, as detailed in the revised Schedule 
of Standards. 2 


(3.) That no payment for results will be made in respect of any child who has not advanced 
at least one standard since the last annual inspection of the School, or of any child 
over 12 years of age who passes lower than Standard ITI. 


(4:) That no payment for results will be made in respect of any child who has no 
__ attended the School in which it is examined for at least three months immediately 
before the date of inspection. 


(5.) That payment for results will not be made to any School which the Inspector considers 
in an unsatisfactory condition in regard to its general discipline and organization, of 
its work in subjects other than those for which Capitation Granta are payable. 


(6.) That Infant Schools or Infant Departments of Primary Schools will receive a Capitation 
Grant at the rate of 5s. for each child under Standard I. who has attended the School 
regularly for not less than three months immediately before the Examination, provided 
that the number of such children be not fewer than 20, and that the Inspector is 
satisfied that Kindergarten or similar instraction is regularly given, and that object- 
lessons, singing, and calisthenic exercises form part of the daily work.

COINS. 


With the exception of.some Australian currency, in sovereigns and half-sovereigns, the coins in 
circulation are exclusively British, and are the legal tender in discharge of all debts ; consisting, in- 
gold, of sovereigns and half-sovereigns ; in silver, of crowns, half-crowns, florins, shillings, sixpences, 


and threepenny pieces ; and in copper, of pence and half-pence. 


The coins in circulation have not in any way been defaced, altered, diminished, or augmented in

WEIGHTS. 


Weights of the Imperial Standard were legalised and brought into use in this Colony under the 
Ordinance No. 11, 1852. 


Among the Dutch Inhabitants, and in their commerce with English, weights of the. standard of 
Amsterdam are occasionally used ; the proportion being 92 lbs. Dutch to 100 Iba. English. 


MEASURES. 


The Standard Measures in this Colony are the Imperial, and were legalised by Ordinance No. 
11, 1852. 


The Dutch Inhabitants, however, in disposing of grain, are in the habit of adhering to the old 
Dutch standard, viz.:— 


1 Schepel, equal -766 old Winchester Bushels, or °743 Imperial. 
1 Muid, equal to 4 Schepels, or 3°065 old Winchester Bushels, or 2°972 Imperial. 
1 Load, equal to 10 Muids, or 30°65 old Winchester Bushels, or 29°72 Imperial. 
Thus 107 Dutch Schepels are equal to 82 Winchester Bushels. 
4 . - about 8 Imperial Bushels. 
11 . - about 1 Quarter. 


The measurement of Land in Natal, since it was proclaimed a British Colony, has always been 
Imperial, viz., by acres, roods, perches, &. 


_ Bince the commencement of selling at the Pietermaritzburg Market of all produce by Imperial 
weights and measures, the practice of dealing by the old Dutch standard has been gradually 
discontinued, though still adhered to in some of the country districts.

REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL ON CRIME 


FOR THE YEAR, 1881. 


The Criminal Statistics for the year 1881 vary but little from those of the previous year. 


The number of offences reported is somewhat less, and the proportion of apprehensions and sum- 
mary convictions larger, than in 1880. 


In Table No. IV, “Indictments and Informations in the Superior Courts,” the figures shew an 
increase in certain classes of crime, such as culpable homicide and other offences against the person, 
while an advance in the number of offences against property is also noticeable, though not to a greater 
extent than may be accounted for by the increase in population. 


It is satisfactory to note that nine cases only have fallen through during the year owing to want of 
prosecation. The total number (81) of such cases during 1880, shewed a very unusual proportion. 


The cases heard in the Native High Court, and the Court established under Law 10, 1876, for the 
trial of Natives, accused of cattle stealing or killing, are included in Table No. IV. For the sake of 
comparison with last year’s returns, they are extracted and tabulated as under :—

The crime of cattle stealing and killing does not appear to have been much more prevalent than 
in former years, but there is a serious increase in the number of case of culpable homicide, and in that 
of offences against the person. This last is almost entirely made up ef cases of riot or faction fight 
among Natives, in each of which a large number of offenders was concerned. 
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In the Supreme and Circuit Courts there were issued during 1881, 164 indictments against 166 
for the preceding year. The number of serious offences shews no considerable increase. There were 
11 convictions upon indictments for the crime of murder. In four of these, the accused were found 
guilty of culpable homicide. Two sentences of death were executed, and in two cases a prisoner under 
sentence committed suicide in gaol. . 


The following cases, included in Tables I, II, ILI, were tried during 1881, by the Protector of 
Immigrants :—

These figures shew but a small increase on those for the preceding year, when 222 cases were 
reported and 186 summary convictions were obtained. 


Preparatory examinations have been received in 517 cases, as compared with 432 daring 1880. 
These include 100 cases of accidental death and 12 suicides, 


The Criminal Statistics for the year, 1881, present no unusual features. The increase in crime 
is neither general nor extensive, and is chiefly to be found in cases of offences against the person. This 
increase may be attributed in some degree to the increased consumption of intoxicating liquors by 
persons of Native and Indian race, an evil which the law, as at present administered, has proved 
insufficient to control.

generally, also from underground cemented brick tank, with force-pump attached. 


What is the quality of the water ?—Impure. Good with filtration. 


(II.) Detail the arrangements as to baths and lavatories ?—Two small rooms, used as bath-rooms, 
adjoin the main wards, each containing a fixed enamelled iron bath, one for hot water, the other for 
cold ; the water being supplied to each bath, and discharged by means of iron piping. Portable baths? 
when ordered, are given at the patient’s bedside. Each patient is bathed on admission, previous to 
entering bed. There is a lavatory fitted with four hand-basins and three iron foot-basins, water being 


supplied by means of iron piping, and discharged by same means. 


(III.) What is the system of sewerage, and what the condition of the privies?—There are eight 
privies, situated 115 feet from the nearest ward, at the back of the Hospital. The soil is collected in 
buckets placed in the privies, and removed daily by the Corporation night-soil carts. Night-stools are 
used, strict attention being paid to their being kept perfectly clean. ;

CC 8 : HOSPITALS AND LUNATIC 











Daring the past year there has been an increase of 61 admissions and 18 deaths over 1880, this 
is principally owing to the number of very bad cases sent from the Indian Immigration Depét, as will 
be seen below, there has been an increase of 12 in the number of admissions for Europeans, and a 
decrease of 1 in the number of deaths as compared with 1880. Amongst the Natives there has been a 
decrease of 25 in the admissions, and a decrease of 5 in the deaths, whereas, of the Indians there has 
been an increase of 70 in the admissions, and 34 in the deaths ; of these 60 cases were sent from the 
Immigration Department, 18 of which died; the majority of these cases were in a very emaciated 
condition when sent in, and the average stay in Hospital of these fatal cases was 28°2 days, 9 died 
within 5 days after admission. The average stay of the non-fatal cases was 26°3 days. 17 also of 
these 60 cases of Indians were sent back to India, the majority of them incurable who arrived in the 
“Canada” this year.

56 inmates. 


The General Statistical Tables show that there were 11 admissions, 8 discharged, and 6 deaths, 
These Tables also show the cause of the different deaths which occurred during the year. 


As has been stated in a previous report, the only restraint used is seclusion, either in a padded 


room or otherwise, according to the circumstances of the case. 


I conclude by expressing my pleasure that steps are being taken to secure the appointment of a 
Resident Medical Superintendent.

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RAILWAY REPORT.

Sm,—1. I have the honour to submit for the consideration of His Excellency, and with a view to 
publication in the Blue Book, the following Report upon the Railway Department, for the year ending 
31st December, 1881. 


2. In accordance with previous instructions, I made a Report for the information of the Honourable 
the Legislative Council, on the 29th October last, which has already been printed and laid on the table 
of the House ; and, to some extent, the present will be a repetition and amplification of that Report. 


8. Appended to this Report are Tables and Statements, setting forth in detail the particulars with 
respect to Revenue and Expenditure. See Appendices Nos. 1, 2, and 3. 


4, The gross Revenue for the year amounts to £173,108 11s. 8d., and the Expenditure to 
£129,590 4s. 5d, The Expenditure is thus equal to 74 per cent. of the Receipts, but if the sum of 
£16,002 15s. 3d. expended on account of Capital (see Appendix No. 4) be deducted, the percentage of 
Expenditure to Revenue will be reduced to 65 per cent. 


5. The net profit on the years working amounts to £43,518 7s. 3d., which is equivalent to 
£3 12s, 6d. per cent. upon the amount of the Loan. If, however, the amount expended upon addi- 
tional buildings, plant, &c., which ought properly to be charged to Capital, be deducted from the 
Expenditure and added to the Loan, it will be seen that the Railways have earned a sum equal to 
£4 17s, 11d. per cent. upon the total amount of Capital Expenditure. Otherwise stated, the Railways 
of the Colony during’ the first year of throigh working have earned sufficient to pay (1) all working 
expenditure, and (2) the whole interest upon the Capital at 4} per cent. ; ‘and they have over and above 
made a profit of £4,800. 


PassENGER TRAFFIc. 


6. The Passenger, Traffic continues to develop very satisfactorily, and as will be seen from tle accom . 
panying Statement (Appendix No. 1) 427,969 ordinary Passengers have used the Railway during the 
year. To this number, however, there fall to be added the Season Ticket Holders, to the average. 
number of about 270 daily, making single journies over the Line to the extent of 140,400 during the 
year. The total number of Passengers conveyed over the Railway during the year was thus 568,269, 
of that number, 210,727 were “ Third-class ” Passengers, chiefly Indians and Natives. 
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RAILWAY REPORT (continued). 











_The coloured population continues to evince every disposition to use the Railway, and the Regeipts 
from that section of the community are likely to be an increasingly valuable source of Revenue. 

In connection with the subject of Passenger Traffic, it may be mentioned, that during the year, 
29,573 Passengers have been conveyed between Durban and Maritzburg, being an average of 94 
Passengers: per day, and considerably more than double the number conveyed by omnibus and Post 
Cart, previous to the opening of the Line beyond Botha’s Hill. The Local ees Trafiic, particularly 
to and from Darban, continues to develop very satisfactorily. 


Goops TraFFic. 


7, The Goods Traffic has exceeded the highest expectations, and on every Section of the Line has 
proved very satisfactory. The opening of the Main Line throughout to Pietermaritzburg for goods 
traffic, on the 1st March last, has had the effect of absorbing a very large proportion of the traffic hitherto 
conveyed by wagons, as will be seen by reference to Appendix No. 5. 

In addition to the ordinary Commercial Traffic of the Colony, there was thrown on the Main Line 
es the date of its opening throughout to Maritzburg the conveyance of the troops and stores, rendered 
necessary by the war in the Transvaal, and during many weeks after the opening, when the war pressure 
“was at its height, the engine power of the Department proved totally inadequate. 


8. Out of the total Revenue of £173,108 11s. 8d., the Receipts from purely Military sources 
amounted to £23, 271 13s. 1d., and a considerable additional sam which there are no means of estima- 
zing correctly, is undoubtedly due to the presence of the Military i in the Colony. On the other hand 
there must have been a considerable loss of Revenue from the paralysis of industry in the Transvaal 
during the late war. 


9. The working of the Railways has been characterized by entire freedom from serious accident, 
and it is most gratifying to be able to report that not one of the more than half million Passengers 
conveyed over the Railways during the year has met with the slightest injury. 


; Enaings ann Roiing Srocx: \ 

10. Daring the ysar four now Engines imported from England have been erected and placed upon 
the line. Three of these are provided with four-wheeled bogies, and ure othérwise improved in accord- 
ance with the designs of the Consulting Bugineer, and they have been found to work very satisfactorily. 
Nine Engines have undergone thorough repsir,-and seven have undergone partial repair. Four were 
on.31st December in the Locomotive Shops undergoing thorough repairs, and four others will take their 
turn in succession for thorough repair also. The great strain upon the resources of the Department in 
the matter of Engine Power has told very seriously upon the Locomotives, and the expense of repairs 
has been heavy during the year and will continue so during 1882. 

Several of the Engine Boilers proved, upon examination, to-have suffered severely from the 
supposed chemical action-of the water, suggesting earlier overhaul of the remaining Locomotives than 
would otherwise have been necessary. And in view of this, and the probability of an early commence- 
ment being made with the extensions, I asked that five adilitional Engines should be ordered ftom 
England, and these are expected to be ready for shipment about the middle of March. 
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RAILWAY REPORT (continued). 


Advantage has been taken of this opportunity to obtain three Engines with Tenders for the Main 
Line Passenger Sevice, making, with one already constructed in the Colony, four Engines of this class 
in all. , 


11. In Appendix No. 6 will be found a list of the Rolling Stock of the Department as at 3ist 
December, 1881, comprising :— : 


2 Saloon Carriages. 

2 Composite Carriages. 

1 Carriage Track. 

2 Horse Boxes. 
10 Goods Break Vans ; and 
45 New Wagons. 


which were added to the Stock during the year. Thirty-six (86) Wagons belonging to the Contractors 
were also taken over from them in accordance with the Constraction Contract. Of these ten (10) have 
been converted into experimental Wagons with flexible wheel base. Two (2) are being used for the 
construction of a new carriage, and one has been converted into a frame for an experimental Engine 
Tender. 


12. Experiments have been made as already indicated, with a view of reducing friction upon the 
sharp curves, and six Wagons with a flexible wheel base have been constructed, the use of which has 
been found very satisfactory. . In connection with this, it may be mentioned that the subject is one 
which has a close bearing upon the amount of Engine Power required ; and the results already obtained 
by experiment have been such as to cause me to recommend that the Rolling Stock to be provided 
tor the extension should have the best possible form of flexible wheel base. 


Wateping ARRANGEMENTS. 


13. Various improvements in, and additions to, the Watering Stations, have been effected daring 
the year, and since the whole of the Line was taken over from the Contractors, the working of these has 
been concentrated under the Lecomotive Superintendent. A list of the Watering Stations is given in 
Appendix No. 7. The difheulty of obtaining an adequate supply of water is an ever-present one. and 
during the dry season is occasionally much felt. It is unfortunately impossible in most cases to obtain 
water at the stations, and stoppages for water are therefore necessary at intermediate pointa, but advantage: 
is taken of every oppurtunity to concentrate the watering arrangements at places where stoppages are- 
necessary. for other purposes. 


14. Various additions have been made to the Workshops during the year, and additional machinery- 
has been obtained, by means of which the work of the Department is very materially assisted. 


15. Allusion has already been made to the circumstance that large sums which have been defrayed 
from Revenue, are not in any sense Working Expenses, but fall properly to be defrayed ftom Capital. 
In Appendix No. 4 will be found a list of the works, apon which a total of £16,002 15s. 3d. has been 
expended. 
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RAILWAY REPORT (continued). 


_ Permanent Way. 


16. This department is now under the charge of Mr. Carr, Maintenance Engineer. 

On the 1st December last, the remaining Section of the Main Line between Camperdown and 
Pietermaritzburg, was handed over to the Government upon the expiration of the Contractor’s Lear of 
Maintenance. A statement is given in Appendix No. 8, shewing the mileage of the various Sections, 
and the dates upon which they were taken over from the Contractots. 


_ 117. The reballasting of the North Coast Line which was begun in the preceding year, has now 
been nearly completed, and the Umgeni and other iron bridges have been repainted. 


18 Upon the South Coast Line the iron work of the bridges over the rivers Umblatazana and 
Umlass has been scraped and repainted. 


19. The Main Line from Durban to Botha’s Hill, which has been in the hands of the Government 
during the entire year, has been maintained in very good order excepting between Durban and Umbilo, 


where the ballast originally laid down, which was of an inferior kind, has been replaced by good ‘stone 
ballast. 


20. The remaining portion of the Main Line from Botha’s Hill to Pietermaritzburg has, since being 
taken over by the Government, received special attention in order to bring it up to the standard of the 
lower Section of the Line. 

- The large embankments forming the ends of the Inchanga Bridges are still in process of settlement 
and require considerable attention, although they have stood as well as could be expected of earthworks 
of that description. 


21. Permanent Way renewals have been somewhat heavy; but rail renewals are being made 
with 46Ib. steel rails which will be mach more durable than those replaced. Guard railing has also 
been considerably increased at the sharp reverse curves, old rails being used for this purpose. 


2. Ballast depots have been formed at convenient points on all the various Sections, and materials 
are béing prepared at these depots so as to be available in case of need. 


23. Twelve (12) platelayer’s houses have been erected, and four more are in process of erection. 
These houses, which are a great comfort to the men employed in the Maintenance, tend also to the 
permanency and efficiency of the staff, and the outlay is recouped by the rents derived from the honses. 


24, The provision of adequate siding and shed accommodation at the Point is a matter of. great 
importance and the whole subject is at present under discussion between the Railway Department and 
. the Harbour Board, within whose jurisdiction are the lends available at the Point for this parpose. 
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RAILWAY BEPOBT forntnued). 


25. Hutting for Native labourers was provided originally by the erection of grass huts, but these 
are liable to decay and accident by fire and are being gradually replaced by iron hutting. 


26. Plans were prepared for the purpose of increasing the accothmodation of station buildings at 
Durban, so as to provide for the growing requirements, and the-work will be overtaken: as. eatly as 
possible. é ee ay. R ; 

A new Goods Shed has been erected for the better accorminodation and lela s of the traffic, aod 
will be -broaghe into use when completed. 


Arrangements are also in progress for additions to locomotive woxbahope: 


The foundry has been doubled in size, and the provision of new carriage , and, wagon repairing and 
painting shops, which are much needed, as well as additional stabling for engines, will be proceeded 
with so soon as the land required for these extensions has been handed over by the War. Department. 


27. Suitable and commodious buildings have been erected for the accommodation of the general 
and stationery stores, and the charge of these has been concentrated mae the general storekeeper. 


28. Negotiations have been in progress for some time and have now been brought toa satisfactory 
conclusion with a view of enabling the Department to provide some better accommodation for the 
growing passenger traffic at the West End Station, Durban, and steps will be taken in that matter at 


an early date. 
: ’ 


29. Various improvements have been made at the intermediate stations with a view of providing 
for the growing requirements of the traffic, and the proper accommodation of the staff employed: 
Umbilo and Pinetown Stations have been enlarged in theit accommodation for the 34 and the entire 
buildings have been repainted. 


Sidings have been laid in at Northdene and a and arrangement are in progress for using 
these places as Crossing Stations. 


At Wallacetown a complete crossing place has been provided, conjoined with a good water supply, 
and arrangements have been made for the booking of passengers. 

The triangle laid down for temporary use by the Contractors during construction, and used by the 
Department until recently, has been done away with, and a: new. triangle. much more complete and 
satisfactory in all its arrangements has been brought into usp at. Uitkomst, forty-four and a quarter miles 
from Durban. At this place also provision is made for the booking of passengers, and efficient . 
watering arrangements have also been made. 


At Pietermaritzburg 8 commodious Wool Shed and Loading Platform have been completed for the 
better accommodation and working of the down traffic, and by arrangement with the Corporation the 
hardening of the road. from the top of Dhue Street oo the Passenger and Goods Stations has been 
panied out, 


80. Upon the North Coast Line various improvements have likewise being made. 
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RAILWAY. BER ONT, (continued). 


A, new Station at Stamford Hill has been arranged for, and at Umgeni a ladies’ waiting room 
has been provided. 

A new stopping place for passengers has been opened at Greenwood Park, six miles from Durban ; 
Avoca Station has been repainted ; and new passenger waiting rooms and booking offices have been, or 
are in course of being, provided at Duff's Road, Phoenix, and Ottawa, at which places certain other 


alterations are also in hand for the more convenient working of the traffic. 


At Mount Edgecombe the passenger station has been remodelled and improved. The Station- 
master’s house has been repainted, and a new general Goods Shed and platform have been completed. 
Arrangements have also been made with the Natal Central Sugar Company for the laying down of 
additional sidings, and the erection of a Goods Shed for the better accommodation of traffic to and 
from their Central Mill. Arrangements have been also made for the repainting of the passenger 
buildings at Verulam. 


‘81. Upon the South Coast Line a new stopping place for passengers has been opened at Reunion, 
nine and a-half miles from Durban ; and four new sidings have been laid down. in connection with 


private enterprise, which will considerably develope the traffic of that District. 


32. Refreshment Rooms have been erected and opened at Pinetown, Botha’s Hill, Richmond 
Road, and Pietermaritzburg, in accordance with the Contract entered into with Messrs. Allen, Birkett 
' & Co. in July last. 


33. Latrines'and Urinals are in course of provision at all stations. 


TELEGRAPH. 


34. Single Needle Acoustic Instraments have been fixed at all the Stations at which trains may be 
crossed, to replace the Morse Instruments, which were not well suited to the purposes of railway work, 
and, the staff having been trained in the use of these Instruments, they have been brought into force al 
over the lines. 

35. During September I had the great advantage of conferring with the Consulting Engineer 
regarding many matters connected with the working of the railways, and of communicating to him the 
experience gained by the officers of the Department in view of the oxtensions, The visit of the 
Consulting Engineer cannot fail to be productive of the most beneficial results. 


Rates anp Fares. 


36. All cases which heve been brought before me of traffic requiring any special dealing, in order 
to its development, have been met by such fair concessions in Rates as were suitable to the particular 


cases, and a great variety and amount of traffic has thus been secured to the Railway. 
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RAILWAY REPORT (continued). 


Daring the year seventy-four cases have been thus dealt with, some of these affecting traffic of a 


temporary nature, but many of them dealing with traffic which will be a permanent source of Revenue 
to the Department. : 


37. The period under review has been a very exceptional one in every respect, and it would not be 
proper to base expectations for the future upon the experience of the past year, the traffic during which, 
as will be seen from Appendix No. 9, has been abnormal ; but a valuable test of the capabilities of the 
Railways has thus been applied, and the results obtained have been financially and otherwise much 
more satisfactory than could have been anticipated in the circumstances.

Sir,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of His Excellency the Governor, and for 
transmission to the Right Honourable the Secretary of State, and to the Government of India, the 
following Report of 1881 upon the Indian Immigrants in the Colony. 


ARRIVALS DURING THE YEAR. 


During the past year seven ships with emigrants from India have arrived, four from Calcutta and 
three from Madras. The numbers embarked and landed, and the births and deaths which occurred 
during the voyages, are shewn by the following table :—- °

The above ships were inspected on ‘arrival and the provisions of the tate Emigration Act (VIL, 
of 1871) found to have been complied with. 


The Colony is to congratulated upon the re-appointment of Mr. H. A. Firth as Emigration Agent 
at Calcutta. A marked improvement in the class of Emigrants despatched from that Port has taken 
place during his tenure of office. ‘ 
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REPORT OF PROTECTOR OF IMMIGRANTS (continued). 














It is to be regretted that the prospects of obtaining labourers from India to meet the requirements 
-of planters and others in this Colony are not promising. 

It is reported that owing to a plentiful harvest recruiting has been very slack; the supply will 
consequently fall far short of the demand. 


Brerus. 
Five hundred and thirteen (518) births have been registered during the year. 


DEarTus. 
Three hundred and eighty-four (384) deaths have been registered during the year, being 16-7 per 


thousand of the population. 
Seventy-three (73) of these were new arrivals, sixty-four (64) young children, and twenty-seven 


(27) from causes other than natural. 
Maneiaags. 


Three handred and seventy-nine (379) marriages have been registered during the year, chiefly 
‘among newly arrived Immigrants, though a larger number amongst the resident Indians have sought 


registration than in previous years.

The health of the Indian population has, I am glad to say, been good on the whole, although the 
death rate has been higher than in previous years. Many of those who have succumbed have been new 
arrivals who came into the Colony in a weakly condition. The mortality amongst children too is greater 
than it should be, and arises, it is to be feared, from preventible causes. The ignorance and neglectful- 
ness of Indian mothers of the class from which the Immigrants are drawn forms matter for remark in 
the last Report of the Protector of Emigrants, Calcutta ; and as the medical officer of the Avoca Circle 
says, “It is next to impossible to cause a Coolie to realise the fact that a child requires clothing just as: 
the parent does fo 

The prevalent complaints have hitherto been syphilitic and cutaneous diseases, and diarrhosa and 
dysentery, the latter attributable in many instances to the bad quality of the water used by these 
people. A good deal remains to be done as regards sanitation and water supply where ‘Indians’ are 


employed in large numbers. 
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REPORT OF PROTECTOR OF IMMIGRANTS (continued). 


There is a consensus of opinion as to the indifference which is generally manifested by the Indians 
themselves on both these points— but employers cannot be held altogether blameless in the matter. The 
difficulty experienced by individyals in dealing with either of these questions is fully recognised, much 
must necessarily be left to-those most concerned by the neglect of personal cleanliness and care as to” 
the water they use. An effort is being made on some of the estates which are most in need of pure 
water to secure a supply by the sinking of deep wells. In the absence of any measures for the preven- 


tion of river pollution this would appear to be the most feasible course. 


It is only in seasons of drought that the pollution of rivers becomes of any serious consequence. 


A heavy fall of rain at once cleanses even the worst of them. 


Hospirta.s. 


Another Central Hospital has been added to those already reported as being in working order, by 

_ the purchase of a most suitable building in the Umzinto Circle. This makes the fourth in the Coast 

Districts. A site has also been purchased for another in the Isipingo Circle, and the building is now 

_ in course of erection. It is needless to comment on the numerous advantages secured to employers 
and employed by these institutions. 


I cannot do better than quote the following from a recent Report, sent in by one of the Medical 
Officers :—“The daily number of indentured Indians on the sick-list who were unfit'to be at work on 
account of bond jide sickness, has been less than for some years past. There has been no epidemic of 
dysentry or fever, and the general condition of the health of the Indians (who had not quite recently 
arrived) on the various estates has been much improved. This I attribute to a great extent to the 
Central Hospital, by the more sickly and serious cases being sent there at once, and by getting there 
the nursing and attention which it is impossible in such ‘cases to have on any estate. Venereal disease 
is seldom seen on any estate in this Circle now ; and, when it is, it is at once attended to and if necessary 
sent to the Central Hospital. I have every hope in a few years hence that, by keeping down this loath- 
some disease, the physical powers and stamina of the Indians will be materially and visibly improved.” 


With the provision of Central Hospitals the importance of Estate Hospitals may be said to have 
greatly diminished. They do not find favour with any of the parties concerned. 


VisitaTION oF Estarxs. 


All the estates on the Coasts have been duly visited during the past year, and notwithstanding the 
large number of Indians employed, very little dissatisfaction exists, except on the part of employers, 
who complain of the frequent cases of illegal absence from work which occur, and also of desertions. 
Many indentured Indians abscond and find their way to the Diamond Fields, where very high rates of 
wages obtain, viz., from ten to fifteen shillings a week with food. Others, it is believed, remain in the 
Colony, contziving to pass for free men. The loss to the Board from this cause has been considerable 
as employers can only be called upon to pay one instalment of passage money upon an Indian after his 
desertion. The Magistrates have received instructions from the Government to cause all Indiéns found 


wandering about without the pass required by Law to be arrested. 


. 
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REPORT OF PROTEOTOR OF IMMIGRANTS (oontinued). 


The Natal Mounted Police have also been directed to arrest such Indians, and several special 
constables are now employed by the Immigration Department for this purpose. 


The facilities for escaping out of the Colony are, however, very great. 


INDIANS EMPLOYED UPp-countRY. 


A considerable increase in the number of Indians employed up-country has taken place during 
1881. To obviate as mach as possible the feeling of isolation to which they are subject almost the 
whole of one shipment, that by the Umvoti from Calcutta, was allotted to applicants in the Umvoti 
County. The services of a Medical Officer were specially secured for their benefit as well as a qualified 
Interpreter, and, from a recent tour of inspection, I am pleased to be able to say that the people as a 
rule are contented in this district up to the present. The plan adopted with regard to the assignment 
in this case will be followed on fnture occasions, as far as practicable, as it has been found to work so 
_ well. In other districts, dissatisfaction which too often results in the desertion of Indians from their 
employers, still exists, and the necessity for the appointment of an Inspector is no less urgent now than 
on the occasion of my last Annual Report. To meet this want I proposed, as a tentative measure, that 
the Resident Magistrates of the four Districts, in which indentured Indians are at present employed, 
should be asked to act as Inspectors. Hach Magistrate to be supplied with an Interpreter, and to receive 
a certain remuneration proportionate to the number of Indians in the Division. This scheme appears 
to have been considered impracticable, It was then suggested that an Inspector should be appointed 
with Magisterial powers. Special legislation being necessary for this purpose, a Bill is to be introduced 
in the next Session of the Legislature, to enable the Government to make the appointment. I trust, 
therefor, that in my next Report I shall be able to announce that it has been made. 


A new Medical Circle has been formed for the Midland Districts, it includes Maritzburg, Richmond, 
New Leeds, and Camperdown, and is a step towards the connection of the Coast Districts with the 
Up-country. 


° 


ComPLaints. 


Complaints of ill-usage are rarely preferred against employers—never by the better class of Indian 
—none have been substantiated during the year under report. They are occasionally with more justice 
brought against the Sirdars cmployed to keep the Coolies to their work, and I have had occasion to 
require the dismissal of such of these as persisted in abusing the authority with which they are of 
necessity entrusted. Trivial assaults are not of uncommon occurrence, one party being’ often quite as 
much to blame as the other. A ready hearing is accorded and redress is at once obtained. I speak 
with reference more particularly to the Coast districts. Disturbances which to a great extent arose 
from the injudicious conduct of certain overseers, who, doubtless under strong provocation, thought to 
take the law into their own hands, occurred on three estates in the Inanda Division. These cases were 
investigated, and, the guilty on both sides having been punished, order was restored. 
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REPORT OF PROTECTOR OF IMMIGRANTS (continued). 


Laws. 


No alteration has been miade in the laws so far as Indians themselves are concerned. With reference 
to the Marriage Law upon which I have remarked in previous reporta,I may say that the evils spoken 
of appear in a measure to be working their own cure, Fewer cases under Section 18, Law 12, of 
"1872, for the punishment of adultery have been instituted during the last year than in the preceding 
one, notwithstanding the increased population. There seems to be a growing tendency to settle disputes 
of this nature out of Court. The indissolubility of marriages which are emphatically de convenance is an 
undonbted hardship. Divorce, which has been simplified and rendered comparatively inexpensive for 
the European, is practically denied to the Indian, while adultery is punishable in the severest manner. 
It must not be forgotten that most of the marriages made by Indians im the Colonies are not contracted 
in the formal manner prescribed by their religion, and are. not held by themselves to be binding on 
their return to their native country. The neceesity of going to.the Supreme Court, a necessity not 
shared by the Natives for whom an application to a Magistrate is deemed sufficient, involves as a first 
step the employment of a lawyer, and, aven if the application be made in forma pauperis, a considerable 
expenditure of money must be incurred, which few of those who.seek divorce could command without 
resorting to usurious money lenders. The Law as it stands tends, in my opinion, to demoralize those 
for whose benefit it was meant, and is a direct incitement to profligacy and concubinage. The marriage 
in the Colony of a second wife is not recognised. ¢ 

In civil cages, I invariably recommend submission to arbitration rather than appeal to the Law, 
and usually with the best results. 


Epvcation. 


An inspector of Indian schools, Mr. Geo. Danning, has been appointed and has for some months 
been engaged in organizing a scheine for the education of the Indian children in the Colony. The 
following extracts from the report of the Secretary of the Indian Immigration School Board show what 
is being done in this matter :-— 

‘A report from the Inspector having been read, it was resolved “ that the Inspector be directed to 
take steps for at once assisting to establish schools in suitable localities between Durban and Verulam, 
in accordance with the following conditions :-—” , 

“*(1.) Aid will be given at the rate of £2 a month, to schools with an attendance of between 
twenty and thirty pupils ; of £2 10s.a month to schools with an attendance of between 
thirty and forty ; of £3 a month to schools with an attendance of between forty and fifty ; 
and of £4 a month to schools with an attendance of between fifty and sixty.” 

‘¢(2.) A schoolroom, master’s house, and school farniture must be provided.” 

“ (3.) A competent teacher must be appointed.” 

“ (4,) The school must be conducted to the-satisfaction of the ore : 

“(5.) School-Fees, to be retained by the teacher, shall be at the rate of od a month for the 
children of indentured Indians, and of 6d. a month for others.” 

“ A letter was subsequently received from the Inspector, drawing the attention of the Board to the 
fact that, owing to the comparatively high wages given by the Railway Authorities and others to 
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Indians conversant with English, the scale of grants determined on by the Board did not offer sufficient 
inducement to applicants for the post of schoolmaster, and suggesting that the scale proposed in his 
report of the 26th November should be adopted. Ata meeting of the Board held early in February, 
1882, a satisfactory compromise was effected.” 


“Many difficulties stand in the way of successfully. establishing schools for Indians, but the Board 
trasts, now that the Inspector is fairly at work, that it will be able to show at the end of 1882 good 
results for the doubied vote which the Legislature has placed at its disposal for that year.” 


Socrat Sratus. 


Indians continue to improve their position in the Colony. As traders and farmers they are to be 
found almost everywhere, and form an element of increasing importance in the Colony. Steady and 
industrious men have it in their power to earn a respectable living in a dozen different ways, and large 
sums of money with which to return to their native country. Many of the free men are exceedingly 
well off. The names of as many as 136 Indians are to be found on the Burgess Roll of the town of 
Durban. Some anxiety has been expressed with regard to the use these people will be likely to make 
of the franchise, of which a large number has become possessed. There appears to me to be some 
ground for the objections which are made to their possession of this right-—in the case, at any rate, of 
men who are only just out of their indenture, and who, so far from having become “ domiciled,” 
purpose returning to India as soon as ever they are entitled to do so at the public expense, and cannot, 
therefore, be regarded as in any way Colonists. Beyond the mere property qualification which 
entitles the possessor to a vote, some test might fairly be added. It does not need much discernment 
to perceive that persons who do not even understand the English language can hardly be capable of 
intelligent participation in the Government of an English community. 


The best that can be expected from them is that they will lean upon those of their European 
neighbours in whom they have confiderce— even this is not a desirable state of affairs. I have thought _ 
it well to touch upon this subject here, because it is one which is certain to assame importance shortly, 
especially if anything should come of the proposed amendment in the Constitution which is now under 


consideration. 


Return PassacEs. 

Of the 267 Immigrants who have been returned to India this year, forty-five have claimed a free 
passage ; 102 have paid their own passages ; and 120 have been returned in consequence of unfitness 
for work. No applications for grants of land in lieu of return passages have been received, the ill 
success which has attended such applications in the past being most likely the reason. 


CommunicaTION wirH INDIA. 

Remittances by Immigrants to their friends and relatives in India have amounted to £270 10s. for 
the year. In addition to this sam no inconsiderable amount of money has been taken back by return 
Immigrants. Those who left in the Umvoti in April last admitted the possession, after their arrival in 
India, of £5,260, an amount which is believed to have been below the reality. 
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INTERPRETERS. 


One additional Interpreter has been appointed, viz. to the Court of the Resident Magistrate, 
Umvoti. Mr. Burton-Jones, the Hindustani Interpreter in this department, having resigned his 
appointment at the end of the year, his place has been filled by the appointment of Mr. A. R. Dunning. 


Tae Department oF IMMIGRATION. 


Bince the date of my last Report the standing of this Department has been altered. The salaries. 
of all the officers, including the Protector, are now paid wholly from the funds of the Indian 
Immigration Trust Board. This, in the opinion of the Law Officer of the Government, the Honourable 
the Attorney-General, has the effect of removing them from the Civil Service of the Colony, the Trust. 
Board being a Department independent of the Government. A Bill to remedy this having been 
introduced by the Government in the last Session of the Legislature, did not pass. The officers of the 
Department are, therefore, considered to have been removed from the Civil Service, but as such 
removal does not amount, in the opinion of the Government, to an abolition of their offices, it is held 
that they cannot claim any compensation under the provisions of Law 3 of 1872. This bears somewhat 
hardly upon those who have been long in the Department, viz.: the Assistant Protector, and the First. 
Clerk, who have, respectively, eighteen and seven years’ service, which are now lost to them. 
Application will, however, be made to the Legislative Council to grant some compensation, and I have 
no reason to doubt that the cases of the officers in question will be dealt with in a liberal spirit by the 
House. 


Conctusion. 


A. I cannot bring my report to an end without thanking the various officers of the Department. 
for their untiring application to their onerous duties, and for the alacrity displayed by them in carrying 
out my wishes, and in giving me every support. It may not be out of place here to quote a Resolution 
that was passed at a meeting of Planters held at Verulam, on the 21st October last :—“ This meeting 
desires to acknowledge the ability and earnestness with which the business of the Indian Immigration 
Trast Board has been conducted during the past year, and to record its thank to the Board for causing 
reports of its proceedings to be published in the papers of the Colony.”

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Although there has not been any very marked increage in the number of Immigrants who arrived in 
the Colony during 1881, as compared with the previous year, still the stream of Immigration has 
flowed évenly, the numbers being in 1880, 874 ; and in 1881, 855. The latter figures, however, do not 
jnelude 36 souls who were lost by that most deplorable accident, the wreck of the Teuton. That event, 
indeed, caused a slight decrease in the numbers to follow, as some individuals became prepossessed 
with the idea that they were likely to share a similar fate, and could not easily be dissuaded from that 


idea. In some instances people declined to sail ai all. 


2. The European Immigrants Depét at the Point has proved materiul assistance in carrying on 
the work, and has helped to give the people a cheerful impression of their new home. Out of the 
number of Immigrants who arrived during the year, 313 made use of the Depét, as many as 40 being 
lodged at one time, and the Board was gratified in many cases to receive letters from the people ex- 
pressing their gratitude for the convenience and comfort enjoyed by them. The entire cost of the 
Establishment, including a sum of £500 paid to Mr. Anderson as compensat'on for the buildings, has 
been £910 8s. 8d. In consequence of the rate of fares from England having been reduced to £10 16s. for 
third-class passages, it has been decided to make the amount payable in all cases for assisted passages, £5 
instead of £10 as heretofore ; this, doubtless, will have the effect of greatly augmenting the numbers 
of arrivals, and at no distant date the Board may be obliged to increase the accommodation at the 
Depét. As stated in the Report of the Board for 1880, Mr. Peace was authorized to send out, within 
a limit of 50 souls per month, persons such as Handicraftsment, Farm Labourers, and small capitalists, 
possessed of mechanical or farming knowledge, applying for assisted passages, but not nominated 
by residents in Natal. In addition to these, Mr. Peace has now been instructed to grant free passages 
to 25 skilled artizans per month, provided they are possessed of sufficient means to maintain themselves 
until they can find employment. Up to the present no difficulty has been experienced in finding em- 
ployment for Immigrants arriving under this scheme ; indeed, the number of applications received in 
reply to the advertisements stating that such and such tradespeople are coming far exceeds the supply, . 
and there does not appear to be any diminution in the rates of wages offered. 


3. The special Settlement at Wilge Fontein is, on the whole, progressing. Of the twenty 
families who originally took up their allotments, eighteen still remain on the farm, and seem from 
their own accounts to be doing well. A good watercourse has, with much skill and Inbour, been laid 
down through one portion of the Settlement, and a large quantity of land thus rendered capable 
of irrigation, well adapted for raising winter crops of forage, green barley, turnips, and other market 
produce, commanding good prices in the Maritzburg markets. 


The first payments on acoount of allotments fall due in July next. 
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4, The formation of another Settlement of a similar nature to that at Wilge Fontein is now being 
carried out in Alfred County, by the introduction of fifty families of Norwegian nationality. As regards 
this scheme, it will be remembered that it was the original intention of the Board to place 50 families 
of German settlers at Marburg, but owing to difficulties which attended our agent’s attempt to procure 
settlers, this place was abandoned. The idea of a Norwegian Settlement was then proposed by the 
Emigration Agent in London, who reported that he could get useful colonists with a small amount 
of capital from that country. The proposition was approved, and Mr. Peace authorised to mature 
the plan on-the same terms as were offered to the Germans, the result being that twelve families will 
probably arrive here in May, and the remainder in August next. Lots on this Yettlement have ulready 
been granted by the Board to two brothers—Norwegians—one of whom was among the few survivors 
of the Teuton, the other being already in the Colony. These men have now built themselves a house, 
and commenced farm operations. The terms on which settlers at Marburg will hold their land will be 
similar to those for Wilge Fontein, with the exception that the price and size of Lots at Marburg 
willin all cases be equal. The Board is in correspondence with Mr. Warren Wright, Secretary to the 
African Settlement Society, proposals have been received and provisionally assented to by the Board 
for the formation of a Settlement on the following basis :— 


The Land and Immigration Board of Natal will set apart a block of, say, 5,000 acres of land 
near the sea coast in Alfred County, Natal, for the purpose of a Settlement to be 
beneficially occupied by the said Society, in the manner proposed in the letter of Mr. 
Warren Wright to Mr. Peace, dated May 3, 1881. 


The land so ceded will be chosen by a representative of ‘the Land and Immigration Board 
of Natal in as favourable a situation as possible for the objects which the said Society 
has in view, as regards the nature of the soil, proximity to the Settlement at Marburg, 
river frontage, and means of communication with ‘other portions of South Africa by 
sea and land ; and will be pointed out to a duly authorised representative of the Society 
on application. 


The said land will be surveyed and have proper beacons fixed, and a plan thereof be pre- 
pared at the expense of the Society, to be approved by the Surveyor-General of the 
Colony, within three months from the date of the arrival in the Colony of the Society’s 
representative. 


The purchase price in money to be paid by the said Society to the Land and Immigration 
Board of Natal will be by ten annual payments of 9d. per acre, the first of such annual 
payments being due and payable at the commencement of the third year, dating from 
the date of the formal cession of the said land for the use of the said Society. 


No title deeds for the said lands or any subdivisions thereof will be issued until after the con- 
tinuous industrial occupation by the Society for a period of: twelve years, dating from 
the date of the formal cession of the said lands, and upon the reveipt of all the instal- 
ments of the purchase price. 
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The cost of titles, surveys, beacons, and plans will in all cases be borne by‘the Society or 
other deputed owners. aN 


The Society will erect suitable buildings of a permanent character for their people, and will 
send out not less than six married men with their families to commence the Settlement, . 
within six months from notice to them of the confirmation by, or on behalf of, the Land 
and Immigration Board of Natal of the terms herein mentioned, or any correction thereof, 
and will further send out not less than six families per annam for each of the next four 


years succeeding, all the said families to be of the agricultaral or artizan classes. 


Free third-class passages to Durban will be provided by the Land and Immigration Board of 
Natal for such emigrants, and also for a number of boys and girls to be trained, in habits 
of industry, in the homes of the families referred to. The number of boys and girls to 
be sent out during the year 1882 will not exceed 20, and thereafter the number to be sent 
out from time to time will be settled by the Land and Immigration Board of Natal, 
upon the application of, and according to, the means of, the Society to provide for 


their maintenance and training. 


‘The Society pledges itself to the Land and Immigration Board of Natal that all the Emigrants 
sent out to the proposed Settlement will be provided there with food and clothing, and 
proper implements for agricultare or handicraft. 


No criminals or persons who have suffered imprisonment for crime will be sent out to the 
propored Settlement under any circumstances. The Society will farnish the Emigration 
Agent for Natal in London (who will fix the vessels to be employed, and otherwise pro- 
cure the necessary accommodation) with a correct description of the persons whom 
they propose to send out in every case, and such agent will have the absolute right to 


reject any person or persons nominated. 


The expense of the journey of all Emigrants and their baggage by sea or land from Durban to 
the proposed Settlement will be borne by the said Society, and without any claim there- 
after for assistance from the Land and Immigration Board of Natal. 


When the complete number of thirty families, with a fair number of boys and girls for train- 
ing, have been sent out, the Land and Immigration Board of Natal will set apart 2,000 
acres of grazing land for the use of the settlers in common. 


The rules to be established by the Society for the regulation of their Settlement in the Colony 
will be submitted to, and be subject to the approval of, His Exceilency the Governor of 
the Colony. 


The Society will be bound to bring into cultivation in a proper manner not less than 50 
acres of land within two years from the arrival at the Settlement of the first six fami- 
lies as provided for.in Clause 7, and will increase the area of such cultivation by at least 
five acres to each family in each year after the first two years, and this rule will apply ° 


to each successive arrival of families at the Settlement. 
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Under no circumstances whatever will Natives. be allowed to settle on lands ceded to the 
Society. » 


The above conditions being fulfilled at the end of the stipulated period, free title to the said 
lands will be granted, subject to the usual reservations of mineral rights and other 
ordinary servitudes attaching to the lands of the Colony. 


- In caso of practical failaré by the Society to carry out their proposed Settlement, or to comply 
with their coriditions, the Land and Immigration Board of Natal will have the right to 


Tesume possession of the said lands without being liable for any claim for compensation. © 


It will be obvious that in the évent of ‘the Society’s fulfilling its obligations under this agreement, that 
- the Settlement will prove a most valuable training school for the young people, and that with perseverance 
and indostry the majority must sucoeed in Colonial life: 


5. It is satisfactory to be able to report the unexceptionable good behaviour of the Immigrants 
who have resided at the Dep6t during the year. In no one case have the rules of the Board been in- 


fringed, nor, with the exception of the very fairest of wear and tear, has any damage been done to the 
property of the Board. 


6. The « accounts,of a: Board; as regards both revenue and expenditure, have been audited by the 
Government Auditor and found correct. As Annexure B will show, there is at present the sum of 
£2,236 6s. 10d. standing to the credit of the.Land and European Immigration Fund in the Treasury,

8. The proportion of fruitless nominations, which for the whole of the year of 1880 was more than. 
one-fourth (131 out of 511) has been reduced to a little under one-fifth (43 out of 232). 


9: I will now refer to the Free Emigrants, that is, those who received assisted passages by virtue of 
the authority given to me by the authority given to me by the Board, under date 28th January (received 
8rd March). 


10. I annex Schedule C, showing the number of Free Emigrants I have sent out, the total cost of 
their passages, and the amounts contributed thereto by them, and it will be seen that the net cost 
to the Colony for the passages of 75 persons has been only £180 6s. 11d. 


11. I must, however, mention that in a few cases I did not feel justified in granting passages on a 
more liberal basis than that of the full contract price paid by the Government, and in several other 
instances the Emigrants had sailed before I received the Board’s authority to extend the amount of 
assistance. 


12, Schedule D gives a classification of the Free Emigrants and the aggregate amount of money 
capital they took with them.

13. While fully recognising the moral as well as official responsibility that is attached to my 
influence in the management of Free Emigration, as distinguished from the nomination system, I’ feel 
no misgiving whatever about to these people of their Emgration to Natal. 


14. I believe them to be, as a body, respectable and trustworthy, both capable and desirous of 


improving their condition in life in Natal, my only regret being that the number sent out is so small. 


15. It will be readily understood that these Free Emigrants represent only a small percentage of 
those who have applied to me for passages, the contribution demanded towards passage (£10 per adult) 
being higher than any but the most fortunate among artisans can afford to contribute for that purpose 


16. The figures given above show that the number of Emigrants sent out during the half-year was 
395, to which must be added seven recruits for the Natal Mounted Police, making a total shipment of 
402 persons. 


17. There have been no shipments of Emigrants under the special settlement system during the 
half-year. 


18. I entered into new offices (21 Finsbury Circus) early in the year, and the change has been a 
beneficial one, both as to convenience and respectability, 


19. I will not lengthen this Report by particalarising the varied subjects, apart from Emigration, 
on which I have been applied to for information by reference from the Colonial Office, and otherwise 
from the circumstance of my office and experience of the Colony becoming more known ; suffice it to 
say, that I have in all cases been able to give such information as seemed to meet the requirements of 
applicants. 


20. I have previously reported to the Board that, on my request, the Right Honourable the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies has supplied me with copies of the Laws of Natal as lately compiled, 
of Natal Blue Books from 1861, and of papers on South African Affairs presented to Parliament in 
England from time to time, and I hope to accumulate in my office a valuable collection of records and 


literature for the information uot only of myself, but accessible to all who are interested in the Colony. 


21. I would point out, however, that fu!l and reliable statistics on the agricultare of the Colony, are 
greatly to be desired, but are not to be found in any book published as yet, This subject is 80 


important that, as soon as I have time, I shall forward some further remarks upon it, 


22. Thanks to the liberality of the proprietors of the Natal Mercury, the Natal Advertizer, the 
Natal Witness, and the Times of Natal, and to the propritors of the principal papers connected with 
Bonth Africa and other Colonies, published in London, I have been able to afford much information to 
Colonists and intending Emigrants which otherwise could not have been obtained in any one building 
in England.

8. I now refer to the shipments of Free Emigrants—that is, those to whom I have granted assisted 
passages, the emigrants paying at the rate of £10 per adult, (no free passages having been given 
except under the nomination system.) 


9. Schedule A shews the dates of shipments, total cost of passages, amounts contributed by the 
Free Emigrants thereto, and the actnal cost of the passages to the Government.

18. A further sum of £120 was remitted to be reniraed to Free Emigrants, if so ordered by the 
Board ; this amount being half the £10 rate charged to Emigrants after the £5 passage rate.came into 
operation, for reasons explained at the time of my remittances. 


14. The Free Emigrants had an aggregate money capital to the amount of £6,387 10s. to land 
with. Therefore deducting from the total number of 270 those who were going’ out as domestic 
servants with their employers—or in other capacities to situations provided for them beforehand—and 
from whom, in consequence, I did not require any statement of capital. It appears that during the 
Year 220 Free Emigrants have been sent out, having among them a money capital equal to nearly 
£29 10s. for every man. woman, and child. Taking into consideration the terms charged for passages 
dnd the forbidding nature of the Regulations for the disposal of the Crown Lands in the eyes of persons 
about to emigrate, when compared with the offers of other Colonies, and that no additional means were 
placed at my disposal to enable me to dayelope this new branch of the Emigration system vigorously. 
I confidently submit that these results are very ‘satisfactory. ; :

16. The number of men recruited by me, and sent out for the Natal Mounted Police Force, during 
the past half-year, has been fifteen, bringing the number for the whole year to twenty-two. 


. 17. It will be seen from the above remarks that, altogether, I sent during the year 920 Emigrants, 
and twenty-two recruits—total 942 souls, which is, I think, the largest namber sent out under the 
Emigration system in any one year since 1850. 


18. From the totals above stated and referred to, allowance must be made for the effects of the 
terrible wreck of the 8.8. “ Teaton,”—a subject wnich I cannot dwell upon, further than to state that 
I duly communicated to bereaved relatives in this country the resolution expressing the sympathy of 
the Board, and contributed such farther condolence and comfort as my position and- means 
enabled me to do. j 


19. I have paid the legal claimants the insurance money (£260 less expenses), which had been 
declared under the open policy I take out for the benefit of Emigrants, and also the £49, returned 
deposit money, except in one case—the Musgrave ere legal heirs I have as yet been unable 
to find. 


20. It is owing to my strict observance of the Regulation that married mon must take their families 
with them, that no one is left in this country in a destitute condition by the loss of their relatives who 
sailed in the Teuton. 


21. I took the opportunity of the Agricultural Show at Islington, to distribute among the visitors, 
as carefully as circumstances would allow, copies of the Colonization Circular relating to Natal, which 
I referred to in my Report of the 31st December, 1880, and small handbills, to the number of ‘13,000. 


22. I have also during the past year delivered and posted from my office some thousands of éirdulars 
on the subject of Emigration and the Natal Mounted Police Force. 


‘23. Being too shorthanded to Keep full statistics, I am unable to state the number of letters and 
post cards I have received and sent away, some idea may be gathered from the Auditor’s remarks on 
the expenditure for postage ; (see annexure marked H.), but if I could state the figures they would be 
far from reflecting the time devoted to the work of this office, because they would only indicate @ portion 
of the work done. 


24, The expenditure on advertising during the 5 year has been £180 18 2d., the balance between 
thet sum and the vote of £200 would have been absorbed, but that I found the expense of circulars 
printed for one by Her Majesty's stationery offices, and: ths cost of certain portion ‘of my advertisements, 
was less than I bad calculated upon. 


25. The number of advertisements in newapepers iat I have caused to appear | has’ been about 
1,750.

26. I have at the present time (February 28), an sdvertisement appearing weekly in over 250 
newspapers, published in different districts extending from Cornwall to the North of Scotland, and in 
tho Isle of Man ; copy of the advertisement is hereto annexed, marked F. 


27. I have drawn the full amount voted for “Travelling and Miscellaneous Expenses” for the 
year, viz. £250, and I beg to refer the Board to my Auditor’s Report thereon. 


28. The actual saving by the new contracts for passages which I negotiated at the end of 1880, 
has been £2,493 11s. 3d. (£3 6s. per adult on 755}9 adults). 


29. The reduction of the charge for assisted passages from £10 to £5, will doubtless have a con- 
siderable effect ca the number of Emigrants in the future, but as I deem it best to seek Emigrants of 
all classes from country districts in preference to large towns or cities, the results of the reduced fare 
will be considerably affected and controlled by the circumstances in which I shall be placed, whether 
with the daily increasing correspondence and other detail, but responsible work of the office Tam kept 
grinding away at the desk, or am able to visit the country districts from time to time to explain the 
resources of the Colony and the advantages offered to industrious men. It is only in very few cases 
that I should care to employ sub-agents in country towns, although that plan is followed and at a great 
expense by Canada and other Colonies, but I have had instances where I failed to secure desirable 
Emigrants for Natal from the influence exercised by local agents to whom I have had to refuse com- 


missions for proferred services. 


80. The preparation of this Report having been necessarily put off until now some weeks late, in 
conséquence of more urgent duties, and as I purpose, unless it be desired otherwise, to follow the 
practice of officers in charge of other departments and only send a yearly Report in future, I think it’ 
will be most convenient that 1 refer herein to other matters, some of which have arisen, or been decided 
since the 31st December last, ‘ 


“81. Re the proposed Norwegian Settloment at Marourg.—I waited until I saw by the Colonial 
papers that the Board had decided to have huts built on the several lots for the occupation of the Emi- 
grants on arrival, and then I referred to the matter in the Circular I prepared on this subject, as such 
action will be so great a benefit to the new settlers ; and I have now sent out the necessary circular and 
form of application, copy of which is annexed hereto (with translation), marked G. 


32. Time did not permit my sending a draft of that document to the Board for approval, but if I 
have been as fortunate in expressing the Board’s intentions when drawing the condition to bind the 
Government and the intending Emigrants, with a view to establishing the settlement ona proper footing 
to commence with, as I seem to have been in performing a similar work in connection with the proposed 
settlement by the African Settlement Society, I shall be quite content that no serious question is left in 


an uncertain or unsatisfactory position. 


83. I am still of opinion that I shall succeed in carrying this proposal to a successful issue, 
‘ . 
although I have now to contend with false stntements put forward by anonymoas writers in Norwegian 
newspapers to condemn the proposal.

84. Re “The African Settlement Society.” I nm led to understand that there is no doubt about 
the succefsful carrying out of this scheme, within the terms embodied in the document above referred 
to incidentally. 


35. I lost no time in acting on my instructions and authority to terminate the existing contracts 
for Emigrants’ passages and make fresh ones, and the result has been as specially reported to the 
Board, that I have concluded agreements with the same companies as performed the service last year 


for the cost of passages being further reduced by £2 14s. per adult. 


86. Thus the cost of passage (3rd Clrss) will be for ten months of 1882, £10 16s. per adult, a 
total reduction of £6 per adult since my first application for liberty to deal with the matter was acceded 
to, a second-class passage being*reduced to £16 16s. per adult. 


87, The arrangement referred to brings us, I think, “within a measurable distance” of permanency 
as regards the cost of Emigrant’s passages, and while I congratulate myself on tho part I have played 
in bringing about the resalt.’ I think the Board has abundant room for a similar feeling. 


38. As regards the number of Emigrants sent out altogether in the past year it would have been 
larger but for the untoward circumstances in which the Colony was placed by the Transvaal War, 
alarming statements about the safety of person and property in the Colony ; the loss of the “Teuton ’— 
and that I had not sufficient méans at my command for the necessary organization, either in 


advertising, or office and travelling expenses. 


39. I have previously informed the Board at considerable length of some of my views on what 
retards and what would increase the stream of Emigrants to the Colony ; and so mach has been now 
designed to‘effect the desired object, that I will content myself by referring to dne principal work that 
can only be done in the Colony. I but transcribe the opinions of many who have deemed the offers of 
other Colonies more practical and enticing than those of Natal, in stating, that, if it be the intention of 
the Government to have the waste lands alloted to white men Emigrating from Europe with enoughs 
capital to establish themselves as farmers, the Rules and Regulations for disposal of the Crown Land, 
must be considerably altered, and be so framed, that an Emigrant will be able in some simple manner, 
without delay or circumlocution, to acquire and enter into posseasion of the land he may have selected 
at a minimum of preliminary expense and without any of the uncertainty indicated by un auction sale. 
In connection with this subject, and almost of equal urgency, I may refer to the want of a handy book 
on the results of agriculture in different parts of the Colony, and a map shewing the lands available for 


new settlers. 


40. The terms for passages are now liberal enough for any reasonable man, and I doubt whether any 
desirable Immigrant would be induced to go to tho Colony by having lands offered to him on any better 
terms than by the 10-yearly payments of 1s. per acre, after the first year of occupation, if a proviso was 
added to allow an occupier to pay the balance due to the Government, after giving practical proof by 
the erection of substantial buildings, and the cultivation of a certain percentage, if the acreage of his 
arable land, that his holding was really converted into a farm, thus abolishing the element of un- 
certainty that is attached to a deferred title to what a man has to all intents and purposes made his own. 
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41. If a Tax was levied to raise revenue for expenditure on Railways and such works, on lands 
lying practically unoccupied or improved after a specified lapse of time, there would be little fear of 
such a proviso as I suggest being used to the detriment of the Colony ; and it would, I think, prove 
an impotus to the operations of mere ownere of land to their own ultimate benefit, as well as for the 
benefit of the Golony generally. 


42. I am glad to acknowledge the unremitting attention and help of my assistants in the office 
during the year, but it would be distasteful to one to refer at length to the expenditure of time, study, 
and labour, which has devolved on myself in order to prevent a break in the success of my 
department. 


43. I have to confess, however, that one part of the duty that has been placed upon me is beyond 
my power to execute with any confidence of success, viz. :—engaging good female domestic servants 
to go out to the Colony to fill situations in public and private houses. I have spent many hours in 
correspondence in this matter, and except in one or two instances, with, I believe, as little satisfaction 
to the employers as to myself. Good servants get wages as high near London as are offered from the 
Colony, and are more eagerly sought after. I must also confess to a similar objection I feel in another 
line, viz. : the responsibility of being asked to engage artizans to go out and work for wages at less 
than the ordinary rates current in the Colony. 


44, I now refer to the future—and I beg to remind the Board that the Votes for Advertising, and 
all other working expenses of this office, were just the same in 1879 (when, as the first published 
Report of the Board states, the number of Emigrants who landed in the Colony was only 287) as are 
Voted for the year 1882. 


45. The desired results of the systems of granting passages authorised for 1882 may be thus 


summarised :—

46. These results might all be accomplished if the necessary means were applied to secure them ; 
but I will draw my remarks to a close by stating that during the past year the work performed in my 
Department (a large amount being fruitless of course, and, therefore, cannot be fully realised by the 

Board) has been, particularly during the past few months, carried out under a apd which is very 
undesirable when work of such responsible character has to be pein 
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47. I have now to ask the Board to consider the remarks I have made herein on the subject of the 

expenditure and working of my department, entirely with regard to the neoessity of adopting the 

‘ means to the ends that are sought to be obtained in the future, and in no sense as having been made: 
with any personal object. 


48. The importance to the Colony of an effective and honourable discharge of the increasing 
duties attached to the position I am proud to hold cannot well be over estimated, but I should not 
choose to bring any question of my own personal remuneration or status in the Civil Service of the 
Colony into discussion through the medium of my official Report. 


49. I am well aware that the results summarised in Olause 45 very closely reflect the desires of 
the Colonial public, so far as they are expressed in the local newspapers, and my duty compels me to 
add, that their achievement, at-the expense I am authorized to inour, is simply an impossibility, and it 
will require a little time to bring into effective operation any augmentation of my resources,

I hereby certify that I have examined the Books of the Natal Government Emigration Agency, 
21, Finsbury Circus, London, from their commencement on 2nd February, 1880, to 31st December, 


1881, and find them perfectly correct. The Bank Pass Book shows the proper amount to the credit of 
the Agency. 


As desired I have oxtracted from the Cash Book the amount expended during the year 1881, 
under the following heads, viz. :—Salaries, £93 18s.; Travelling, (Germany and England) £35 18s. 
11d. ; Postage (part of which has been charged to the account for advertising) £38 5s. 8d. ; Ocean 
Telegrams, £21 17s. 6d. ; and the balance of the £250 expended under the account “Travelling and 
Miscellaneous Expenses,” is fully shewn in the following items :—Local Telegrams, Printing, 
Stationery, Premiums on Exchange remitted to Natal, Housekeeper’s Account, Fire, Light, and 
ordinary petty Office Expenses. 


Mr. Peace has directed my attention to the 19th paragraph in the Report of the Finance 
Committee of the Legislative Council of Natal—page 711—Natal Government Gazette, 1st November, 
1881, and on special examination I find that the only amount drawn from the Crown Agents by Mr. 
Peace’s predecessor, for expenditure under the Vote referred to for the service of the Agency, during 
the one month of his tenure of the position in 1881, is included in the total sum of £250 mentioned in 
the said Report. I can find nothing whatever to shew by whom or for what the £78 4s. 1d., referred 
to in the said Report, was expended, and Mr. Peace informs me’ he has already disclaimed any 
knowledge on the subject.

3..In addition to the allotment of 100 acres for each family, 2,000 acres of grazing land will be set 
apart as commonege for the benefit of the fifty families. 


4. If time permits it is intended by the Natal Government. to have comfortable. huts erected om-. 
each of the fifty allotments, prior to the arrival of the Emigrants. 


5. Each holder of one of the said lots of 100 acres shall pay to the Natal Government the sum of 
nipepence per acre, equal to £3 15s. per annum for ten years’ ; the first payment only to be made (on 
a day to be hereafter fixed by the Natal Government) at the beginning of'the 3rd year of occupation ; 
thus the Settlers will pay absolutely nothing for the land of the first two years. 


6. When the ten yearly payments have all been paid, but not before, the Settlers will receive the 
Freehold Title Deeds for their own 100 acres of land—such Deeds will, however, contain reservation 
of mineral rights for the Government, and the usual servitudes attaching to lands in the Colony for 
roads, railways, or such other, public works. 


7. Tf the holder of any allotment dies before all the payments have been made, his ownership 
in the land will become the property of his heirs, subject to their continuing to fulfil the condition of 
industrial occupation, ang payments of such yearly payments as £3 15s. as become due. 


8. In case any holder forsakes his allotment. without having, with the consent of the Land and 
Immigration Board, or of the nearest Magistrate, on behalf of the Natal Government, transferred his 
interest in the same to some other approved person, or 


9. In case any holder of an allotment from drunkenness, or other wilfal fault, neglects to cultivate 
afair and reasonable proportion of his holding, according to the character of the land, so that the . 
intention of the Natal Government to benefit only steady and industrious settlers be frustrated by him 
it shall be competent to the said Government to resume possession of the said holding, with or without 
awarding any compensation for improvements to such defaulting holder, at its own absolute discretion 


10. After receiving the requisite number of application forms daly completed, the Agent of the 
Natal Government will visit Norway to meet those who desire to be included among the fifty families 
who will form the intended.settlement, and he will then accept such men as produce satisfactory proof 
thet they are healthy peaceful, and industrious people, with some experience in cultivating the soil, or 
able to contribute by their skilled labour to the welfare of the Settlement. 


11. In cases where the head of a family requires to take ont, and engages by written contract a 
servant to assist him on his holding, such servant will be sent out as one of the family. 


12. No unmarried man over 45 years, of age will be scoepted. 


13. Each family must be possessed of money to the extent of £50 at least, which amount shall be 
paid to the Agent of the Natal Government, for remittance to the order of the Emigrant on arrival in 
Natal, or be otherwise available to the satisfaction of the Agent, before any intending Mmigrant may 
consider himself finally accepted for the benefits. of this scheme.

EsTaBLISHED UNDER Law 21, 1876. 





Rules and. Regulations for the Introduction and Reception of European Immigrants into the Colony, other 
than for the purpose of Establieking Special Settlements. 


1. Free Passages will be provided from Europe to Natal for Emigrants of the following classes :. 
—Farm Labourers and Mechanics, viz., Carpenters, Bricklayers, Stone Masons, Blacksmiths, Tinsmiths, 
Shoemakers, Plasterers, Cabinetmakers, and Wheelwrighta, on application ‘from persons residing in the 
Colony ; provided that every applicant shall enter into a guarantee to find for every Immigrant in 
respect of whom he makes application, employment at a stated rate of wages for at least twelve months 
from the date of arrival in the Colony. The Board reserves to itself the right to consider applications 

, for persons not included in the above ‘category on their special merits. 


2. The Board will be prepared to receive applications for Female Domestic Servants under engage- 
ments from one to three years, on the following terms, viz. :—That the applicant deposit the sum of £5 
on application, and £5 on arrrival of the Immigrant. In the event of the person nominated refusing to 
take up her passage after the application has been approved by the Board, or, in the event of the passage 
lapsing through the agent selected by the applicant to nominate on his or her behalf, failing to procure 
a suitable person within six months after receipt of the necessary papers from the Emigration Agent in 
London, the £5 so deposited will not be returned, but the applicant will have the option of making a 
fresh application for another Immigrant of the same class, free of charge. The application shall state 
the class of Servant required, the wages offered, and the distance of Applicant’s residence from Pieter- 
maritzburg or Durban. 


8. All applications for Free Passages under Rule I, shall be sent in writing to the Secretary of the 
Land and Immigration Board at the Point, Durban, and shall state full particulars as to class, trade, 
wages offered, and period of engagement,

4, All Applicants shall be required to make arrangement for the immediate reception, on arrival, 


of Immigrants intradyged. o9 their behalf ; gnd failing supp ee ‘wfll ‘be: held liable for any 
expense incurred in “that respect by the Government. 


5. All applications shall be sent in duplicate, and will be laid before the Board at its next ensuing 
meeting. The original and the duplicate shall be sent to the Emigration Agent in London for signature 
by the Emigrant, who shall retain the duplicate for production to the Secretary of the Board on arrival 
at Natal. The original shal] be returned by the Emigration Agent to the Secretary of the Board. 


6. No single person above the age of 45 years shall be eligible to receive a iad Passage, 


7. Emigrants shall be sent out to the Colony either by steumer or. ‘alte aus at the digested of, 
the Emigration Agent, in accordance with such instructions as the Board, may, from time to time 
farnish to him. 


8. Documents connected with each batch of Emigrants shall be forwarded by the Emigration 
Agent in Ship’s Boa, addressed to the Secretary ‘of the Board. The Emigration Agetit shall’ also 
farnish to the Secretary of the Board; by each mail, list of the Boigeants, if’ any, ‘he is about to 
despatch by the next opportunity. 


9. Emigrants are to be directed by the Agent in London to report themselves, on landing to the 
Secretary of the Board. 


10. The Emigration Agent shall be authorised to sent out-as Binigrants, handicraftsmen, farm 
labourers, and. small capiteliate, who must be of good character and possessed of farining or mechanical 
knorledge, on the reopipt of the:aumi of £10 foreach Entigrant who is above the age of 12 years, two ' 
children under the age of 12 years being computed-as one Hmigrant. Pemalé Doniestic Servants, for | 
whom returning Colonists may make application to the Emigration Agent, shall also receive passages on 
the Applicant’s paying the sum of £10 for each Servant. The Emigration Agent eal not: send.. out 
more than 50 souls ale month n under this rule,

Te How. ConontaL SECRETARY. 


The year 1881 in its commercial results may be deemed one of general decadence, i.¢., when viewed 
in comparison with the preceding year, 1880 ; but it is as well to premise that that year was the last 
of a rising series of five, and, in itself, shewed the highest results yet attained in the Trade Statistics of 
the Colony.—(See statement annexed.) ‘ 


: Shipping. 

The Shipping that entered inwards at Port Natal in 1881, shewed ‘a slight increase over the 
preceding year of 14 Vessels==15,875 tons. This is attributable to the larger number of Steamers 
engaged in the direct Trade with the United Kingdom as well as that between Natal and Ports in the 
Cape Colony; many of these Vessels having but little cargo in proportion to their large tonnage. 


Imports. 

The year 1881 commenced with large Stocks of Goods on hand, both duty paid and in bond, which 
affected the annual supply required,—particularly of those articles paying rated duties, such as Wines, 
Spirits, and Beer. But the general Imports of the year also fell off in a marked manner, obviously the 
result of political events in connection with the Transvaal Territory, which will be subsequently 
referred to. ; ; ; ; 


The value of goods imported into the Colony was £1,912,856 as against £2,336,584 in preceding 
year, 1880, shewing an aggregate falling off of £423,728, or nearly 18 per ‘cent. With the exception 
of articles of Food supply such as Grain, Flour, Rice, and Breadstaffs, which in each case were 
marked by an wnusnal increase, all the principal items of Imported Goods shewed a considerable 
decrease, viz.:— :

The immediate cause of the general falling off in the Imports of the year must be assigned to the 
recent cocurences in the Transvaal Territory, and to their effects on what is generally known as the 
Overberg Trade. The operation of these bas been twofold in character,—first in the weakening of com- 
mercial security by hostilities, terminating in the retrocession of the Territory; and secondly, by the 
withdrawal of large bodies of Her Majesty's Forces, and the consequent cessation of inflated Imports of 
particular articles occasioned by the Military demand. 


The exceptional increases during the early part of 1881 in Flour, Meal, and Grain as previously 
adverted to, and amounting to £93,958 in the aggregate, can only be attributed to Stocks having ran 
iow in 1880, and large orders having been sent to distant Ports for supplies, probably in expectation of 
the continued presence of the Troops in Natal and the Transvaal. ioe 


The increased importation of Rice, value £26,423, may be considered as partly referable to 
speculation, and partly to an increasing consumption of the article itself. 


Customs Revenue. 


The total Customs Revenue in 1881 was £201,227, as against £250,740 in the ae: year, 
being a decline on the aggregate of £49,513=20 per cent. 


Inerease. 
On some items of rated Goods, such as Preserved and Salted Meats and Fish, Pickles, &c., also 


Candles, Cheese, Dried Fruits, and Tea, there were small increases of daty received. Coffee, however,

The aggregate loss of Duty on Wines and Spirits—items directly affected by, the Military demand 
—represents a sqm of £22,000, and Blankets £8,432. But the item of greatest significance ig the 
decreased receipt on ad valorem Goods—£23, 781, representing as it does a diminished value of imports 
to the extent of £397, 000. This forms a better standard by which to estimate the general falling off 
in the Revenue dpring 1881, than in those cases where articles pay higher rates of duty. -

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REPORT OF TELEGRAPH DEPARTMENT. 


Pietermaritzburg, April 13th, 1882. 
Tas How. Coromiat Szcrerary. 


Sir.—I have the honour, in accordance with the Circular on the subject, to submit the Report of 
this Department for the year 1881. , 


2. I annex returns of the work done, together with a Debit and Credit statement. The latter 
shows a balance in favour of the Department of £11,276 Os. 4d., of which amount £3,901 19s. 6d. 
was cash. 


3. The traffic of the year was exceptionally heavy, and was considerably in excess of that of the 
previous year. By the different offices there were 111,231 messages forwarded ; 113,192 received ; 
and, including second transmissions, 81,266 transmitted ; making a total of 305,689 transactions, as 
compared with 207,536 in 1880. 


4, The amount of revenue collected during the year was £9,144 6s. 6d.; an increase over the 
revenue of 1880 of £3,082. 8s. 9d., or more than 50 per cent. 


5. The increase in Cable traffic, consequent in a great measure on the war, was very marked, and 
the Department paid to the Eastern Telegraph Company, for the transmission of the work it handed 
over, a no less sam than £73,652 12s. 8d. 


6. Daring a greater part of the year the requirements of the Military Authorities very severely 
taxed the Department, and for a time it was all the Staff could do to bear up under the extra pressure 
thrown upon it; there was no want of effort, however, on the part of any of the Clerks, whose 
continued application at all hours resultad in the work being very satisfactorily disposed of, 


7. The construction of the section of line between Botha’s Hill and Pietermaritzburg, commenced 
in 1880, was completed in the early part of the year; and new lines were erected later between 
Ladysmith and the Free State border near Harrismith, and the Umbilo and the Isipingo. 


8. One new office was opened at the Isipingo. 


9. The great growth of traffic at Pietermaritzburg calling for extended office accommodation, the 
premises in the Court House were exchanged in May for more commodious ones in Longmarket Street. 
The removal was effected on a Sunday between the hours of attendance, and, by the arrangements being 
carefully carried out, without any interruption of communication.

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VETERINARY SURGEON’S REPORT. 


Tue Hon. Cotonta, Secretary. 


Sir,—I have the honor to submit, for the information of His Excellency the Administrator of the 


Government, my report on the proceedings of my Department during the past year. 


Owing to the unsettled state of the country investigations into prevailing diseases were fewer than 


usual, but during the last summer no very special outbreaks were reported to me. 


The rank and luxuriant vegeta!ion consequent on the large quantity of rain which fell led to some 


loss amongst sheep which I attributed to a disordered condition of the digestive organs. 


My attention has been mainly directed to a study of the causes of those diseases in which there 


are grave alterations in the blood, as in Redwater, Horsesickness, &. 
g e 


The detection of the germs of these diseases, and their introduction into, and effects on, the animal 


economy is surrounded by difficulties which can only be overcome by accurate and prolonged research. 


The horses of the Colonial Engineer’s Department and Mounted Police have received careful 
attention as circumstances required. Considerable difficulty has been experienced in obtaining suitable 


remounts for the latter, owing to the requirements of the military authorities. 


The mortality from horsesickness was very heavy last season, cases occurring till late in the 
winter long after severe frosts had prevailed. In a report on this disease in 1878, I pointed out the 
presence of Bacteria in the blood of harses affected, and identified it with one form of a class of blood 


diseases termed Anthrax. 


In an excellent paper on this subject written in October last, by Mr. Lambert late P.V.S. to the 
‘ forces here, he further directed attention to these germs and the researches of Professor Pasteur, who 
has sncceeded in modifying their virulence by cultivation and opened ap a new field of inquiry in 


medicine. 


While, however, these organisms are found in enormous numbers in the soil and attached to the 
roots and stems of plants, there is nothing to support the assertions of some and the impressions of 
others that this affection is due to malaria. 


The mode of cultivating these germs so as to modify their virulent properties to a sufficient extent 
to reuder them fit to be used for inoculating animals, and so rendering them insusceptible to these 
diseases is a secret, at present known only in the laboratory of the chemist and physiologist, but at no 
distant,date I hope we shall be in a position to profit by these discoveries and prevent diseases from 


which we suffer so seriously now. 
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VETERINARY SURGEON’S REPORT (continued). 


Cases of Glanders existing in various parts of the Colony have been brought to my notice from 
time to time. In September, and again in December last, I visited Victoria County to inquire into 
outbreaks of this disease and specially to examine certain horses diseased and suspected. In each 
instance loss had been sustained and alarm caused amongst owners of horses with very good reason. 
My visits of inspection and the active measures adopted by the parties concerned to stamp out the 


disease had a most beneficial and reassuring effect. 


I regret to say that this disease prevails toa much greater extent than it should do, and has 
caused very serious loss during the past year. Froin my owa personal knowledge and from information 
received from reliable persons, I have reason to believe that not less than eighty-four (84) horses and 
mules died or were destroyed from Glanders and Farcy in 1881, besides a number disposed of quietly 
to avoid publicity. This is entirely apart from any cases that may have been dealt with by the military 


authorities of which I have no information. 


The necessity of amending the present inefficient Glanders Law, and giving greater powers for 
the detection and prevention of this disease is apparent, and will, I trust, lead to the adoption of the 


excellent measure introduced at the last session ot the Legislative Council. 


Amongst cattle, Redwater and Lung-sickness prevailed as usual, which was only to be expected 


“ where no-proper precautions were taken. Lungsickness especially needs dealing with energetically on 


account of the heavy losses sustained annually, and the highly contagious nature ef the disease. No 
sick cattle should be permitted to travel, ali that are affected should be isglated, and a thorough and 


well devised scheme of inoculation adopted under Government supervision. 


At present the Lungsick Law and the Ordinance relating to the burial of dead animals, are both 
practically ignored, although these are the first and principal measures that should be carried out for 


the prevention of the spread of prevailing diseases. 


Annexed to this report is the Return of the Inspector of Animals imported by Sea, by which it 
will be seen that more cattle and fewer sheep and goats were brought in than during the year 1880 
In view of the risk incurred by the introduction of animals from infected countries in Europe and 
elsewhere, I beg to urge that a suitable place be established ut the port for detaining them in quarantine 


when it may be necessary to do so. 


Sheep appear to have done fairly well, no very serious losses being reported to me, excepting fron 
the severe snowstorm that occurred last August, the results of which, I trust, will cause more attention 


to be paid to the provision of food and shelter during the worst part of the winter. 


In April last I visited Umvoti County to inquire into the disease known as Bluetongue. A 


provisional report on this affection was rendered. 


The returns of the Sheep Inspectors continue satisfactory. As the Commission appointed by the 
Government to enquire into the operation of the Scab Act, reported fally on this subject, any further 


reference to it is unnecessary here, beyond giving the two half-yearly returns.

The deerease in the number of sheep is almost entirely owing to the high prices that have prevailed 
which have tempted the farmers to sell animals that would be retained under ordinary circumstances. 


A new and fatal contagious lung disease amongst goats in the Cape Colony has occupied my 
attention. Inoculation and other preventive measures having failed to check its spread, the Cape 
Government very wisely adopted the plan of stamping it out and compensating the owners. The 
carrying out of this measare was entrusted to the Colonial Veterinary Surgeon and a committee 
appointed to act with him, and from the success which has attended their efforts I trust the extension 
of the disease to this Colony may be prevented. 


It is a matter for congratulation that Ostrich Farming has been commenced in the Colony with - 
every probability of success. The incorporation of this industry with other farming interests should 
prove of material benefit to the country. 


It will be conceded that all that tends to develope the resources of this country and add to its 
wealth should receive attention and encouragement, and as the raising of sheep and cattle and other 
stock is one of the soundest of its industries, special care should be taken to foster it; and in no way 
can this be done more readily than by dealing in a firm and comprehensive way with all the contagious 
diseases which decimate our stock with such grave results both to individuals and the people generally. 
The mortality from Lungsickness, Glanders, and otber preventable diseases is excessive, and amounts 
annually to many times more than a thoroughly efficient system of prevention. I beg, therefore, to 
urge tHe adoption of a Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, which will deal with the question as a whole 
and not piecemeal as at present. 


With a proper organisation inoculation for Lungsickness could be carried out throughout the 
Colony, and, as they became perfected and better known, so also could the means for the prevention of 
Horsesickness and other forms of Anthrax met with in this country. 


In former Reports, I have directed attention to the value of storing a supply of food for animals in 
the winter, and I would again urge the increasing necessity of doing so and providing shelter from the _ 
weather both by planting trees, and the erection of suitable buildings and enclosures. 


Under the present system a day or two of inclement weather during the winter may lead to heavy 
losses of stock from the lack of either hay, forage, roots, or other suitable food being provided which 
would support them through the trying period. 


The alternations from poverty to fatness and vice versd, is a severe strain on the constitution, and 
predisposes to disease which, with proper attention and management, the animals could bear up against 
and probably in many instances be insusceptible to. At any rate much of the present mortality may 
be avoided by providing our stock with proper food and shelter.

Intaxp SERvIcE. 


Post Offices. 
The number of Post Offices in the Colony is 77, including the Head Offices of Pietermaritzburg 


and Durban. 


Number of Mails Despatched. 
The number of Mails despatched weekly from the Head Offices is considerably in advance of the 
number for 1880; being 537. 


Mail Matter. ’ 
The presence of a large military force added largely to the normal postage of the Colony and very 
much incrensed the work of the postal staff. 


The following Return of Mail Matter passing through the Head Offices during the year offers a fair 


criterion of the amount of correspondence dealt with by the Department :—

Much has been said and written on the subject of a house to house delivery in the City of 
Pietermaritzburg and Town of Durban, but before this can be entertained the law must be altered to 
exclude newspapers from such delivery or have them taxed. 


Carriage of Newspapers. 
The carriage of newspapers in the country districts hy Natives is becoming enormous, and in some 


districts requiring double relays of carriers. 
' 
Even the post carts cannot always carry the whole quantity posted, especially on the arrival of 
European Mails. i 


Could newspapers be carried by carts or by rail they might be untaxed, but otherwise they should 


bear their quota of taxation with other necessary articles or luxuries. 


As shewing the enormous addition caused by the free conveyance of newspapers to the weight of 
mails sent up country, I give the average weight of [Letters and Papers, excluding and including 


European Mails, as follows :—

The Transvaal. 
Since the abandonment of the Transvaal a post cart runs once a week between Newoastle and 
Meek’s at the cost of the Natal Government. 


ReoisTerED LETrers. ‘ 
The number of Registered Letters passing through the General Post Office in 1881 was 17,348, 
and through the Durban Office 16,580 being a total of 33,928, or 10,936 in oxvess of the number 
for 1880. z 


Money Orpers. 
There has been a steady increase in the work of this section of the Department. (vide Appendix 
B.) Owing to the alterations in the General Post Office (recommended by the Postal Commission) the 
work has been carried on with more facility and security, whilst affording additional convenience 
to the public. 


Preliminary arangements have been made for extending the system to all seats of magistracies. 
It is intended to commence work at these branches at the begining of the new year,

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 
The Revenue of the Department was £19,021 5s. 3d., as compared with £15,011 8s. 2d. in 1880, 
and the Expenditure £32,882 14s. 8d. as against £28,193 17s. in 1880. 


The increased Expenditure is caused by the increased subsidy to the Union Company, and by £500 
voted to Messrs. Welch.Bros. in consideration of extra work performed by them ; and, but for theze 
sums, the Expenditure would not have exceeded that for 1880. 


As a set off against deficiency in Revenue, this Department has to be credited with an estimated 
amount for conveyance of all Official papers and correspondence fre2, added to which is the estimated 
amount of fees for Private Boxes allotted free to the various Departments directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the Civil Service of the Colony. 


One source of increase in Revenue, viz.: the Military may be lost, but on the other hand there 
willbe the falling off in Expenditure so fur as the payments of postage to the Steam Ship Companies 
are concerned, the one being a partial set-off against the other. 


Increasing Revenue. 
In other respects it is satisfactory to note the increase in Revenue, which amounts to £4,021 18s. 
1Cd. as compared with 1880. 


Mau Cowrracrs. 
Subsidies. 

It will soon become a matter for serious consideration by the Government and the Legislature on 
the termination of the present contracts with the Steam Ship Companies, whether the subsidies as well 
as all the postage should be paid. In these days of free trade, protection should be abolished and a 
fair rate of Postage only paid for the conveyance of Ocean Mails. The subsidies now amount to 
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POSTMASTER GENERAL'S REPORT (continued). 


£12,000 per annum and Postage to about £8,000, making a total for conveyance of Foreign Mails of 
£20,000 a year, leaving only a balance of Jess than £15,000 to cover cost of Inland Service.- These 
subsidies and all the Postage, equal to 6d. a half ounce for Letters, and full rate of Postage for News- 
papers, prevent this Colony from joining the Postal Union and they further prevent the Colony from 
obtaining more inland advantages. ; 


Until Revenue and Expenditure become more equalized, it is unreasonable to expect enlarged 


inland facilities or to increase the stipends: of inland offices. 


PostaL ACCOMMUDATION. 


The principal Poat Offices in the Colony are not suited to carry out enlarged operations. Until 
the new Post Office is completed in Durban, nothing new can be entered upon, and the space at the 
Head Office in Pietermaritzburg is at present so cramped that the ordinary daily work is done with the 


greatest difficulty and inconvenience. 


The Postmaster-General has really no Private Office, and the passage leading to the Court House 
and Legislative Council Chamber, has to be utilized as a Store and Lumber Room. 


Until the Legislative Council sanctions the building of a suitable Post Office, with all the con- 
veniences for carrying on the present duties in a satisfactory manner, the Department cannot enter 
upon the new and enlarged contemplated duties, which without doubt would be of real advantage 
to the public. 


Several matters of importance are now under the consideration of the Department and of the 
Government, such as the initiation of a Parcel Post, the introduction of Post Cards, &. ; but it must 
be borne in mind that, in a Colony like this where so much of Postal Matter has to be conveyed 
by Native Carriers, and where the space in the Post Carts is so limited that payment has to be made 


for increase of weight, such matters’must be dealt with cautiously. 


Excess of Expenditure over Revenue. 
Tt must also not be lost sight of, that so long as the Expenditure is so far in excess of the income, 
the Post Office cannot enter into any branch that shall not be remunerative, or at least pay its own 


expenses. 


In connection with this I may point out that, even in England where the Postal Department has 
a net Revenue over Expenditure of about Two Millions Sterling, and even with its enormous resources 
the Post Office will not enter upon new enterprises, until it is satisfied they will prove remunerative : 
vide Mr. Fawcett’s reply, to a question put by Mr. Monk in the House of Commons, in regard to parcel’s 
post and its difficulties, He said :—“ TI believe such great advantages would result from the establish- 
ment of a Parcel Post, that I can assure my hon. friend that it is a great disappointment to me that we 
have not been able as yet to introduce such a Post. During the last Session I had hoped that arrange- 


ments might have been adopted which would have enabled a Parcels Post to be almost immediately 
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established. During the recess the subjest was again carefully considered by the Post Office, and I 
hope in the course of a week or two to submit to the Treasury certain proposals which may form 
the basis of fresh negotiations with the Railway Companies. If an arrangement is arrived 
at with the Railway Companies it will be necessary to introduce a Bill to give it effect, and I 
can assure my hon. friend, that every effort shall be made to bring the Bill before the House as soon 


as possible.” 


Private Boxes and Bags. 
Over 200 private boxes have been added to the number formerly let to the public, and thereby 


lessened the pressure of delivery of letters to the general public. 


Many throughout the Colony avail themselves also of private post bags. 


MisceLLaNgous REMARKS. 


Notwithstanding the cautions against careless posting of valaable letters, and the need of having 
them duly registered, many instances occur of this precaution being neglected by the public, and Drafts 
for considerable sums, Bank Notes, and coin are found amongst the dead letters. 


When 80 found they are properly registered before being returned to senders. 


Postal Incidents 


Postal incidents are sometimes curious and unaccountable. 


1. Two letters posted in this Colony for England during 1881 reached their destination in a 
remarkable way. The envelopes on arrival at the addresses were found empty, and were 
returned to the Colony for search to be made for their contents. After some inquiry and 
correspondence information was received that the contents were found in a Mail Bag in 
Germany, and safely delivered at their destination.  ° 


2. A letter posted by a Mercantile Firm in Durban intended for a person living in Maritzburg, 
‘but addressed to him as living in Harrismith, was sent there in the ordinary course. 
After being advertised in the Free State papers it was returned, and, when opened, found 

to contain a cheque. It was then delivered to the proper person. 


No doubt the postal authorities wore blamed for this; as a duplicate cheque was sent in place of the 
supposed lost one. 


St. Valentine’s Day affords the more silly portion of the Community an opportunity for thrusting 
extra work on the Department. Letters to a very large extent containing ridiculous valentines, or mere 
rubbish, are posted without any s:amps being affixed. These being mostly unclaimed have to be 
opened, and the rubbish either thrown away or burnt. 4 
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Conclusion. 

I have to say in conclusion that having regard to the quantity of work to be accomplished by the 
‘Staff of the Department, and with the means at their disposal for carrying it through, the Public of 
Natal have every reason to feel satisfied, as they are in fact better served than in many of the 
sister Colonies. They have a maximum of good service at a minimum of cost, the Staff being harder 
worked than in any other Department in the Colony, whether within the Civil Service or 
outside of it.

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APPENDIX A. 


MISCARRIAGE OF NEWSPAPERS. 


Complaints relative to the miscarriage of newspapers posted in the United Kingdom for 
transmission to the Colony are of frequent occurrence, and the blame is cast on the Postal 


Department. 


In most instances the irregularity arises from the neglect of the conditions laid down by the Postal 
Authorities in the United Kingdom in respect to the Newspaper Post. 


These conditions are as follows :— 


1. 


‘Yo have the privilege of passing as a newspaper, the publication must first have been 
accepted as a newspaper by the Postmaster-General, and have been placed on a register at 
the General Post Office,, from which it is liable to be removed, either through the non- 
renewal of the registration, year by year, or in consequence of any change which may 
deprive it of the characteristics of a newspaper. 


. Publications registered for transmission abroad may be posted within eight days from the 


date of publication, including the day of publication. 


. The collected numbers issued during the month, of a weekly, fortnightly, tri-monthly, &c., 


publication will not be allowed to pass as a monthly publication. 


. The postage must be prepaid in full, either by an adhesive stamp, or by use of a stamped 


wrapper. 


. Publications not on the Register at the General Post Office cannot be sent abroad at any 


rates lower than those applicable to book packets. 


. Every newspaper or packet of newspapers must be posted either without a cover, or in a 


cover entirely open at both ends, and in such a manner as to admit of easy removal for 


examination. 


. Every newspaper must be so folded as to admit of the title being readily inspected. 


. No newspaper, whether posted singly or in a packet, may contain any enclosure except the 


supplements belonging to it. 


. There must be no writing or other mark on a newspaper sent abroad except the name and 


address of the person to whom it is sent, nor anything on the cover but such name and 
address, the printed title of the publication, the printed name and address of the publisher 
or vendor who sends it, and words indicating the date on which the subscription to the 
newspaper will end. (Under this rule it is probable that a newspaper, upon whose 
wrapper the name or initials of the sender is written, will be detained.) 


10. No packet of newspapers must exceed two feet in length, or one foot in width or depth.

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COLONIAL ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


THE Hon. CotonraL SECRETARY. 


Sir,—I have the honour to report as follows relative to the Proceedings of the Public Works’ 


Department for the year ending 31st December, 1881 :-— 


1, In addition to a large number of minor works, many Works and Buildings of considerable mag- 


nitude and importance have been undertaken and carrie! on during the year. 


2. The largest and most noteworthy of these works has been the Roofing on Iron Columns over the 
Wharf at the Point. This strnéture which, when comp!et2d, will cover a space of 475 feet in length 
by ,50 feet in width, was commenced in April last, anil by the close of the year about three fourths of 
the work had been completed. It is hoped that the entire roofing will be finished and available for use 
by April next. The total expenditure to the 31st December, was £6,025, including all sums paid by 
the Crown Agents, and it is believed that the whole cost will not much exceed £7,000, which ix con- 
siderably below the estimated cost. It is needless to point out tho greatconvenience and utility of this 
work ; the want of such a structure has heen long felt and the advantages which will be afforded by 


its erection cannot be overestimated. 


3. I stated in my Report for 1880, that it was proposed to erect an additional block of Cells and a 
Hospital at the Central Gaol, Durban, dnring the year, 1881. Owing to unforeseen causes, these 
buildings were not commenced till late in the yoar, and consequently they will not be completed till 
April or May of 1882. They form portions of an approved general design for the enlargement of the 
Durban Gaol, and as they will, when competed, afford accommodation for a large additional pamabat 
of prisoners, it is hoped that the present requirements of this Gaol will be satisfied, and that no further 
extensions will be necessary for a few years to coms, with the exceptions of soma alterations and 


additions for the improvement of tho existing very defective accommodation for the female prisoners 


4, The same remarks apply to the Central Gaol at Pietermaritzburg, wwhieie the construction of a 
new block of Cells, designed to accommodate at least 62 prisoners, was commenced towards the middle 
of the year. No satisfactory tenders having bzen roccivo! for the eraction of this building by contract, 
the orks being carried out Departmentally and it is anticipated that the total cost will be considerably 
less than the amount of the lowest tender. This Building also forms portion of an approved design for 
the extension of the Pietermaritzburg Gaol. Tho Cvils in this, as well as in the new block at the 
Durban Gaol, are constructed on what is known as “the separate system,” a system which is now 
universally adopted in all modern Gaols. This new block will probably be completed in June or July, 


1882, and no immediate further extensions are at present contemplated. 
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COLONIAL ENGINEER’S REPORT (continued). 


5. In connection with the Magistracy Buildings at Ixopo, Quarters for the Gaoler, an Armoury 
and Magazine, and five additional Cells have been constructed during the year ; and the only building 
now required to complete the general design, is the Magistrate’s House, for which provision has been 
made in the Estimates for 1882. The amount expended on these buildings during 1881, was £1,104 ; 
and the total expenditure to the end of the year was about £2,996, including £46 payable in 1882. 
They have been erected in a substantial and permanent manner, and may be regarded as forming one of” 


the most complete Magistracy establishments in the Colony. 


6. The Mounted Police Barracks and Laager at Fort Pine, were completed early in the year, and. 
although, owing to the difficulty of getting work done in such a remote district, the buildings have not 
been finished as neatly as could have been desired, they are nevertheless substantial and durable. The- 
total cost of this work has been about £3,875, including £275 payable in 1882, and the expenditure. 
during 1881 was £605. 


7. A new Court Room and Magistrate’s Offices have been built at Verulam, and the old Offices. 
have been converted into Cells and Guoler’s Quarters, at a total’cost of £980. The additional cell 
accommodation thus provided was most necessary, as the Gaol was formerly lamentably overcrowded ; 
and, as the Circuit Court now sits periodically at Verulam, the new large Court Room is found to be of 
the greatest advantage. 


8. The commencement of the erection of the Hospital and Boundary Wall at the District Prison, 
Estcourt, was, from unavoidable causes, delayed till towards the close of the year, and consequently 
these works are still in an unfinished state ; they will, however, be completed during 1882, and by their 
completion the present requirements of this prison will be satisfied. 


9. Four new Cells have been constructed at the Harding Gaol, which in common with many 
other Gaols in the Colony has hitherto been much overcrowded. The cost of these four new Cells 
has been £250. 


10. An order for an Iron Girder Bridge for the Klip River at Ladysmith, was sent to England in 
April, but, in consequence of unforeseen delays, the first shipment of ironwork for this bridge cannot. 
arrive in the Colony till June, 1882 ; by that time the abutment, which will be necessary on the right 
bank of the river, will be completed and ready for the reception of the bridge. 


11. The construction of abutments for a Bridge over the Incandu River, at Newcastle, was com- 
menced in November by a Company of the Royal Engineers; but, owing to the strength of the Company 
being very much reduced, and owing also to the greater number of thé men being employed on military 
works, but little progress has been made with the Bridge work. 


12. In view of the early transfer to the Harbour Board of the whole of the Harbour Works, whick 


transfer was effected on.the 1st July, 1881, no steps were taken for the extension of the Public Wharfs. 
at the Point.

18. The whole of the Works and Buildings referred to in the foregoing paragraphs, are included 
under the Public Works Loan Votes ; and a brief description is now necessary of a few of the principal 


works, the expenditure on which has been paid for out of General Revenue. 


14. A Station for the Water Police at the Point was built at a cost of £892, and was, as soon as 
completed, handed over to the Harbour Board, together with an additional Coal Shed, constructed at a 
cost of £382. About the same time Latrines and Urinals for Europeans and Natives, and other minor 
works, on the construction of which £520 had been expended, were also handed over to the Harbour 
Board. 


15. The New Primary School at Ladysmith was completed, and school work was commenced 
therein after the winter vacation ; as observed in my Report for 1880, this building upon which the 


excessive sum of about £4,000 has beon expended, cannot on the whole be regarded as satisfactory. 


16. Wings have been added to the Primary Schools for boys and for girls, respectively, ia Pieter- 
maritzburg ; and as soon as these additional wings were handed over they were at once filled up by 
additional scholars. 


17. A New Primary School for boys has been commenced in Durban, close to the High School, 
and will be completed early in 1882. The building now occupied as a Primary School for boys will, 
-on the completion of the new building, be converted into a Primary School for girls. 


18. The New Post and Telegraph Office at Ladysmith was completed and opened early in tha 
year and has been found to be a most useful and convenient building. The total cost incurred in its 
erection was about £625. 


_ 19. A House for the Administrator of Native Law at Upper Tugela, has been commenced and will 
‘be completed towards the middle of 1882. It is almost needless to point out that the carrying out of 
works in sach remote districts is attended with much difficulty and expense. 


20. A Timber Bridge over the lxopo River, on the Road to Harding and Kokstadt, and the neces- 
sary approaches thereto have been completed ata cost of £399. This small river is rapid and dangerous, 
and in times of flood was frequently impassable, so that this Bridge has been, and will be, most service- 
able in facilitating the rapidly increasing traffic on this line of road. 


21. The following New Works of minor importance have also been carried out during the year :—

22. The Survey of the Coal Fields of the Colony was completed by Mr."North early in the year ; 
and, subsequently, exhaustive experiments were carried out by him on the Railway with Natal Coal for 
the purpose of comparing its merits with those of English Coal. His Report, which will, no doubt, be 
of great value, is looked forward to with much interest.

23. Under the head of Maintenance and Repairs, the Punts at the Lower Umkomanzi, the Upper 
Umzimkulu and the Tugela, on the Biggarsberg Road, have been renewed at a cost of nearly £300 
each, the Cape Government paying half the cost of the New Punt at Upper Umzimkulu. The Public 
Buildings and Furniture of the Colony have been maintained in as efficient a state of repair as the 
limited amounts of the Votes would permit. The work at the Government Brickyard has been con- 
ducted in a satisfactory manner, the Articles tarned out have been ‘of a superior description, and the 
year’s transactions shew a small profit. 


24, The Expenditure on the Main Roads of the Colony has been considerably in excess of the 
amounts voted ; this has been mainly due to the following causes :— 


(a). The unusually heavy rains of the first three months of the year. 

(6). The annually increasing traffic of the Colony. 

(c). The abnormal military traffic on the main up-country road. 

(d). The high prices of food for Kafirs, and of oxen, transport, &., consequent upon the 
military operations. , 

(e). The maintenance of numerous By-roads, rendered necessary by the gradual opening up 
and settlement of the Country. 


Tho inadequacy of the amounts voted annually by the Legislative Council for the Maintenance 
and Repair of the unmetalled Roads of the Colony has been so often pointed out, that it is needless to 
refer to it again in this Report. It may, however, be well to state that the cost of maintaining and 
repairing the now numerous Bridges throughout the Colony, has also to be borne by the Road Votes. 
Many improvements have, however, been made and a considerable mileage of road has heen well 
metalled during the year; and, except during the early part of the year, the Roads of the Colony, 
generally, have been maintained in a fair state of repair, and there has been but little hindrance 


to traffic.

REPORT OF SURVEYOR-GENERAL. 


To tHe Hon. Conontan Secretary. 


S1r,—I have the honour to submit the following Report upon this Depariment for the year, 1881. 
In consequence of an inspection of the Crown Lands applied for under the Proclamation of the 16th 
October, 1880, it was not in my power to proceed with the survey until July. Instructions in that 
and the following months of the year were issued on behalf of nearly one thousand applicants for the 
survey of about 400,000 acres on freehold, and 550,000 acres on leasehold, the latter being chiefly in 
the Division of Newcastle, and but a small proportion on the slopes of the Drakensberg, and the salient 
spurs leading therefrom. From the frequency of the rains in the terminal months of the year, so little 
progress was made with these surveys that only 22,560 acres, in 33 lots, were ready for sale, These, 
together with 116 Town lots, were sold, realising the sum of £16,806, of which sum ten per cent. was 
paid in terms of the 8th Section of the Regalations. And certificates of sale were duly issued to the 
respective purchasers. : 


Of the applications for land in freehold, a considerable number were received fiom Natives who 
‘appeared to put forward much solicitude in the frequent enquiries they were making with regard to 
forms of tenure, and other conditions of occupation and payment. In these enquiries it was observed 
that the assistance of their European neighbours proved exceedingly opportune, and relieved the 
Magistrates and their subordinates of much of the strain which the keen demand for land, so suddenly 
aroused, had caused. It became evident that there would be considerable competition when the sales 
of these Lands took place, from the warmth with which questions affecting the sub-divisions into lots 
were discussed, and it was on many occasions not easy to convince some of the Native applicants that 
the survey of the land and the payment of the fees for the same did not give Title or any security 
that on the day of sale the land would be knocked down to them. In the few sales that were held, a 
good beginning was made by some of the Natives who were able personally to attend and enter into 
a spirited rivalry with other persons (Europeans) who desired to secure some portions of the land then 
offered. 


In carrying forward the survey of the lands applied for, it was found most in accord with sound 
practical results, to allot to each Surveyor a circumscribed district, and to place in his hands a schedule 
of all applications received from time to time, together with all plans and details of preceding surveys. 
The only inconvenience arising from this mode of procedure that could be anticipated, appeared to be 
the difficulty of withdrawing from any Surveyor a portion of the work intrusted to him, should he, from _ 
any cause, fail to apply reasonable despatch in complying with the necessities of the applicants to obtain 
possession of these allotments, The advantages, however, were very great in preventing all risks of the 


encroachment of the boundary lines of one allotment upon those of another.

During the year upwards of 3,000 diagrams, representing 1,000 sub-divisions of private property 
in various portions of the Colony, were forwarded to this Department for examination and registration, 
the receipts for which and for other detailed collateral works, under the head of fees of office, amounted 
to nearly £500. 


Under Laws 17, 1861, and 17, 1865, rents were apportioned on 264 separate allotments of land, and 
in the cases requiring the conversion of the tenure into freehold by the redemption of the rent, a sum of 
nearly £1,500 has been received. In each of these cases of conversion into freehold, it devolved upon 
this Department to collect the arrear rents and remit the same to the Magistrates of the Divisions con- 
cerned. 


Tn the collection of quit rents generally, it was found indispensably necessary to place in the hands 
of the Clerks of the Peace, a schedule of arrears which the Magistrates had not been able to obtain, 
notwithstanding the demands they may have made, and the issue of a notice from this Department 
that legal proceedings would be taken, if before a certain date such arrears were not paid. As a general 
rule, the demands of the Clerks of the Peace, were answered by immediate payment of the arrears and 


also of the costs incurred so far as legal measures had been found necessary. 


Pursuant to instructions, the survey of the Township of Pomeroy, was carried forward at-a cost of 
about £750. The plans of that Township have been duly lodged with this Department, and are ready 
for the sale of any of the lots in the Township for which application may be made. ,

The Criminal Returns show 4,458 cases reported to the police, and 2,930 brought before the 
Magistrate ; leaving 1,528 cases in which the offence was atoned by forfeiture of bail, The number of 
" persons tried, 2,930, shows an increase of more than a thousand upon the criminal record of 1880. Of 
these 742 were acquitted, or warned and discharged. Of the remainder, 1,042 were fined in various 
amounts ; 792 were imprisoned in default of payment; 255 were peremptorily imprisoned ; 89 were 
whipped, and 3 were bound over to keep the peace. A large proportion of cases, 1,670, are chiefly 
offences against the bye-laws of the Corporation. 257 are against the Masters’ and Servante’ Ordin- 
ance, 95 offences againat the person, and 166 offences against property, including several cases of 
preedial theft, which have not been separately enumerated. In addition to these, 48 persons have been 
committed for trial in the Superior Courts, representing that number of preliminary examinations ; and 
this does not include the many cases in which the prisoner has been discharged, the evidence failing to 


justify committal. 


These examinations, owing to the press of work in the office and the difficulty of obtaining the 
attendance of witnesses when required, are subject to repeated postponements, and necessarily extend 
over a much longer period than is right or expedient ; the accused being, if unable to procure bail, 


frequently detained in prison for an unreasonable time. 


Masters’ and Servants’ cases are almost entirely confined to Natives, and are principally owing to 
absence of any test by which the employer can aszertain the character of the applicant for service. 
Hence, it is a frequent practice for convicts, at the expiry of their sentence, to engage in service, with 
the deliberate intent of desertion, probably with ulterior designs of extortion or robbery. A check to 
this practice is much needed, but can only be found in full and accurate registration. 


With regard to Indian servants, the inadequacy of the existing Coolie Laws is such as practically 
to deny redress to the employer, and to make cases under these acts comparatively rare. 


The thorough revision of these laws, and their consolidation into a labour act, somewhat after the 
pattern of that of the Mauritius, passed in 1878, would be a work worthy of our legislature, and one 
which would confer very great benefit upon the employer and servant, by accurately defining their 
relations, and respective duties. 


The ordinary police cases are here, as in most towns, the result of drink; but, as a proof of the 
powerlessness of legislation to repress this evil, I may mention that, while the war has thrown many 
European vagrants on our streets, and introduced a herd of dissolute Hottentots, and Cape men of 
colour ; ahd though ’the Coolie population (notoriously drunken) is fast increasing, still by far the 
largest proportion of drunkards brought before the Magistrate consiats of the Natives of Natal, and 
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CITY DIVISION (continued). 


although Section 10 of Law 22, 1878, enables the police to capture a few Natives in possession of 
liquor, section 3 of the same law remains almost a dead letter ; and the real calprit, the vagrant, whose 
living is made by the supply of drink to the Native, flourishes undetected. 


Of the highest and most serious classes of crime there are few instances, nor, as yet, can crime be 
said to be organized, or regularly prosecuted by gangs. The reason is obvious. The criminal popula- 


tion of the City may be summed up, with respect to nationality and language, as follows :— 


Nation, Language. 
European ... eee o English. 
Kafir wee tee eee Kafir, commonly but erroneously called Zulu 
Hottentot, Coloured men from ‘ 
the Cape oe ove Dutch. 
Indian ave ey eae Hindustani, Telegu, Tamil. 


Creoles and Mauritius Indians ... French Creole or Patois. 


Among people so divided by natural barriers, coalition is, for the present, practically impossible. 
In this fact rests the security to life and property now enjoyed by the citizens of Maritzburg. 


Most unfortunately, the law has created a “divided empire” on its own side, the tendency of which 
is as hostile to the suppression of crime, as the confusion of tongues, above described, is to its 
organization. J allude, of course, to the Borough Police, and to its relations to the Government of the 
country, and to the Resident Magistrate. 


To the latter officer, by law, is assigned the duty of investigating every charge of crime. For that 
purpose, he is supposed to be supplied with a certain staff of police, acting under his orders ; failing 
which, he would be manifesly at a disadvantage in the discharge of his duty. Every Resident 

_ Magistrate in the country districts is so equipped, In the City (Ido not presume to speak for my brother 
officer, the Resident Magistrate of Durban) the Magistrate is deliberately deprived of this indispensable 
aid, and rendered, in all cases of serious crime, completely helpless. The Magistrate is the servant of 
the Government ; the Police of the Corporation ; and it is scarcely necessary for me to draw the 


inevitable inference from this simple fact. 


Moreover, the duties of the Police are to arrest people for contravention of the Borough Bye-laws ; 
to keep the streets clear and orderly, to prevent nuisances, and to perform other services required of 
them by the municipal authorities—not to aid in the detection of crime. 


I am happy to be able to state, that only one actual and undoubted murder has been committed 
during the two years of my magistracy ; but, in that case, scarcely an attempt was made to ascertain 
the perpetrator ; and the affair died a natural death for want of sustenance. 


In another case, where there was grave reason to suspect foul play, I requested an energetic 
Sergeant of the Police Force to watch certain houses and people, and was informed that, however 
-willing he might be, it was impossible for him to promise compliance, as he might receive orders 
sendering such compliance impossible. It should also be remembered that one, and not the: least, 
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CITY DIVISION (continued). 





important duty of the Borough Police is to collect a revenue from fines; and that, with that 
intent, they have this year received bails from 1,528 arrested persons. This bail is fixed by the Police 
themselves, and, in more than one instance, has been measured by the value of property injured. The 
Police being thus constituted not only judges but assessors of damages. To illustrate the pernicious 
tendency of this system I need only mention that, on one occasion, a complaint laid by one of the 
Police—not the Superintendent—before the Municipal Council, to the effect that it was useless for the 
Police to make arrests when the Magistrate refused to convict, was actually received and entertained 
by the Council. It is not too much to say that such a system, if continued, must become an engine of 


oppression and extortion, intolerable to a free people. 
Civil cases in this Court have increased from 893 in 1880, to 807 in 1881. 


The revenue collected in the office is close upon £4,000, showing an increase on the last year of 
a little over £580. The chief item is the duty on spirits, amounting to £3,187 2s. 5d. ; whereas in 
1880, it was £2,368 1s. 2d. Fines and fees of Court have advanced from £336 7s. 6d. to £455 19s. 7d., 
and the Stamps from £153 4s. 9d. to £273 4s. Td. 


The salaries representing the expenditure of tho office amount to £1,492 17s. 3d. The presence 
of a large Indian population in the heart of the City is a fact which must force itself into serious notice, 
as it involves, among other questions, the all important one of public health. In no country has it been 
found possible to enforce hygienic laws upon these people, and the alternative of relegating them toa 
suburb, or special quarter, has been of necessity adopted. The Corporation have already been brought 
face to face with this difficulty, which, if not strenuously doalt with, will become insuperable, 


The Native populations require, and will in due course have, a separate report ; it may suffice at 

x present to say that the togt system, devised by Sir Theophilus Shepstone in order to bring the floating 
mass in each town under the control of the Supreme Chief, has resulted under the new aspect of things 
in freeing the Town Native from all control except that of the Policeman's baton, which may perhaps 
repress, but cannot rule, him. The present Native barracks are a sink of iniquity ; and until a village 
is formed under proper headmen and a strict personal supervision, such as Natives require, the town 


will continue to be infested, and private premises haunted, by Native vagrants of the worst possible 
character. 


Complaints of stagnation are made in almost all trades, except that of the builder—houses spring 
up like mushrooms, and find tenants, though the records of the Court show that the rent is not always 
forthcoming. 


The anomaly that, while people out of employ are met at every corner of the streets, labour is still 
scarce and dear, is a marked feature in the City. How so many people contrive to live without work 
is a problem the solation of which will be a source of future trouble, and will only be attained at the 
cost of much suffering. 


Road-making in the outskirts of the City is still in its greenest infancy. Mounds of earth and 
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CITY DIVISION (continued). 


rubbish are thrown on the surface, and stones here and there sparsely scattered above to sink in and 
form holes which, when hardened by the sun, become traps for horse hoofs. This applies of course to 
the less fashionable quarters of the suburbs. 


The Botanical Gardens, which were established in 1873-4 have done much to encourage 
arboriculture, a pursuit of more importance to the fertility of Natal than short-sighted people imagine. 
By stimulating a healthy rivalry, this institution has been the means of bringing into our market 
quantities of the coniferas (including the pine, fir, cypress, juniper, arborvitce and the beautiful arancarias) 
many varieties of the acacia, casuarinas, and eucalyptus, or gums from Australia, and a host of beautiful 
shrubs. So long as this Society devotes its energies to its original intention, viz., the distribution of 
trees throughout the middle and upper districts, it will continue to deserve the hearty support of the 
public and the Government. The influence of trees on the climate of a country is now a fact so 
thoroughly established, as to command the attention of all who have an interest in the natural progress 
of the Colony.

UMGENI DIVISION. 


It may be said that, during the past year, a fair amount of improvement and progress has been 
made in this Division. ‘I'he introduction of Indians, in spite of the many complaints against them, is 
increasing to satisfy the demand for labour, the supply of which from Native sources year by year 
becomes less, owing to the disinclination of Natives to leave their homes to enter service. This is easily 
accounted for: a Native has so few wants beyond the bare necessaries of life, that, having taken to himself 
a wife who is the provider of those necessaries, he naturally prefers to sit at home and watch his 
cattle increase to seeking service with the white man. Even those who do not prefer such a life engage 
as wagon drivers, &c., en advantageous terms with Native possessors of wagons and engage in the 


transport service which during this year was very remunerative. 


The Agricultural Returns for the year compare favourably with thone of last year, chiefly, I am 
inclined to think, from the greater use of ploughs and other agricultural implements by Natives. 


The snow storm in 1881, caused considerable loss in stock, especially through the Zwaatkop Loca- 


tion, where in some cases Natives lost nearly the whole of their cattle. 


The dry Spring, during the latter part of the year, rendered it impossible to plough, and I fear 
many acres of land will 1emain useless, or at least unproductive, owing to the late date at which the 


mealie crop was put in, and to subsequent want of rain. 
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UMGENI DIVISION (continued). 


Improved implements of agriculture are much in vogue, and it is not uncommon to see iron 
ploughs used by Natives in place of the wooden American plough. 


Ostrich Farming has been tried, both by private individuals and by Companies, but at present can 
hardly be deemed a success, probably owing to the birds not having paired, change of climate and 
locality, and want of experience in their management. Many are still confident this style of farming 
will ultimately prove a success: it is one of great importance, as should it prove successful, the 
feathers would form a large item in our exports hereafter. 


Lunggsickness has been prevalent, but does not appear to be of so virulent a nature as heretofore 
many cattle having recovered after being severely attacked. 


During the early part of the year there were a good many cases of horse sickness, but a dry summer 
affords great hopes that this disease will not be so severe as last year. 


Dairy Produce has maintained a high price, only to be accounted for by the increasing population 
of the City, and consequent demand for both butter and milk. 


The returns of wool-bearing sheep show a decrease, owing to the heavy losses during the snow 
storm, thefts, depredations by dogs, &c.; there are many complaints of theft of sheep, particularly near 
the Impendhle Location ; this calls for increased supervision over the Natives in that Location. 


Goats are reared principally by the Natives, and are used for killing, but do not appear to increase 
in numbers ; a few Angoras are kept by Europeans and are doing well. 


There have been a few additions to the homesteads, but not so many as last year. All the buildings 
erected, however, have been substantial and of a better class than the old farm house used by early settlers. 
Many miles of wire, stone, and other fencing have been completed, and it is to be hoped that this will 
check in some measure thefts of stock. 


The Population has increased fairly as regards Europeans, Coolies, and Natives. Many Natives 
ejected from farms as tenants have retired into Location, but still reside in the Division. 


New Leeds, Camperdown, and Howick, continue to increase and prosper. Many small farmers have 
bought land along the line of Railway. The Germans in the neighbourhood of New Hanover are 
purchasing farms, and dividing them into allotments of 200 to 500 acres. Wennington, near Richmond 
Road. Station, bids fair to be a flourishing village, and, with the Railway so near, should be able to 
supply the City with farm produce. f 


~ The Criminal Statistics show a decrease in the number of cases tried, but this is caused principally 
by the decrease in the number of prosecutions for contravention of Law 27 of 1875, under which 
licenses to keep dogs are issued. 


The termination of the Boer War and consequent withdrawal of many of the troops from the 
Colony, has tended gradually to reduce the price of stock and farm produce to its normal standard.

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UPPER UMKOMANZI DIVISION. 


The area of Crown Lands in this Division being very limited, the Proclamation of October, 1880, 
opening up those lands for sale, has not béen taken advantage of by either European or Natives to any 
great extent, and in only one or two instances have lands been purchased by Natives, notwithstanding 
that every endeavour has been used to make them thoroughly understand the easy conditions under 
which title to land could be obtained. 


The greater number still keep aloof, and adhere to their old prejudices and affect to disbelieve that 


they can ever exercise the same control and power over their own property that the Europeans possess. 


It is only the lapse of time, and the seeing that other Natives are in possession of farms, and are 


progressing and prospering on them, which will overcome their prejudices. 


The Hut Tax was paid cheerfully and promptly, and very few instances of the Dog Tax evasion 
have been discovered, although every kraal and homestead have been visited and properly inspected. 


There was the usual increase in the amount of Hut Tax, which shows that the Native population 
is steadily increasing in numbers, notwithstanding the high rates which are now charged to Native 
tenants. 


Farmers, and indeed all the employers of labour, complain that the difficulty of obtaining Native 
labour is yearly increasing. This fact is leading to the introduction of Coolies by Farmers and others. 
The Coolie population now numbers about 200, and is yearly increasing. There can be no doubt that 
the Natives are conforming more to the outward habits of civilization. The men mostly all wear clothes, 
and are improving in their method of tilling land, and make use of implements of husbandry and articles 


of European manufacture to a greater extent every year. 


I cannot say that the effect of civilization has reached the domestic circle of the kraal, or that the 
women are more decently clothed or more refined in their habits than formerly. 


This being « central Division, even in times of war the Native mind is not so much affected as it 
is in border counties, but I am afraid that the result of the war with the Boers hus left an impression 
upon the Natives unfavourable to their former ideal of English supremacy in South Africa. 


The small village of Richmond has lately shewn some signs of advancement ; new stores and houses 
have been erected there, as also a powerful steam engine. There are three Churches in the village, be- 
longing to the Episcopalians, Wesleyans, and Presbyterians. 


The usual amount of produce has been grown in the Division during the year, chiefly consisting of 


mealies and forage. 
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UPPER UMKOMANZI DIVISION (continued). 


Sheep are increasing in number. The upper part of the Division appears admirably adapted for 


their production. The wool grown in the Division is, I am informed of a very fine quality. 


Ostrich farming has also been tried on a small scale, but although the birds themselves appear 
healthy, and have not suffered from any climatic disease, they have not increased, probably owing to 
the inferior quality of the imported birds. 


The European inhabitants are almost without exception in comfortable and prosperous circumstances, 
The Farmers who generally have combined transport with their farming operations, have of late “years 
_ been anusually fortunate, both in the price obtained for their produce and the high rate of transport. 


I am glad to report that there has been a decrease of crime, both of minor offences and as regards 


charges of cattle and sheep stealing.

IXOPO DIVISION. 


1, The Ixopo Division is situated between the Umkomas and the Umzimkulu Rivers, extends 
from Alexandra County to the Drakensberg, and contains an area of from 3,000 to 3,500 square miles, 
anda population estimated at 40,670, 371 of whom are Europeans, 19 of them Indians, and the rest 
Natives. 


2. The Magistracy is established in the village of Staaristown, and the Government have erected 
and just completed a good Laager, containing Court Room, Offices, Gaol, Powder Magazine, Store= 
room, &c., all substantially built of solid stone work. The main road to Kokstadt, East Griqualand, 
and the Cape Colony, passes through the Village, which is a rising place, and centrally situated in 
regard to the European population. Several new buildings of stone and brick are now in course of 
erection in the Village. 


8. There is an Administrator of Native Law in the Division, located at Ipolela, a distance of about 
45 miles from the Magistracy in the direction of the Drakensberg, and towards the close of the yeara 
small detachment of Natal Mounted Police, consisting of one non-commissioned Officer and six men, 
together with two Native Detectives, has been stationed there under the orders of the Resident Magis- 
trate of the Division, to patrol the country with a view of preventing thefts of stock and other crime. 
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ITXOPO DIVISION (continued. ) 


4. There are nine Native Locations in the Division, estimated to contain about from 190,000 to 
200,000 acres. There is also a very large extent of Crown Lands, for the purchase of a great portion of 
which application has been made, both by Europeans and Natives, under the Regulations issued in 
October, 1880, 


5. The Natives paid the Hut Tax and Dog Tax in 1881, cheerfully and willingly. The Revenue 
collected for the former, amounting to £7,049 on 10,070 huts, and for the latter to £881 10s, on 
3,526 dogs. -The Revenue received: from Europeans for Dog Tax, amounted to £24 10s. on 98 dogs. 


6. The European Population shows an increase of 42 over the previous year, and the Native _ 
Population is estimated at 40,280, calculating at 4 souls per hut, or an increase of 6,869 over 1880. So 


far as it can be ascertained, the Natives reside as follows :—

7. The Statistical Returns for the Blue Book, will shew that the yield of crops generally in the 
Division has been particularly large, especially of Kafir corn and mealies, and that it has been a good 
year for agriculture. Stock has also done well, and there has not been more than the average amount 


of disease. 


8. Labour is scarce and difficult to procure, the Natives being too well off to care.about going 
into service. There are 19 indentured Indians in the Division, but the number being so small, a District 
Medical Officer has not yet been appointed under the provisions of the Coolie Laws. 


9. The Main Road between the Umkomas and the Umzimkula Rivers is in fair order, but the 
roads leading towards the Coast, and in the direction of Ipolela District are greatly. in-want of repair. 
There are Punts over the Umkomas-and Umzimkula Rivers on: the main road, and lately a Bridge has 
been erected over the Ixopo River, which was much required. 


10. There are Native Mission Stations at. Springvale and High Flats, several Native. Schools in 
the Divisions, a Chapel at Stuartstown, and service of the Church.of South Africa is held-weekly in:the 
Court:-Koom there. The Ixopo Public School and Library Association is in a flourishing: condition, the 
Library formed, and books ordered from England. The Library is aided by: an annual grant of £25 
from Governnient. 


11. There are 25 stores or shops licensed in the Division, chiefly doing trade with the Native 
population, who spend their money freely and purchase a much better quality and more expensive 
class of goods, such as clothing, blankets, &c., than formerly. There are also eight licensed 
Hotels in the Division. 
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IXOPO DIVISION (continued). 


12, The Criminal Statistical Returns shew that crime is on the increase, but not to any great 
extent, and it is entirely confined to the Native Population. There were 449 cases heard by the 
Resident Magistrate, and Administrator of Native Law, during the year, made up as follows :—

and these are exclusive of cases decided by the Administrator of Native Law, Ipolela District, in the 
Division. There is also great labour entailed and time spent in taking peparatory examinations in 
cases sent to the superior courts, such as homicides, serious assaults, riots, &c., generally arising out 
of quarrels at beer drinkings, and I regret to say that these classes of crime are greatly on the increase 


among the Natives. The number of persons, criminally convicted and acquitted, is as follows :—

thus giving 508 convictions and 25 acquittals. 


18. The health of the Districts has been good, the Returns shewing ten births and six deaths 
among Europeans during the year. In fact, I believe, this Division to be one of the finest parts of the 
Colony as regards climate. 


14, In conclusion I may say that the inhabitants of the Division, both European and Native, are 
prosperous and contented, the Natives are loyal towards the Government, although there are a great 
many petty quarrels between themselves, but which can only be expected amongst such a large, over 
crowded, and idle population. In consequence of the great want of rain towards the end of the year, 
T am afraid there will be a comparatively poor yield of corn in the coming season, but‘in consequence 
of the very prolific crop reaped last season, I do not at all contemplate any scarcity of food among the 
Natives. i

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DURBAN DIVISION. 


In presenting my Annual Report-upon the Division of Durban, for the year 1881, I have to state 
that the period in question has been one of rapid and substantial progress. Many large’ and valuable 
buildings have-been erected in the Borough during the year. 


The Corporation records show that during the last Corporate year, 331 buildings plans were sub- 
mitted and approved; and the numbér of buildings in the Town and suburbs was set downs in July 
last at 1,824, viz. : 1,028 in the Town of Durban and 726 in the suburbs. 


On the 7th March, a Tramway was opened from Durban to the Point ; and, since that date,-Uars 
have been running daily on the line, carrying an average number of 800 passengers per diem. 


On. the 19th September, the new Water Works, known as the “Currie Water Works” were 
opened ; and the Harbour Works, under the auspices of the new Harbour Board, have been vigorously 


proceeded with. 


Steps have been taken to resuscitate the public interest in the Botanic Gardens ; subscriptions and 
donations have been collected ; a Committee has been appointed ; and there seems to be every prospect 
of the Gardens being now placed upon a proper footing. 


A movement has also been successfally made for the establishment of an Astronomical Observatory 
in the Borough. 


The Corporation have been actively engaged in carrying out many’Public Works of great impor- 
tance, the most conspicuous and serviceable of which are the extensive operations undertaken by them 
in the way of hardening the Roads and making Footpaths, upon which some £10,000 have been ex- 
pended during the year. 


Extensive Drainage Works have also been carried out at a cost of some £3,000. 
It has been decided to erect a new Town Hall at a cost of £35,000. 


Many important improvements have been effected in the Sanitary arrangements of the Town of 
Durban. A staff of 33 Indians, with 20 horses, 11 carts, and 9 scavengers with each horse and 
cart, is maintained for the collection of rubbish. Animals dying in the Borough are not merely 
buried as formerly, bat are taken to the Corporation Manure Manufactory. This Department is 
carried on by means of 71 Indians, under the supervision of 5 Sirders, and a European Superintendent, 
at a monthly cost-ef £117. Six New Lutrines have been erected for the use of the Natives, at a cost 


of £250; and others are in progress of erection. 
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DURBAN DIVISION (continued). 


The European Population of this Division has increased from 6,736 in 1880 to 7,494 in 1881, or 
an increase of 758. 


The Native Population is returned for 1881 at 3,480, whilst in 1880 it was set down at 3,817, thus 
showing & decrease of 337, 


Of this Native Population, there are 515 employed at the Point, of whom 315 are monthly servants, 
J/ and 200 Togt Kafirs, or day labourers ; and the Natives residing at the Point Cantonment are 179 
males and 8 females. 


Of the 3,480 Natives in the ae it may ye estimated that there are 2,270 in service as domestic 
servants, store Kaftrs, office messengers, &. ; 1,100 Day Labourers, or Togt men ; 78 Native Police ; 
and 32 Corporation labourers. ‘ 


The Indian Population of the Borough’ has alsa decreased from 3,309 in 1880 to 3,224 in 1881, 
or a decrease of 85. 


Of this Indian Population, there are 130 males and 73 females residing in the Point Cantonment ; 
and the number of Indians employed at the Point is 149. : 


This decrease in the coloured population of the Division, is due chiefly to the steps which it was 
found necessary to take to prevent overcrowding. A large number of hovels on the Western Vley 
were removed by order of the Corporation, and in their place upwards of 50 suitable buildings have been 
provided, and proper sanitary arrangements made. ‘ :

The imadequate provision for the Medical treatment and supervision of the Natives and coloured 
people generally, isa subject which requires to be brought prominently to notice. The indentured 
Indians, except those in domestic service, are under the direct control of the Medical Officer for the 
Durban Indian Circle. The rest of the coloured population, Natives and Indians, are not in any 
way under proper Medical Supervision. I have thought it right to bring this matter to the notice 
of. the Commission now sitting upon Native Affairs, as many of the coloured people die in the most 
miserable state, and in the most wretched and unhealthy surroundings, owing to the absence of a proper 


system and facilities for their treatment. 


I am also preparing a special report upon Native matters generally, for transmission to the 
Department of the Secretary for Native Affairs. 


As Registrar of Births and Deaths during the year, 1881, the Magistrate recorded 336 Births, as 
against 334 in 1880 ; and 159 Deaths as against 183 in 1880. 


There are 446 Retail Shops in the Division, 17 Bakers, 14 Butchers, 31 Lodging Houses, 11 
Hotels, 13 Public Houses, 43 dealers in Wines and Spirits, 1 Colonial Ale Dealer, 11 Public Billiard 
Tables, 32 Hawkers. 


In the Civil Court, the Magistrate tried 507 cases, as against 582 cases in 1880. 


The Amount of Savings’ Bank Deposits during the year 1881 in this Office was £6,599 Is. 10d., 
as against £6,168 5s. 5d. during the year 1880. 


The other Collections of this Office during the year, 1881, were as follows :—Duty on Spirits, 
£6,341 15s., as against £6,169 2s. 8d. during 1880; Warehouse Rent, £312 14s, 7d., as against 
£115 16s. 8d. in 1880; Land Rents, £400 2s. 8d., as against £278 13s. 6d. in 1880; Transfer 
Duties, £16 6s., as against £204 in 1880 ; Fines and Fees of Court, £431 11s., as against £353 10s. 10d.

in 1880; Sale of Government Property, £11 3s., as against 14s. in 1880; Subsistence Money for 
Military Prisoners, £4 4s., as against £27 6s. in 1880 ; Subsistence Money for other Prisoners, £1 5s., 
as against 7s. in 1880 ; Fees for Treatment at Addington Hospital, £878 16s. 6d., as against £814 6s. 
in 1880 ; Registration of Fire Arms, £15 19s., as against £18 14s. 6d. in 1880; Fishing Licenses, 
£4, as against £14 in 1880 ; Water Police Fees, £40 10s., as against £16 in 1880; Passenger Con- 
veyances Licenses, £7, as against £16 in 1880; Passes to Amatonga Kafirs, £28 3s., as against 
£5 15s. in 1880 ; Registration of Native Servants (not previously charged and now discontinued), 1s. ; 
Sums Refunded, £7 12s., making a total, received by the Magistrate, of £15,091 Os. 4d., as against 
£14,110 13s. 1d. in 1880. 


Tn addition to the above, there was received for the sale of Government Stamps, £1,124 8. 2d., 
as against £1,052 10s. 4d. in 1880; and for Registrar's Fees, Circuit Court, £139 16s. 10d., as 
against £108 13s. 5d. in 1880. The Native Hut Tax for the Division is collected by the Resident 
Magistrate, Umlazi Division. 
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DURBAN DIVISION (continued). 


The highest number of Togt Kafirs in the Borough at any one time was 1,100, the monthly 
average being 970, The number of payments made by Togt men was 13,337. 


On the 31st July, 1881, when the last balance sheet was made out, it was shown that the receipts 
for the year ending on that date ander the Togt Regulations, were £1,709 6s., making, with. balance 
from the previous year, of £801 148, 8d., a sum of £2,511 Os. 8d., out of which there was expended for 
Salaries and Police, £905 138s; Rations and Printing, £237 14s. 4d.; Medical Attendance and 
Sundries, £66 8s. 10d., leaving a balance in hand of £1,301 4s. 6d. * 


The Corporation Receipts from the Produce Market for Licenses, Rents, &c., were £1,011 13s. 5d. 
_ making with balance from previous year of £939 3s. 7d.,a sum of £1,950 17%s., out of which was 
expended for Salaries to Market Master, Clerk, &., £516 10s. 3d. ; Interest on Debentures, £192 ; 
Paving Tiles and Verandah, £128 2s. 7d.; Painting and Repairs, £110 5s. 3d.; Printing and Sun- 
driesy £14 7s. 6d., leaving a balance in hand of £989 11s. 5d. 


The last Corporation Returns show that 10,352 bales of wool passed through the Market House. 


The high prices of Stock in the two preceding years have been fully maintained in 1881; and 
owing to the large demand for Cattle for Military Transport, several cargoes of Madagascar Cattle have 
had to be imported to meet the wants of the Community. 


No vessels were wrecked or stranded at the Port during the past year. 


The want of some accommodation for the indigent. poor in increasingly felt in the Division. At 
present their only Asylum is the Police Station or the Hospital. 


CRIME. 


The Criminal Records show that there were 6,589 offences reported in the Borough during 1881, 
as against 7,983 offences in 1880; but, of these, a large proportion were trivial charges, mostly contra- 
ventions of Borough By-Laws. : 


In the year 1877 the number was only 3,830 ; in 1878 only 4,384 ; and in 1879, 8,772. 


The Borough Police Force consisted of 1 Superintendent, 6 Sergeants, 15 European Constables, 
67 Native Constables, and 6 Indian Constables ; the Magistrate’s Police Force of 1 European Constable 
and 3 Native Constables ; and the Water Police, which has lately been transferred to the. Harbour 
Board, consisted of 1 Superintendent, 1 Sergeant, and 8 Native Constables. 


A New Police Station has been erected on the Umgeni Road, and the Main Police Station is being 
enlarged by the addition of another storey, now in course of erection. 


The number of persons apprehended by the Police or summoned before the Magistrate, was 3,971 
in the year, 1881; 4,142 in 1880; 4,276 in 1879 ; 2,778 in 1878 ; 2,943 in 1877. 


The Water Police made 205 arrests during 1881, as against 100 in 1880, the persons arrested being 
mostly seamen for offences under the Merchant Shipping Acts; and the fees collected by the Water 
Police and accounted for to the Magistrate, amounted to £40 10s., against £16 in 1880. 
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DURBAN DIVISION: (continued). 


The number of Sommary Convictions was 3,431 in 1881 ; 4,344 in 1880; 4,239 in 1879; 2,618 
in 1878 ; 2,735 in 1877. 


The Resident Magistrate of this Division is very rarely called upon to try cases in his capacity aa 
Administrator of Native Law. There were, however, 2 cases tried under Native Law (apart from 
Contravention of Togt Regulations) during the past year. 


The namber of acquittals was 510 in 1881; 311 in 1880; 293 in 1879 ; 252 in 1878 3 234 
in 1877. 


Of the total number of 3,431 Summary Convictions in 1881, there were 141 offences against the 
pereons ; 195 cases of offences against the rights of property and injuries to the subjects of property ; 
604 offences under the Master and Servants’ Ordinance, including cases against indentared Indians, 
and 2,491 other offences. 


The 3,431 persons who were thus convicted in the Magistrate’s Court during the year 1881 were 
punished as follows :—1,747 persons were fined in various amounts ; 993 were imprisoned in lieu of 
fine or surety ; 351 were peremptorily imprisoned ; 28 were peremptorily imprisoned and flogged ; @ 
were whipped only ; 8 were bound over, either with or without sureties, to keep the peace ; and 295 
were merely cautioned and discharged. 


Of these 3,431 convictions before the Magistrate’s Court during 1881, there were 604 offences 
against the Master and Servants’ Ordinance, including charges against Indentured Indians under the 
laws relating to Indian Immigrants, as against 437 in 1880 ; 141 offences against the persons, as against 
145 in 1880; 195 cases of injury to property, as against 228 in 1880 ; and 2,491 other offences, as 
against 3,534 in 1880.

UMLAZI DIVISION. 


_In reviewing the condition of the Division for the past year, it is gratifying to note that the results 
of Agriculture have throughout the three Wards of this Division proved most satisfactory ; the frequent 
and plentiful rains during the year have abundantly rewarded the Jabour of the Agriculturist, 
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UMLAZI DIVISION (continued). 


Farming operations in this Division are almost entirely devoted to the growth of sugar, and those 
planters who have this year cultivated on more scientific principles than hitherto, and who by the 
exercise of a judicious selection of cane fitted to this climate and soil have greatly benofitted their 
plantations, and look with confidence to satisfactory crops. 


It appears that the practice hitherto adhered to had been to grow the same kind of cane year after 
year on the same soil ; and the use of fertilizers having been neglected on the grounds of its being unneces- 
sary, by reason of the soil being virgin, that is, that before growth of sugar thereon it had borne no other 
cultivated crop—hence this fallacious practice induced degeneration and disease, and specially so in the 
China Cane, which was destroyed by sweat or rust. But now that planters have recognised the soil’s 
need of fertilizers, and the benefit to it of change of cane, the crops have greatly improved in appearance 


and promise more abundant returns.- 


For years all stable and kraal manures have been rejected and wasted, but their value is now fully 
appreciated and utilised, and instead of breaking up fresh lands in order to secure good harvests, it is 
found that old land fertilised and worked with changes of cane will return crops similar to those 
afforded by virgin soil. 


The Green Natal Cane is now being tried on the new lands at at Tetpinigo instead of the China Cane, 
and apparently with success. 


The crops of Indian Corn raised by the Natives and the Coolies are looking well and promising, 
although from the light appearance of the cobs it is not anticipated that the yield of corn will prove as 
large as that reaped last year ; but nevertheless the crop Se will be fair, and in all probability 


the price of maize will be low. 
Arrowroot, Cayenne, and Coffee, may be said to have been entirely abandoned. 


The free Indians who have located themselves at Umbilo, Sydenham, and the Clairmont Estate, 
cultivate easily and largely all kinds of vegetables, and supply at most remunerative prices the town of 


Durban, as well as the villages in the Division. 


The culture of fruit has also been very successful, and the large returns obtained have been easily 
disposed of although the prices asked were high. 


Strawberries have been largely and successfully cultivated at Bellair this year, notwithstanding the 
attacks of the white ants which destroy large quantities of the fruit. Bananas are also largely grown 
and disposed of at very satisfactory prices. 


The Indians on the banks of ihe Iovo continue to grow large crops of mealies ba aes of at the 
steam mill erected last year by Messrs. Daniel & Chapman. 


A large and commodious hotel has also been opened at Illovo this year, and a want hitherto much 
felt has now been satisfied.

The farming of Ostriches has considerably progressed and is favourably reported on. This enterprise 
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is carried on by companies as well as by private individuals, and all entertain sanguine hopes of success. 
The rearing of young birds has been achieved, and a very good quality of feathers, even in quantities, 
has been obtained. 


Brick-making is still being vigorously carried on, and large demands continue to be made for them. 
But Mr. Struben has added to his brickyard a manufacture of tiles and pottery as well as that of other 
earthenware goods. Mr. Struben diligently pushes on his works and is sanguine of producing artistic 
ceramic works ; it is even hoped that ere long the production of fine porcelain will be achieved, and 
with that view chemicals from England have been sent for, so that the adaptability of the different clays 
and earths found in Natal, suitable to ceramic works, may be tested. 


I notice that the Reunion Estate have joined their mill to the Main Line by a branch line of rails, 


thus greatly reducing cost and trouble of conveyance of their sugars to the Port. 


The horned cattle have during this year been free from the diseases which decimated them in past 
years. The Wards | and 2 have had a perfect immunity from lungsickness, red-water, etc., and hence 


stock in these parts of tho Division has increased. 


Horses and mules may also be said to have done comparatively well, although some parts of Ward 


No. 1, have suffered from horse-sickness, but less violently than in previous years, 


- High prices are still demanded for horses and mules ; they are now more generally employed for 
transport as well as for farm labour, improved agricultural implements and machinery having been 
substituted for manual labour. Horses and mules are employed on the field instead of labourers and 
oxen, and the work formerly done by gangs of thirty or forty natives is now being accomplished by the 
aid of horses and mules much more expeditiously and economically. Though no complaint has been 
made as to the want of labourers, yet the cry is strong against the high rate of wages asked by native 


servants and free Indians. 


The native, preferring. the idle kraal life to the active life of the farm, will only seek employ at 
high remuneration, and the free Indian, whose term of service has expired, prefers the independent life 
of a small farmer to re-engagements in the field or the household, and hence the supply of labour 


never in reality comes up to the demand, and thus the high rates of labour are kept up. 


Some of the European land-owners continue to lease large portions of their estates in small lots to 
Coolies and liberated Africans, from whom very fair rentals are obtained ; and, as these settlements 
increase in number of residents, the need for police supervision is also increased, and it has become 


necessary to increase the police force of the Division and to have resident police attached to them. 


The transport resources throughout the Division are gradually decreasing ; this is attributable to 
the preference given to the railway ; and the Natives who hitherto were engaged as carriers have 
sold their wagons and oxen and settled down, some on Springfield Flat, and some elsewhere as market 


gardeners. 

The village of Bellair continues to increase in population, and new houses are constantly being 
erected. The convenience of the railway, bringing the village, as it were, so close to Durban, induces 
merchants and others to seek quiet and pure air in this beautifal locality, 





at 
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Malvern and Northdene are also being gradually occupied, and ere long will vie with Bellair. 


The village of Isipingo on the south-coast is not so much sought after as a place of residence, but 
is mach resorted to by pleasure seekers on account of its proximity to the seashore and its easy access 
from Durban. It consists of seven sugar estates, thirty-three private residences, fifteen stores (some of 
which are kept by Indians) two butchers, three bakers, four hotels, two billiard tables, one church, and 
one library : the latter is supported by a Government grant and by public contributions, and, considering 
the means at its disposal, the selection and number of books are very good. 


¥ note with regret that drunkenness is much on the increase, especially amongst the Natives who 
are supplied with intoxicating liquors by the Indians and others. 


The punishment for illicit sales to Natives, as prescribed by law, appears insufficiently deterrent, 
for Indians as well as others prefer undergoing the infliction of fines to abandoning the great profits 
derived from this illegal traffic. 


With the exception of one death from violence, at, it is supposed, the hands of Natives, no other 
crime of magnitude has been committed during the past year. 


The increase of other offences is but incidental to the increase of population brought to the 
Division by the expiry of indentures of service amongst Indians in other parts of the Colony, and who, 
with a genial climate, find land readily obtainable within easy distance of markets. 


The idleness of the Native population and especially that of the liberated Africans settled in our 
, midst may also be said to be conducive to the increase of offences such as breaches of the peace, petty 
thefts, and assaults. 


I am, however, induced in conclusion to say that the condition of the Division and its inhabitants 
may be considered as being eminently prosperous and progressive ; the Europeans appear satisfied, the 
Natives peaceable and contented, the Indians happy and flourishing ; indeed, the community generally 
bears the impress of rapidly acquiring wealth. 


The accompanying table will show by which race of the population offences have been committed, 
the number and nature of such offences, the cases under Native Law as well as the civil claims brought 
for adjudication before the Umlazi Courts during the year 1881.

INANDA DIVISION. 


During the year which has just closed much activity has been displayed in every branch of 
’ industry throughout this Division ; and from general appearances one may judge that the inhabitants 


have prospered proportionately. 


This Division inay be regarded as the chief centre and stronghold of the sugar enterprise in Naial, 


and year by year- considerable strides are made in this lucrative and important industry. There is 
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INANDA DIVISION (continued). 


hardly any portion of the Division, excepting the Kafir location, where sugar cane is not now grown ; 
and the acreage is steadily increasing with each planting season. There are now about twenty-six 
Sugar Mills in use, and of these soveral are worked on the Central Mill system. Among the Central 
Mills may be specially noticed the Natal Central Sugar Company’s Mill at Mount Edgecombe (the 
largest in the Colony) ; Messrs. Smith & Batten’s, Blackburn Central Factory ; Messrs. 8. Hill & 
Coy’s., Verulam Central Mill; and the Umbhloti Central Factory, belonging to Messrs. Courtney 
Acutt, & Co. The facility which the Railway now affords of transporting cane to the Central Mill at 
Mount Edgecombe has induced many men of limited capital to cultivate this product ; and I believe the 
Central Mill system has heen found highly remunerative, in an equal ratio, to the producer and the 


manufacturer. 


The Field Cornets’ returns are not so comprehensive, nor can they be considered so accurate as, 
under more favourable circumstances, they might have been. The Officers have many disadvantages 
to contend against, and notably the reluctance of many of the Indian farmers and others to support the 
information necessary to make up their returns. For several seasons past an idea has gained ground 
among the small Indian farmers ‘that these statistics were being sought for the purpose of imposing a 
duty upon their Tobacco or other products, and to such an extent has this belief being carried, that in 
_ mary places, where Tobacco had formerly been largely cultivated, very little has been planted by these 


people daring last season. 


Immense tratts of land are being taken up year by year by the Indians, as they obtain their 
freedom from industrial service, and this becomes a constantly increasing source of revenue to- 
proprietors owning land suitable for cultivation. The usual rent paid by the Free Indian is £1 stg. 
per acre per annum (though in some favourite places they pay as much as £1 10s.) ; and no one 
knows better than he does how to make the most of his little holding. These small holdings are 
generally from three to five ucres in‘ extent ; though occasionally an enterprising spirit may go in for 
as much as fifteen or even twenty acres. The chief commodity grown by these people is of course 
maize, as they can always obtain a ready market for it ; but garden produce of all kinds they raise in 
perfection. It must not be imagined that they have entirely abandoned the cultivation of Tobacco, for 
considerable patches are still to be seen, but the amount planted last year was insignificant as compared 
with that of former seasons. 


Under the head of Crime I would mention that, though the Criminal returns will be found higher 
than those of 1880, still, considering the large population of the Division, and its annual augmentation 
by the influx of Indian Immigrants and others, the amount of crime is small in proportion to the 
population. I would observe too that during the last year there has been a singular, and almost 


unprecedented absence of crime of a serious character. 


The total number of offences reported to the Police and Magistrate during the year was 1,854, 
as against 1,484 in 1880. Of these 643 were offences against the person ; 42 were Preedial Larceny ; 1 was 
Cattle stealing ; 157 were offences against property (other than Preedial Larceny) ; and 942 were other 
offences. 1,452 cases were brought to trial. In 1,202 of these cases convictions were obtained ; and 


in 250 the parties were acquitted. Of these cases 27 were tried by the Magistrate in his capacity as 
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Administrator of Native Law, and in all of these the parties were convicted. The number of defendants 
committed for trial to the superior Courts was 199. Of these 1 was committed to the Native High 
Court (under Law 10, 1876) on a charge of cattle stealing ; 5 to the Circuit Court on charges of 
aggravated assault ; and 193 to the Native High Court on charges of riot or faction-fight. No case of 
murder ocourred during the year, and only one case of “assault with intent to do grievious 
bodily harm.” 


The increased number of cases may be satisfactorily accounted for by the establishment of the 
Police Station at the Umgeni, and the activity of those Police in bringing up Indians tound absent 


from the estates without passes. These form a very large proportion of the charges disposed of. 


The Licenses issued during the year were the following :—Butchers, 3; Bakers, 8; Zula Traders 
12; Special Marriage, 3; Retail Wine and Spirit, 17; Hotel, 12; Kafir-beer, 2 ; Distilleries, 12 ; 
Billiard Table, 1; and Retail Shop, 108. The number of Dog Licences issued was 2,108, as against 
1,458 in 1880. Of these 1,237 were issued to Natives, 520 to Indians, and 351 to Europeans. During 
the year 178 persons were charged with evading payments of the tax. Of these 104 were convicted, 
and 74 acquitted. The fines imposed amounted to £36 sterling. I think it right in passing to say 
that the Officer appointed for last year as Dog Tax Inspector performed his duty faithfully in every 
respect. For a considerable time he was engag ed inspecting licenses in the Native Location, and was 
the means of preventing a good deal of evasion of the tax. I think itjprobable that in 1882 the Tax 
will fall short of that of last year, for I understand that recently there has been a large mortality among 


dogs in this Division. 


Tn regard to the roads of the Division I may say that, though on several occasions during the year 
they were much damaged by floods, the main road has generally been kept in very good order ; and 
though at times it may have been found impossible to pay the amount of attention to the other roads that 


may have been desired, they too have generally been kept tolerably good. 


The health of the Division may be said to have been good during the year ; though towards its 
close there was a good deal of sickness, and some mortality, among children. 


The building trade has not been very active during the year, though in Verulam several new 
buildings have been erected. Among these I would mention the new Magistrate’s Court Room and 
Offices, a comfortable and substantial range of buildings. The prison too has been considerably 
enlarged, the old Court House and Offices having been converted into cells and gaoler’s quarters. Four 
additional cells have (yen obtained in this way. The enlargement of the prison had been rendered 


necessary by the gradual and progressive increase in the number-of prisoners confined in this gaol. 


This Report is accompanied by some returns purely statistical, which I trust may be found of use ; 
and I also enclose the Field Cornets’ Reports.

Agriculture and Stock Farming. 


Stock farming is only carried on in this division on a very limited scale, the pasturage being - 
neither suited to horse nor cattle breeding, and totally unsuited to sheep. Supplies of cattle are for the 
most part procured by bartering with the Zulu tribes, but this source of supply has to a certain extent 
been exhausted by reason of the diminished herds in Zulu country. There is no attempt at either horse 


or sheep breeding. 


The products cultivated are Sugar, Coffee, Tea, Arrowroot, Indian Corn, and Tobacco. Such crops 
as Oats, Wheat, Round Potatoes, &c., &c., grown in other parts of the Colony, are not cultivated for 


sale in this division, but only on a limited scale for the grower’s own use. 


Sugar Cane is certainly the favourite staple with those who can arrange for its manufacture, and 
procure a supply of labour for its cultivation which, it may fairly be said, is always a difficulty 
planters have to contend with, although not to so great extent as formerly, the influx of Zulu labourers 
having to some extent relieved the pressure, still the supply is by no means equal to the demand : this 
circumstance, coupled with the stoppage of the extensive New Guelderland Estate through the failure 
of the proprietors in Scotland, has much to do with the decreass in the acreage under crop, which is 
still further accounted for by one or two growers of sugar cane having to cease operations through the 
stoppage of this mill, where they got their canes manufactured. . :

Coffee. The temporary increase in the acreage returned as under crop last year has, as anticipated, 
disappeared to a great extent, and it is alleged that only on a few estates have fair returns been realized, 


still a large acreage has been planted on some estates belonging to the Natal Land and Colonization 





Company.

Tea, The quantity manufactured (200 Ibs.) appears for the first tinte in the returns for this 
division, this was prepared from imported plants growing on the Kearsney Estate during the past year. 
The proprietor, Mr. Hulett, confidently expects to manufacture at least 600 or 700 lbs. during this year, 
and if he succeeds in getting this quantity, as no doubt he will, a most satisfactory result will have been 
obtained, most encouraging to the planter. Over thirty acres of tea have been planted out on 


Kearsney up to the close of 1881. The appearance of that planted during the previous year is very 
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“satisfactory, and it is anticipated that it will yield a small maiden crop in 1883. Considering that the 
imported plants have had to provide seed from which all those planted in 1880 and 1881 have been 
-obtained, there is every encouragement for the planter to continue operations. There is no doubt that, 
‘had it not been necessary to make such ample provision for the supply of seed, a much larger quantity 
of leaf for manufacture would have been forthcoming ; as it is, the proprietor anticipates that for the 
season of 1881-2, the yield will be at least 500 Ibs. per acre from unpranned trees, and that fully 700 
Ibs. would be the yield if the whole had been unpranned—this, it is said, is quite equal to the best 
Indian tea gardens. The quality of the manufactared article is so good that it readily realises 3s. per 
pound. Prizes were awarded to it at the Greytown and Pietermaritzburg Agricultural Shows for 
1881. 


Arrowroot during the past year is said to have been a loss to all engaged in its cultivation, giving 
only an average of three and a half cwt. at the best to the acre; and, as well, realizing a very low 
figure in the market, so that it is alleged returns have not covered outlay; and, further, that most of 
the acreage at present standing is self-sown.

Indian Corn. An increased acreage was reaped during the year, but owing to the dryness of the 
opening months of the year, the quantity obtained therefrom was less than realized in 1880 ; on this 
account the price has been at a high average for the most part of the year. Native crops also having 
suffered would cause an increased demand. Until the opening of the present year the standing crops 
everywhere promised splendid returns, but the past few weeks appear to have in a great measure 
wrecked the prospects of a good crop, and I fear the Natives in the Tugela and Umvoti vaileys will 
experience a great scarcity of corn during this year,

Tobacco is said to be fast losing its place on the plantations in congequence of the quantities raised 
by free Coolies resident in the other division of this County, and the low price at which they sell 
rendering it unprofitable for Europeans to continue its growth and manufacture,

The success which has attended the manufacture of Jams and Preserves generally, has had the 


effect of causing increased attention being given to the cultivation of fruit. It is now reported that 
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LOWER TUGELA DIVISION (continued). 


forty-five acres are cropped with different kinds of fruit and vegetables, and there is every reason to 
believe this acreage will be increased during the year. The crops harvested by Natives during the past 
year did not yield satisfactorily, as evidenced by the large mealie trade done at the centres of commerce, 
to the detriment of ordinary business with the Natives ; and I fear a repetition of this will be the case at 
the forthcoming harvest, it being reported that early crops of mealies have been seriously attacked with 
the grub and that the want of rain is affecting that planted later. Iam given to understand, however, 
that beans are being largely cultivated by the Natives, and are likely in the future to form a considerable 
item in their food supply. All crops cultivated by free Indians have been included by the Field Cornet 
in the return for Europeans. 


The products manufactured or prepared for sale are Sugar, Coffee, Tea, Tobacco, and Arrowroot. 
The quantity of each of these products manufactured during the past year is returned as follows :—

The number of Sugar Mills in operation during the year was 5 ; Arrowroot Mills, 2. 


The public roads have been kept in good order during the year, damage done by heavy rains being 
repaired as speedily as practicable. The approaches to the drifts over the different rivers being well 
attended to and substantial repairs done to the hardened crossings over the Umvoti and Umblali 
Rivers, so that vehicles of every description can cross with as much ease as over any other part of the 
road. Boats are provided for each of these rivers, and although only used for brief periods during the 
year, the necessity for them cannot be doubted. : 


It is generally considered desirable that an alteration should be be made in the public road— 
North of New Guelderland—leading to the Lower Tugela. This work, which could be done without 
much outlay, would provide much better drifts over the Nonoti and Sinkwasi Rivers, the present 
drifts being notoriously bad, and would, while taking quite as direct a course, pass through a number of 
land grants already surveyed and capable of sustaining a considerable population, which is not the 
case with the land through which the road at present runs, it being for the most part of a light sandy 
nature. When this alteration is effected, I think it will be found that the best permanent line of main 
road has been adopted, and that suitable material for keeping it in repair is procurable along its entire 


length. 


Labour. I am unable to report that there is a much better supply than hitherto, although a 
number of Zulus come into the Colony seeking employment, still farmers and others experience difficulty, 
it is alloged, in procuring men in sufficient numbers for their requirements, and in consequence many of 
the Estates depend in a great measure on Coolie workmen who, as a rule, work steadily and are obedient 
good servants.

Progress of Agriculture. There is nothing new to report under this head, unless it be that the Tea 
planted on Kearsney Estate, is doing remarkably well. 


The prices of Stock and Produce have ruled high for the most part of the year: it is difficult, how- 
ever, to quote prices, Auction Sales being seldom held, and there being no markets as yet established in 
the Division. 


Stock. Cattle, Sheep, or Horses, not being bred in the District, reference can only be made te 
working oxen, cows, and young stock held by Planters, Farmers, and Transport Riders. A slight decrease 
in the number of Horned Cattle and Horses held is reported :—

Sheep and Goats held by Colonists, are s0 few in number as not to be worthy of remark. 


Crime. Although the Calendar does not show that an increased number of offences have been 
committed, still I consider the number sufficiently large and the offences committed of such a serious 
nature as to warrant me in again expressing 2 hope that our Police System will speedily undergo 
practical revision. The European Constable who is also the Messenger of the Court for the service of 
Civil processes—in my opinion a most undesirable arrangement—is apparently unable do much in the 
way of organising the Native Police, and indeed this is not much to be wondered at, seeing no proper 
quarters, &c., are provided for the men, who have simply to make their own huts and keep them 
in repair as best they can—another very undesirable arrangement in many respects beyond dispute. 

_ Then as to the Mounted Police stationed at Umblali, of what possible use are they as at present organi- 
sed? I have nothing to say against the conduct or character of the men. I believe they do the duty 
allotted to them as well as they can, but it is to the kind of duty attempted—marching slog the public 
roads—that I object, for that is about all ever attempted. I unhesitatingly assert that, however, 
suitable this Force may be for the Upper Districts of the Colony, it is unsuitable for the Coast Districta 
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LOWER TUGELA DIVISION (continued). 


where a Native Force properly officered can alone act efficiently. I am sure I shall be borne out in this 
assertion by all whose opinions are worthy of consideration. Not only would a Native Force be more 


efficient, but it would also be less expensive. 


The charges preferred against Coolies were almost entirely complaints under the Master and 
Servants’ Act, so that it cannot be said any serious crime has been committed by these people during 
the year. I wish I could report as favourably of the Native population : it is not, I regret to say, in my 
power to do so, all serious offences having been committed by them. Towsrds the end of the year, a most 
unprovoked and atrocious murder of two Indians was committed at Stanger by two Native young 
men. Cattle Stealing and Stabbing, and other offences of a more or less serious nature were also com- 


mitted by Natives. No serious charges have been preferred against Europeans during the year.

Inhabitants as to numbers, are about the same as when I last reported, and although no new farms 
or plantations have been started, a general condition of prosperity has been the result of the enterprise 
of those engaged in Agriculture. Those in trade also seem to be well supported in business, so that 
the condition of all appears to be satisfactory, if not progressive. Schools have been established at 
Stanger, Williamstown, &c., which fairly provide for the education of the children of the settlers, 
and it is very satisfactory to be able to add that these schools are well attended.

UMVOTI COUNTY. 


In forwarding the Blue Book Returns for the year 1881, I have no evené of any importance to — 
report. 


The health of the district generally has been good. The year has been a good one for cattle and 
sheep. At the commencement of the spring a heavy fall of snow entailed loss of stock in some parts o 
the district, but since then cattle and sheep have done well—cattle, with fow exceptions, having been 
very free from disease. - : 


The season, so far, has not been favourable for mealie or corn crops in the thorns, but the crops in 
the highlands promise to give fair returns. 


The condition of the labour market is not satisfactory although there is an enormous native 
population in the County, farmers have been forced into employing Indian labour, so as to ensure a 
regular supply to enable them to carry on their farming operations, 


The village of Greytown continues to improve gradually, many new buildings having been put up 
during the year. There has been a great deal of wagon traffic through the district, but the roads 
generally are in fair condition. 


Crime compares very favourably with former years, although the actual number of persons who 
have passed through the hands of the police is greater than last year (450 persons having been brought 
up in 1880, against 533 in 1881, showing an increase of eighty-three persons) ; seventy-five (75) of 
these were charged with contraventions of the Dog Tax Law, under which there were no prosecutions 
in 1880 ; eighty (80) wore tried by the Magistrate in his capacity of Administrator of Native Law for 
infringements of the Marriage Law, evasions of Hut Tax, adultery, seduction, and contraventions of 
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UMVOTI COUNTY (continued). 


other regulations issued by the Supreme Chief ; one hundred and three (103) were brought up under 
the Master and Servants Act; nine (9) were charged with cattle and sheep stealing; thirty-two (32) 
were charged with offences against property, theft, and trespass ; eighty-four (84) with offences against 
the person ; the remainder consisted of charges for drunkenness, and contraventions of Acts: relating to 
the social economy of the Colony, and of Natives charged with joining in faction fights; very few 
crimes of a serious nature were reported during the year. Of the number of persons charged 105 were 
acquitted, and twenty-eight charged with cattle stealing and faction fights are awaiting trial.

‘KLIP RIVER DIVISION. 


Notwithstanding the continuation of hostilities on the borders of this Colony during a portion of 
1881, the past year may be fairly described as having been prosperous and progressive, although the 
consequent passage of troops through this Division affected the labour and produce markets to a great 
extent. p 


It has, I believe, been repeatedly represented that the custom of most of the farmers and stock. 
owners in this Division migrating into the Free State, where they either possess land, or hire a tract for 
the season during the sammer months, renders the yeariy returns farnished by the Field Cornets most 
unsatisfactory and unreliable. The facts, also, of the information being compiled before the close of 
what may be termed the agricultural year, that in many instances the information given is incorrectly 
stated, and many other causes, operate to render the statistics unreliable. The following figures therefore 
should be taken as approximate, more especially so those relating to acreage of crops and stock in the 
possession of Natives. 


Propuce. 
The past year has been favourable to mealie and other crops: the anticipation of a failure, owing 
to the lateness of the coming rains, proved unfounded, as heavy rains fell throughont the first three 
months of the year. The results, as shown by the returns, is as follows :—

Stock suffered considerably from a heavy snow-storm which passed over this Division during the 
month of August, and from lungsickness. Form these causes, and fromthe large number consumed by the

jn this Division has been applied for by Buropeans for purchase or lease under the regulations issued in 
His Excellency’s Proclamation of: October 16, 1880, and in some instances by Natives, who show an 
increasing désire to become possesssors of land property property. Professional gentlemen are 
employed in the survey of these lands—the completion of the work and day of sale being anxiously 
looked forward to by intending purchasers. : 


Law No. 27, 1875, 

imposing a tax of tax of five shillings on all dogs within the Colony above the age of six months, came 
into force in this Division in 1880, and was viewed with: general. satisfaction by. all: farmers-and steek-. 
owners. For the better carrying out of the provisions of this law it was deemed. expedient: to appoint 
Inspectors of Dog Licenses, and during the year the posts wera accepted by the five Field Cornets'of: 
this Division, who were required to visit every European. homestead: and Native kraal within their 
respective districts. The duties were satisfactorily performed hy these officers, the result being an 
increase of £209 15s. Od. under this head above the collections of the previous year. The-reports- 
submitted by the Inspectors shew they discharged their duties without experiencing any difficulty, and 
they agree that the law is complied with by the Natives far better than had been anticipated. 


EpucatTion. 


Although the construction of the Government Day School (which is naw under, the. care of a. 
competent teacher) was not completed until November last, it was opened on the first day of the 
preceding Angust, but, in the then unfinished state of the building, it was not‘expected that many 
scholars would attend : twenty-two however were present the first month, and in thé course of the half 
year following twenty-seven were enrolled, an average of twenty being shewn. Now, that the long felt

want of a high class boarding school, where a sound and suitable education may be obtained by both 
boys and girls has been supplied, it may reasonably be expected that the establishment will be well 
supported by both English and Dutch residents. The latter shew an increasing desire for the education 
of their children, many having sent their children at great expense to schools beyond the boundaries of 
the Colony. There is also a well attended private school in the village under the care of one of 
the local ministers of the Church of England.

Missions AND MIssIONARY AGENCIES. 


The district under the direction of the local English Wesleyan Minister (to whom I am indebted’ 
f or the following particulars under this head, and to whose energy the satisfactory results shewn below 
are mainly due) is divided into three sections, viz., Drie Fontein, Janono or Matowan’s Kop, and 


Telapi. 


Drie Fontein Section. Drie Fontein proper, which is the base of operations in this section 
comprises three farms containing a total area of about 22,023 acres, the whole of which is owned by, 
Natives formerly of Edendale, now under the immediate charge of a petty chief, named Johannes 
Kumalo. There are in all about three hundred Christian and about two hundred heathen 
Natives residing on these farms—the latter in the capacity of tenants or farm servants. A Native 
minister resides here, and is supported solely by Native contributions, and superintended by the English 
missionary. Religious services are regularly held here, and at four other outstations in the neighbour- 
hood, the average attendance at. the whole being 440 per week. Two day schools, conducted by Native 
teachers are in active operation, an average attendance of fifty-nine children being shewn. An annua] 
grant is received from Government of £42, which is supplemented by school fees amounting to £36 
yearly. A new schoolhouse and teacher’s residence are in course of erection which, when completed, 
are estimated to cost about £500, the whole of which sum is being raised by the Natives themselves. 


The total number of church members in full connection is 168 ; number on trial for full connection 181. 


Jonono Section. This comprises the district lying between the Sunday’s and Klip Rivers from 
their junction with the Tugela River upward to a line drawn from this town to the Nyandana Hill 
(Biggarsberg), the principal basis of operations being a small piece of Crown Land on which the 
Christian Natives have resided for several years, and for the purchase of which they have now applied 
under Regulations issued in Proclamation of October 16th, 1880. A Native minister, mainly supported by 
the Natives themselves, resides here, being superintended as the one at Drie Fontein. There are six 
-out-stations where mission work is carried on ; the average attendance of Natives upon the religious 
services throughout this section is 520 per week ; the number of church members in full connection 
being 50; and the number on trial for fall connection 144. Three Sunday schools and one day school 


are held, with average attendance respectively of sixty-five and twenty. 


Telapi Section (Biggarsberg.) This comprises the district lying under the Biggarsberg range on 
the Klip River Division siae from the main road to Newcastle to the Indumeni, the hase of operations 


being the farm Bosch Hoek which the Natives hold on long lease. Here are church and school buildings

with residence for a Native minister and day school teacher (also a Native.) There are, in all, eight 
churches and other places of worship in this section, with an average attendance of 505 per week. The 
day school register contains the names of forty children: towards this school £24 was granted by the 
Government, the childrens’ fees amounting to a similar sam during the year. Here the number of 


church members in full connection is 80 ; number on trial for full connection 101. 


Besides the above there are two other stations where missionary work is carried on by members of 
other denominations, viz., (1) St. John’s Mission Station, adjoining this town, under the superintend- 
ence of a missionary of the Church of England. Here the congregation, which consists of what are 
generally termed “ Amakolwa” (believers), mostly escaped or liberated Dutch slaves, among whom may 
be found Cape bastards, Zulus, Basutos, Hottentots, &c., has lately, from unexplained causes, 
considerably fallen off. A day school is also kept here, under the immediate care of the missionary, the 
attendance being very fluctuating as the children are allowed to attend only when so inclined. In 
connection with this place are out-stations on farms lying along the foot of the Biggarsberg range, 
belonging to the more industrious and honest men, where they have removed and are engaged in 
extensive farming operations. (2) Indumeni Station on the Wasch Bank, Biggarsberg. A station and 
day school have been established on this farm, the private property of a Lutheran Missionary, but as 
the congregation are at present limited to tenants and farm labourers the attendance is necessarily 


small. 


CRIME. 


Foremost under this head, I may mention sheepstealing—a crime which greatly interferes with 
the prosperity of the upper districts, and which, I regret to state, is increasing. Sheep farmers have 
assured me that their losses have amounted to between forty and sixty sheep in one night, and that 
although rigorous and immediate search has been made, no trace of either the missing property or the 
perpetrators, alleged to be Natives, has been found. The facilities offered for the commission of this 
crime are very great, for not only are the sheep not penned during the night, but, in the absence of a 
better mode of distinguishing these animals they are merely marked on the wool with either tar or paint, 
a mark easily removed in many ways. The, in my opinion, false idea that Natives are the sole perpe- 
trators of these cases of theft is gradually giving way to the more correct belief that unprincipled 
Europeans are in a great measure responsible for the losses complained of. Of minor offences cognizable 
before the Resident Magistrate’s Court the figures below show the true particulars :—

The last mentioned seventy-five cases were tried by the Resident Magistrate in the capacity of 
Administrator of Native Law, being chiefly contraventions of Regulations issued under the Hut Tax 
and Native Marriage Laws. 


The craving for intoxicating spirits and the vice of drunkenness among both sexes of the Native 
population of this Division are rapidly advancing owing chiefly to the facilities of obtaining the pro- 
hibited liquor, and the cheapness at which it is retailed to the purchaser, an unnatural want of sympathy 
with the Law (22, 1878) prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors to Natives appears to exist among 
most of the Colonists, and especially so with the licensed dealer who, through an unscrupulous love of 
gain and regardless’of the disastrous results, defiantly carries on his nefarious trade, dealing out to the 
unsuspecting and credulous Native a liquor (generally Colonial Ram) ruinous alike to constitution and 
reason. There are within this Division seventesn licensed premises, owned and occupied (with few 
exceptions) by respectable and well connected men of business, all, except the six within the precincts of this 
town, far removed from police surveillance, and I am convinced there are not as many as three dealers 


who could or do resist the temptation to illegally supply a Native on application with spirituous liquor. 


The figures given above, shewing the number of offences committed duting the year do not include 
seven cases remitted for trial to the Higher’ Courts, for crimes as under—

Although a large quantity of “tywala” or Kafir beer was brewed by the Natives during the 
harvesting and other seasons, the Criminal Returns shew a marked decrease in the faction fights which, 
as a general rule, close the drinking parties given at such times ; only two cases of this nature, in 
which no serious wounds wore inflicted, have been reported. The total amount of fines imposed 
during the'year is £393 15s, 6d. 


Tue Crown Forests 


of this Division, the accurate extent of which I regret being unable to give, suffers considerably from 
(1) cutting by Natives for building, agricultural and other purposes. In the construction ofan ondinany 
hut a large number of wattles or sapplings are required and used, and in the building of cattle enclosures 
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KLIP RIVER DIVISION (continued). 


most Natives living near a bush use the same material, in addition to young growing poles, used as 
props, gate posts, &c. (2) From unlicensed cutting which, I am afraid, is carried on to a great extent 
by sawyers from the Free State ; and (8) from licensed cutters who indiscriminately destroy young 
trees in order to remove the timber out of the forest when cut. Such wanton destruction will continue 


until provision is made for the proper supervision of the forests. 


InsTITUTIONS. 


There are four organized Institutions among the residents of this Division, viz.: two well 
supported Rifle Associations, an Agricultural Society, and Library ; the latter being supported by 
public subscription, and aided by a small yearly grant (£25) from the Colonial Treasury. The 
Agricultural Society has not been in operation for several years, and the vote of £100 placed annually 
for its assistance on the Estimates, has consequently not been. drawn until the year 1881. Steps are 


now being taken to continue the yearly Show and Meeting.

NArtIvEs. 


In a separate seport I hope to be able to give full particulars on this subject, but I may here briefly 
state the general condition of the Natives. In the absence of a proper census the population can only ; 
be estimated on the number of huts on which the Hut Tax is paid, and I calculate their number at a 
little more than 24,000. They are placed under responsible Chiefs or Headmen (fourteen in all) 
appointed and recognised by the Government, and in whom they (with one exception) acknowledge an 
hereditary claim. Living as a greater portion do on private lands, and owing to their tribally disjointed 
state, there are fewer quarrels and less jealousy among the Natives of this Division than in other parts 
of the Colony, where they are grouped under the tribal system on Locations. Civilization among 
them is advancing, a large portion having taken to dress, and when mounted, which is becoming the 
mode of travelling, delight in appearing in gay coloured clothing; The use of farming implements 
(especially the plough, which is taking the place of the primitive “ pick’) is coming into favour ; 
several now possess wagons and valuable teams of oxen, which are used for “ transport” purposes. 
The Hut Tax was promptly and cheerfully paid, and at the close of the collection it was ascertained 
there were no arrears in the tax. The following information is taken from the Blue Book Returns 
by the Field Cornets :-—

It will be no matter of surprise that the Natives in their present flourishing state exhibit 2 greater 
indisposition than ever to enter into service, and the uncertainty of procuring reliable labour has indaced 
many farmers to introduce Coolies into the Division, a step which is, however, attended with many 
difficulties. 


MiscELLaNEovs 


Public Works in this Division have been confined to the repair-and maintenance of public roads, 
in addition to the compietion of the erection of the Government Day and Boarding School, Telegraph, 
and Post Offices. Steps are being taken for the erection of a bridge over the Klip River, the necd of 


which has become most urgent.

47,800 acres of Crown Lands in this Division, suitable for grazing purposes, were leased in terms 
of Government Notices Nos. pyi5 and yyh°, to stock farmers and others for late winter months, the 
amount realised under this head being £381 9s. 2d. ‘

NEWCASTLE DIVISION. 


Throughout the past year there was stationed at and in the vicinity of Newcastle, a very large 
military force of all arms, with a fall contingent of ox and mule wagon transport ; and it is hardly 
necessary to state that the presence here of so large a force for so considerable a time has affected the 


District to a quarter or less extent in very many ways, both for good and evil. 


"Defensive Measures. Military operations have been necessary in the immediate vicinity of New- 
castle, it became necessary to take measures for its defence. With this object defensive works were 
executed, and the male population of the town voluntarily enrolled themselves for the defence of these 
works, and for some time took their share in night guards and patrols. A small force of Native scouts 
was also employed to watch the borders, but they were in no way equipped oF armed. 
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NEWCASTLE DIVISION (continued). 


Demands of Military for Labour. The Military Authorities had, of course, need for the services of 
a great many, both Europeans and Natives, and these they easily obtained by the offer of liberal wages 
and the assistance of the Colonial Government. 


Labour. It may be here stated that the great demand for labour created by the military require- 
ments and the high rates of wages offered drained the ordinary labour market, and enticed away from 
the farms Natives who were residing on those farms by virtue of an agreement to labour in return for, 
or as an equivalent of rent for, the benefits they derived from squatting and depasturing their cattle on 


portions of such farms. 


The natural result of this has beon a general outery against the Native labourers and, I mugt admit, 
with good reason. The Natives have, in fact, to a great extent disregarded the agreements they have 
made to supply their landlords with labour, and the farmers have been deprived of services on which 
they had a lawful claim. 


Trade and Agriculture. The war of course gave considerable stimulus to local trade and ugricul- 
ture. The wants created by so large a force afforded an excellent market for both traders and agricul- 
turists. Prices have been enormous, and a rich harvest has been reaped by all who could share in 


supplying the endless variety of military wants. 


With the close of the year the bulk of the troops have left, and with them the’ great cemand they 
created. Added to this there is the loss of mnch of the Transvaal trade which had previously fallen to 
Newcastle. Newcastle has now reverted to its old position and mast be content with its old markets 
and wait patiently for the development of Railways, mineral resources and inland trade. It must, in 

fact, be content to give up the large but unstable profits which it has derived from military occupation 


and make the best of the natural resources of the country. 


Neweastle Town. To whatever causes it may be attributed, the growth of Newcastle during the 
last four years has been extraordinary. ‘In 1878, the population of the town was set down at 230. A 


careful census taken in August last, gives the following :-—

which is almost equal to the Huropean population of the remaining 2,500 square miles of the District. 


In 1878, there were but 6 stores in the town and 3 in the country, In 1881, there were about 


30 stores in the town and 13 in the country. Many of these stores are, it is trae, only temporary 


stractures of wood and iron, which it is more than probable will disappear now the troops have left ; 


but others again are large substantial buildings, belonging to some of our leading mercantile Firms 
ts 
who, recognizing the commercial importance of the position of Newcastle, have formed here their 


advanced depdts for the interior trade, and look forward with faith to future development.

Sanitary and other Requirements. it can easily be understood that with the rapid increase of the 
population of this town and the absence of any corresponding growth in the machinery necessary for 
the proper control and regulation of its sanitary condition, its trade in liquor, repair of streets, water 
supply, &c., there has been a most apparent deficiency in these respects ; and the necessity has been 
clearly shown for local taxation and local control for the management of these affairs. The people of 
Newcastle have not failed to press this necessity on the Government, and have now availed themselves 
of the advantages offered by the Local Board’s Act, which was passed during the last sitting of the 
Legislative Council. 


Political Interests. The apathy which has hitherto existed, both in town and district, respecting 
politics—i.e., local representation, the public requirements of the District and the general welfare or 
progress of the Colony, has been replaced by a healthy interest in all public matters. Great interest 
was taken in the selection and election of a new Representative for the District in September last ; and 
since then no pains have been spared to press forward local wants. For this purpose there has been a 
Standing Committee throughout the sitting of the Council ; and it is now proposed to form a Political 
Association. The establishment of a local press and the issue twice a week of a Newspaper called 
“The Newcastle Echo,” marks a new era in the progress of Newcastle ; and doubtless it has heen the 


means to a great extent in bringing to life the interest in public affairs which I have above noted. 


Water Supply. The necessity for obtaining a constant supply of pure water in Newcastle for 
drinking and culinary purposes has been recognized for some years. During the past year, a survey has 
been kindly made by some officers of the Royal Engineers to ascertain the level at which water could 
be led into the town from the Incandu River ; and, after careful consideration of the results of this 
survey and other conditions, it has been decided to sink properly constructed wells within the town. 
Steps are now being taken to expend the money voted for the purpose by the Legislature, and already 
four wells have been commenced under local contract. It is proposed to complete these four wells first, 
and then to judge by results as to the practicability of the scheme, or otherwise. 


Public School. Next in local importance is the building of the proposed Public School House. 
This great want also has been recognised for some time and will, it is hoped, be supplied during the 
ensuing year. The present almost utter absence in town and district of Schools (public or private) is 
mueh to be regretted on every account. 


Land. There has been a very great rise in the value of land. Indeed, in Newcastle itself, land 
may be said to have reached a fictitious value, consequent on a combination of circumstances which are 
not likely to last. In the country too, no Crown Lands having been open for sale, and the demand for 
land growing year by year, the value of purchasable private property has been considerably enhanced. 


Railways. Great fuith is placed on the progress of our Railways and the future development of 
the mineral resources of the District. 


Bridges. A Bridge over the Incandu River is in the course of erection, and the construction of a 
Bridge over the Ingagane River is also contemplated.

Roads. £200 were collected by private subscription from the townspeople, for the construction of 
a direct and durable road into the Town across the Vley. A considerable amount of Military labour 
has been employed on this work, and it is expected that it will now be completed under the direction of. 
the Colonial Engineer’s Department with supplemental fands from the Government. 


General Health. Considering the rapid growth of the Town and the want of sanitary arrangements, 
it is wonderfal that there has been so little sickness amongst the residents ; and the more so when we 
consider the unusual and excessive amount of fever and sickness which has been prevalent amongst the 
troops who have had the advantages of higher and better situations, and every means at their disposal 
for more perfect sanitary arrangements. 


Amongst the Native Population, I have reason to believe there has been a large number of deaths 
amongst the young children from dysentery and other sicknesses, which, I believe, are in great measure 
attributable to the contamination of all water sources by the death of such large numbers of cattle, the 
property of the Military, and the neglect or want of means to get rid of the rotting carcases which 
might have been counted by fifties. 


Statistics. The Blue Book Statistics for 1880 were collected in 1881, but not in time for publica- 
tion in the Blue Book. They are filed in this office. The Statistics for 1881 have just been collected, 


and a few remarks and comparisons may be made with advantage. 


Crops. There has been a considerable increase in the acreage of cereals, especially in the crops 


belonging to Natives, who now largely use the plough :—

The above Return not only shows a very great increase in the number of acres reaped in 1881 as 
compared with 1880, but it also shows that the acreage under cultivation is still increasing ; and this 
with the Natives more than with Europeans. No doubt the extremely good market there has been for 
these products has induced the increased cultivation, but it is also evident that when there arises a 


demand there will also be forthcoming a supply. 


Stock. The returns of stock show a slight decrease in the numbers of cattle, sheep, and goats, - 
belonging both to Europeans and Natives. There has been no unusual amount of disease during the 
year amongst these animals, and they must have had an average natural increase. The decrease there- 
fore must be attributed to the enormous losses sustained during the severe snow storm which lasted 


during the 26th and 27th August, when hundreds of these animals were lost in this and the surrounding

countries. Such a snow storm had not been experienced for thirty years, and cattle-breeders were not 
prepared to meet the contingency. The following is a comparative return of the totals in 1880 and 
1881 ;=—

On tho other hand it must be remembered that there has been a large comsumption of shzep and 
cattle by the Military forces, and this consumption no doubt has had something to do with the decreases 
above noted. The prices of all kinds of stock have, in consequence of this demand and decrease, risen 
to high figures. . 


Wool. In consequence also of the decrease in the number of sheep, there appears to have been 
a corresponding decrease in the amount of wool sheared during the year :—

Coal. A very considerable quantity of coal has been excavated by the Military during the year from 
the mine on the Town Lands, free of charge. They have also mined a considerable quantity from the farm 
“ Twee Fontein,” adjoining Town Lands. Two companies of soldiers have been ‘working at these 


mines almost throughout the whole year, and have entirely supplied the Military with coal. 


Two new coal mines, within 100 yards of each other, and both in good thick seams, have 
been opened out by private enterprise on the Farm Kilbarchan, about 6 miles from Newcastle, and 


these mines have entirely supplied the coal requirements of the town at about 2s. per cwt. 


The mine at Dundee, belonging to Mr. Peter Smith, has also been worked during the past year 
in a workmanlike manner by experienced miners. The coal excavated from this and the mine on the 


adjoining Farm “ Coalfields,” has mostly been sold to, transport riders, who have taken it to Maritzbarg 


Local Revenue. The local Revenue collected by me in 1881, has increased principally under the

The Hut Tax shows a decrease of £34 16s., and this is owing to the departure of a number of 
Natives out of the Division. 


Criminal Statistics. The Criminal Statistics show a very great increase in crime during the last 
and three previous years. This increase has been proportional to the growth of the population and the 
increase of the trade. What has caused the one has created the other. 
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NEWCASTLE DIVISION (continued). 


The most noticeable crimes—theft of cattle, unlicensed trade in liquor, and drankenness—have 
resulted chiefly (1) from the great facilities afforded for cattle stealing by the enormous number of 
transport cattle kept by the military ; and (2) the drinking propensities of the large number of coloured 
or Native people attached to the military transport service. . 


Cattle Stealing. The theft of cattle has been carried on to a large extent and in a most systematic 
way by Europeans who have in many cases made tools of the Natives to effect their object, and for this 
reason the crime has heen most difficult of detection ; and even when detected there is great difficulty 
in obtaining a conviction. The Natives have been learning all this and are not slow to follow the 
example set by the whiteman. I may mention here an instance of a Native who, being charged before 
the Native High Court with cattle stealing, got off through the non-appearance of witnesses who resided 
beyond the borders of the Colony, and a week afterwards this same man stole three head of cattle to 
pay his attorney. 


Conduct of Troops. I must not fail to note here that the conduct of the European troops has been 
most exemplary and contrasts favourably with that of the Transport camp followers, who have added 
largely to the criminal work of the year. The chief crime of the soldier appears to have been desertion, 


and this has been facilitated by the adjacency of foreign countries. 


Conduct of Natives. Amongst the Natives high wages have resulted in idleness and beer-drinking, 
and this has led to a more than usual number of faction fights. 


Natal Mounted Police. The want of a permanent detachment of the Mounted Police at Newcastle 
has been continually felt. Had some of the Fort Pine detachment been stationed at Newcastle, they 
would have been of the greatest service in checking the crime of cattle stealing, which I have remarked 


on, as well as other crimes. 


A small detachment of six men are now temporarily stationed here; and even these few men have 
been of much service. It is hoped that this Detachment may be increased, made permanent, and pro- 
vided with suitable accommodation. When crimes or offences occur they are, as a rule, reported at the 


seat of Magistracy where, if the means are at hand, the necessary orders can be at once given and the 


criminals followed up.

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WEENEN COUNTY. 


The commencement of this year found the British Government and the Transvaal Boers in collision. 
The armistice and peace, however, closely following upon the action of Majuba Mountain, soon 
allayed any excitement that may have existed in this County, and I am happy to state that, notwith- 
standing the strong feelings naturally aroused by the war, the friendly relations formerly existing 
between the English and the Dutch portions of the community were never. disturbed, and continue to 
exist as strongly as before the war. 


Since the war ceased prices of stock and produce have been steadily falling towards their normal 
rates, although the demand for fat stock for butchers’ use has still maintained these descriptions at 
advanced prices. Beef, which four years ago was 5d. a lb. is now 7d., and mutton has risen in the same 
period from 6d. to 8d. and 9d., although I believe butchers could sell at much lower rates, with fair 
profit. 


The past crops were on the whole good, and the Native crops in particular show a very 
considerable increase upon those of the previous year, aithough still much inferior to those of many 
past years. 


The condition of the County is generally speaking a prosperous and contented one. The villages 
of Estcourt and Weston are increasing in population, especially the former, several new buildings have 
been erected during the year, others are contemplated, and the value of erven has risen very 
considerably, Government erven now fetching from £50 to £100 and upwards, according to situation, 
Several former Dutch residents of the village of Weenen have returned thither; and were a proper 
scheme of irrigation carried out, I believe this village would have a very considerable population, the 
soil of the town lands being very rich and well adapted for growing wheat, tobacco, and other 
products. , 


I now proceed to review the Annual Returns and Statistics. 


AGRICULTURE—EUROPEAN, 


The retarns show that whilst there was a slight increase.in the acreage under cultivation last year, 
the total Crops reaped -were considerably less than those of the previous year, but this was chiefly in 
the item of Maize, other crops being rather in excess of those of 1879. 


Native. 


‘The estimated acreage of land under cultivation last year shows an increase of about 1,500 acres 
over the acreage of the previous year, whilst the amount of grain reaped is returned at over fifty per 
cent. increase upon the crops of the previous year. 
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WEENEN COUNTY (continued). 


The past summer and autumn were good, and a fair amount of rain fell, and the crops generally 
were consequently abundant, but this last spring and summer have been very dry throughout the 
greater part of the County, and the present prospects for the next year’s crops are very indifferent. 


Fortunately the supply of grain obtained by the Natives lust year, will suffice with care to enable 
them to get through this present year without absolute scarcity. 


There is a large increase of ploughs, wagons, and carts, amongst the Natives, the returns showing 
them to possess at the end of 1881, 747 ploughs, 185 wagons, and 60 carts, as against 574 ploughs, 56 
wagons, and 34 carts at the end of the previous year. This indicates both increased wealth and 
increased civilization. 


The only descriptions of crops grown by Europeans to any extent are oats and maize, and the 
former is chiefly disposed of as oat-hay or forage. 


The crops of the Natives consist of maize and kafir corn in the proportion of two parts of 
the former to three of the latter. 


The prices of grain have fallen more than fifty per cent. since 1879, consequent partly. on the 
larger supply, and partly on the decreased demand on the cessation of military operations, and the 
gradual withdrawal of the troops from the Up-country Districts. 


Stock. 


The returns of stock in the possession of the European population, show scarcely any increase in 
numbers over those of the previous year ; this, however, does not indicate that stock has not prospered 
and increased fairly, but is chiefly the result of the great demand which has existed for stock of all 
descriptions, especially cattle and sheep for slaughter purposes. At the same time several Dutch farmers 
have left the Country and gone to the Free State or Transvaal to settle, and have either séld their stock 
or have taken it with them. The past season has been a fair one as regards stock generally, and 
very good as regards sheep. 


The stock in the possession of Natives appears by the returns to be on the decrease, but I can only 
attribute this apparent diminution to errors in the Field Cornets’ returns, either for this or the previous 
year, as I am not aware that any such diminution has actually taken place, nor do I know of any 


reason why there should be. 


PopuatTion. 


The returns of European population show an increase of only five over that of the previous year, 
the number being respectively 789 and 784, this is to be accounted for by several Dutch families 
having left the Uounty, and by a redaction in the number of Mounted Police stationed at Estcourt. 


The number of deaths amongst Europeans registered during the year was thirteen, and of births 


twenty-nine. 
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WEENEN COUNTY (continued). 


The Field Cornets’ returns of the Native population show a decrease, the total population returned 
for 1880 being 27,587, whilst that for 1881 is 26,937. 


The Hut Tax returns, however, show a slight increase, the number of huts paid for in 1880 being 
11,544, in 1881, 11,560. It is, however, evident that the Native population in Weenen County is not 
materially increasing. This is owing to many Natives being evicted from private farms, because they 
will not supply labour to the Europesn owners or occupants, and of whom a considerable number have 
left the County, going chiefly to Klip River County.

Crimes of violence are rare in this County. 


The Europeans being chiefly a raral population of a superior class, there is naturally little or no 
serious crime amongst them, and the Native population is generally quiet and orderly. Cattle-stealing 
by Natives, however, chiefly that of horses, sheep, and goats, and more especially of the latter continues 
to exist to a considerable extent, nor can it be effectually checked with the present imperfect and 
inadequate police arrangements. 


The only thoroughly effective means of stamping out the thefts of sheep and goats by Natives, in 
my opinion, is to establish a system of local responsibility as a substitute for the old Native system of 
tribal responsibility. The latter could not in such cases be justly applied to Natives resident on private 
farms, and amongst tribes so mixed up as the tribes in this County now are; but a system of local 
responsibility might be readily and justly adopted, which would have the effect of rendering the 
Natives vigilant and ready to detect and report cases of stock-stealing in their own interests instead of 


as at present screening the offenders in every way. 


I consider, however, that the time has now come when a more efficient police system should be 
adopted. 


There ought to be in every County or Division, an European Inspector of Police, who should be a 
man of intelligence and fair education, and well versed in the Zulu language, with a small force of 
Native Police under him, some of whom should be mounted, and it should be his chief duty to take up 
and try to trace out all serious cases of crime committed in his district and remitted to him for that 
purpose by the Resident Magistrate under whose instructions he should be placed. 


It is quite impossible for a Magistrate now-a-days to find time to go personally into the details of 
every crime, and to find ont and follow up the clues leading to detection. 


Amongst the cases of murder or supposed murder which have occurred since I became Magistrate 
of this County, there have been three, all of which appeared to have beon effected in open day, and two 
of them within short distances of houses inhabited by Europeans, and in perfectly open country, and 
close to wagon roads, in none of which cases has any clue been discovered leading to the detection of 
the murderers ; although I believe, in two at least of these cases, an active and intelligent European 
Superintendent of Police, who could have devoted his time to the matter, might have traced the 
perpetrators. 


It cannot be expected that ordinary Native Police can act successfully in such matters, without a 
head to guide and direct them.

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UMSINGA DIVISION. 


The Umsinga Division is situated between the Mooi River, Tugela, Sunday’s River, and 
Buffalo’s River, and was made up of portions of Weenen and Klip River Counties and Newcastle 
Division, by Government Notice, No. 209, June 22, 1874, and takes its name from the Umsinga 
Mountain, which is the most southern spur of the Biggarsberg range of mountains. For the 
convenience of those on the north-western boundary, that boundary was oxtended by Proclamation 
dated 6th October, 1879, taking effect from the 14th November, 1879, and again extended by Procla- 
mation dated 4th February, 1882, taking effect from the 7th February, 1882, and thereby taking in 
more of the Divisions of Ladysmith (or Klip River) and Newcastle, and greatly en'arging the Umsinga 
Division, now roughly estimated to be 3,620 square miles, more or less, having a frontier Zula border 


of about seventy miles of very broken stony country along the Buffalo River. 


The seat of the Magistracy is close to the Nyaluteka, a stream of good water which runs between 
the Office and the Mumba Mountain ; the situation around the Court House is the most suitable site 
for a Township which was surveyed into 500 erven, fifty blocks of ten erveu each, and six reserve 
blocks, and is surrounded by a commonage of about seven thousand four hundred acres, 
The Court House is 4,425 feet above the level of the sea, and the town (which is called Pomeroy) 
commands an open view overlooking the Qudini range, Nhblazakazi Hil!s, Mangeni, Zulu country 
eastward, and also the broken country to within five miles from Greytown southward, and between 
there and Estcourt an extensive view. The site is superior beyond comparison to that of any other 
Township in Natal for health. It is one hundred miles from the City of Pietermaritzburg northwards, 
and ninety miles south of the town of Newcastle. Rorke’s Drift is in the Umsinga Division. as also is 
Landman’s Drift; the battlefield of Isandhlwana in a direct line is only five miles from the 
border ; Fugitives’ Drift is about a mile above the mouth of the Sibindi River, and a few miles below 
Rorke’s Drift, where there is a private ferry-boat. 


Tho shortest road from Pietermaritzburg to Newcastle, the Dundee and Elenge (Job’s Kop) 
Coalfields, the Transvaal, Swaziland, and Upper Zululand, passes through this Division vid Greytown. 
There are punts at Mooi River (Keate’s Drift) and the Tugela, both in good order, the punt at the 
latter river being new. The Tugela frequently rises in the summer season to such an extent that the 
punt cannot be worked, the river flowing with such force as to render any attempt to uso the punt 
dangerous. ‘The traffic on this road is very great, and were bridges placed on the two rivers, and tolls 
levied at the rates now charged at the ferries, the original outlay would soon be recouped, a profitable 
revenue would be derived from this source, and genorally, the country would be much benefitted. The 
tolls fees could, after the cost of the bridges had been repaid, be reduced. 


Gold, Silver, and Lead Mines have been found at the junction of the Tugela and Buffalo Rivers 
in the Umsinga Division, but have not been worked for some years since, when they were abandoned 


by a small party unable:to continue the work for want of funds. 
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UMSINGA DIVISION (continued). 


Coal exists in abundance at Elenge (Job’s Kop}, and in other localities of Umsinga Division 
Freestone, building stone, ironstone, shale, clay, and limestone are found in abundance in the 
neighbourhood of this office. 


Pouputation. 


The population is shown in my Statistical Retarns, and docs not include that inhabiting 
thu portion recently added to this Division by Proclamation of 4th February, 1882, which about doubles 
the European total. The Division is now divided into two Wards. Ward No. 1 is chiefly a Native 
Location, having only four farms, a Township and Commonage within its boundaries. Ward No. 2 
consists of farms and Crown Lands, and is north of Ward No. 1. 


Hut Tax was paid upon 6,592 huts ; this at an estimate of four persons per hut, with 150 Kolwas, 
or semi-civilized Natives, gives a total of 26,518 Natives in this Division, exclusive of those resident 
on the recently annexed portion of the District. The Natives are well behaved, pay their taxes most 


readily, and appreciate British rule. 


The lease of portion of the Native Location at the Mooi River Drift, for purposes of a village 
named Keate, applies only to a single holding on which there is one house occupied by the Lerryman. 
The situation of the village in various ways is against it, being low, fearfully hot, surrounded by 
Native Location, and far from any land which can be owned by Europeans. The Lots can be leased 


only, and not purchased in freehold. The distance from Greytown is twenty miles. 


A list of tribes and distribution is annexed. 


AGRICULTURE. 


The year 1881 may be considered generally favourable. The mealie and corn crops sown in spring 
look well, and promise good returns ; those reaped during the early part of the winter had been much 
damaged by too much rain in .some localities. The wheat cultivation is reviving, and this is most 
desirable. Tobacco thrives and pays well, but the farmers give their attention more to stock; the 
pasturage is excecdingly good. The returns of Native agriculture is arrived at by estimation at per hat, 


as shown by the explanations in the Returns, and with due regard to the prospects of the crops. 


Stock. 


The Stock is shown in the Returns, which I have, with all other Returns, carefully compiled, and 
that of Europeans, has been personally obtained froin the owners, and is moro likely to be under the 
actual number than over. The stock of Natives I have estimated—cattle being taken at four per hut. 
The ycar has been good, with very little sickness amongst cattle, but a great many horses died as late 
as the end of April from horse-sickness ; this is unusual, as the high lands are good for horses. The 


Natives are eagerly purchasing horses, more especially mares, for which they exchange cattle. 
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UMSINGA DIVISION (continued). 


Woops anp Forssts. 


There is abundance of firewood, principally thornwood, in variety, and a small forest—the 
Nzonyama—on the top of the Umsinga Mountain ; every effort is taken for the preservation of the 
forests and Mimosa. The Natives now, by instruction, build their cattle kraals of stone, in place of 
cutting down trees, &c., for the purpose. 


Fise. 


Barbel, eels, and varieties of scale fish abound in the Buffalo, Tugela, and Mooi Rivers. 


Crim, 


The number of persons apprehended by the Police, or summoned before the Magistrate, during 
the last five years were :—In 1877, 181 ; 1878, 207 ; 1879, 248; 1880, 356; 1881, 415; exclusive of 
cases tried by the Native High Court. 


Dratas. 


Amongst the Europeans the deaths of only two children have been registered during 1881. 
Native deaths, in accordance with their custom, are promptly reported before burial, aud registered 


with full particulars : all suspicious cases being enquired into. Retarn for last six years annexed. 


MargIAGEs. 


The present Magistrate has been appointed a Marriage Officer. Annexed is a Return of Native 


marriages and divorces during the last six years, 


Doe Tax. 


By virtue of a Proclamation, dated 5th November, 1879, the operation of Law No. 27 of 1875 for 
abating the nuisance and damage done to property, occasioned by the great number of dogs in this 
Colony, was extended in 1880 to the Umsinga Division, Rules and Regulations under that Law being 
published under Proclamation dated 6th January, 1880. The intention of the Law had tho desired 
effect of a large number of dogs being destroyed throughout the district ; the remainder brought in a 
revenue (readily paid by the Natives) of £282 daring 1880, and £426 10s. in 1881; the only 
expenditure in the execution of this Law being the cost of dog collars and printing of licenses. There 
have been but few evasions of the Law, full penalty being inflicted in all cases.

Memo.—Expenses, Medical Men, not District Surgeons, 1881, £82 4s. Gd. 
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ALFRED COUNTY, 


Alfred County was annexed to Natal in 1865, when it was taken over at the request of the 
inhabitants by General Sir J. J. Bisset, then Acting Lieutenant-Governor of Natal. It was then called 
‘Nomansland, and formed part of a territory of which Griqualand East is the remainder. This was offered 
to Sir B. Pine in 1850 by Faku the Pondo Chief—the latter saying that he was unable to control the 
turbulent Amabaca tribes, and prevent them raiding into Natal, and begging the Natal Government to . 
take them in hand with the territory they lived in. The offer was.not closed with at ths time, and Sir 
P. Wodehouse placed Adam Kok and his people in that portion which is now Griqualand East in 1862- 
The Natives of Nomansland finding themselves harassed by the Pondos on the one border and the 
Griquas and their subjects on the other sought protection trom the Natal Government. This connection, 
after the boundaries of Natal had been fixed, explains the peculiar position in which Alfred County lies 
jatting out from the remainder of Natal—the road from Pietermaritzburg to the Magistracy passing for 
about thirty miles through the Cape Colony. 


The Natives of this County are allied to the Pondo and Amaxosa races, with the exception of those 
tribes and individuals that have moved in here from Natal. They have not the courage or intelligence 
of the Zulu race, but they are well disposed and give little trouble. In obedience to command of 
Government, and for fear of punishment they have to a large extent given up smelling out criminals, 
witch-doctoring and rain-making, but their faith is not the least shaken in their efficacy, and all these 
superstitions would be in full swing again to-morrow if Government withdrew its prohibition. During 
the last four years the Natives here have not seemed disturbed by the wars that have raged all round 
Natal, though in the Griqua and Basuto affairs the fighting was close on the borders of Alfred County. I 
believe the older men remember the time when they never went to sleep without a chance of their kraal 
being raided in the night. Many, no doubt, regret those stirr'ng times, when a bold leader who made a 
good sweep of cattle was looked upon asa hero, at the same time that he made his fortune. It is a very 
short time ago since this was the state of things on both borders—a sort of perpetual warfare like that 
formerly on the Scotch borders, and it is wonderful how small the amount of cattle-stealing in this 
quarter is, especially considering that a Pondo caught on that side is only fined by his chief, and the 
punishments in Griqualand East for this crime are not nearly so heavy asin Natal. There were only 
three cases sent up from here to the Native High Court during 1881, and one of those, I am informed, 


was dismissed. 


With regard to lesser crimes, there were ninety-eight cases before the Resident Magistrate’s Court 
during 1881, of which no less than forty convictions were for the new crime “Evasion of Dog Tax,” 
created by the Dog Tax Law being brought into operation in Alfred County, and an Inspector appointed 
to detect evasions. This crime will probably disappear in 1882, now that Natives know they cannot 
evade payment with impunity. Deducting these cases, the number of criminal cases before the Resident 
Magistrate’s Court is less than in 1880. There are only twelve cases of theft, and altogether, for a 
record against a population of 20,(00 for one year, it cannot be said to be a heavy one. 
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ALFRED COUNTY (continued). 


In the Court of the Administrator of Native Law there were 207 cases for Breach of Marriage 
Regulations, Evasion of Hut Tax, Consulting Witch-doctors, &c., &c. 


The partial opening of the Umzimkulu mouth shewed that a good trade would be opened by that 
route if there had been any certainty of the goods being landed ; but it so often happened that when the 
steamer arrived at the mouth the surf was too high, or the water in the river too low, for her to. 
come in, that the firms getting goods by that route gradually went back to their old arrangements by 
wagon or by rail and wagon. The works now abont to be commenced by Mr. Bazley will, no doubt, 
enable the steamer to come right into the river whenever she comes down, and revive the trade by that 


the cheapest route. 


The mealie crops this year will be a failure in a good part of the County from drought, but there 
are other parts where there will be an average crop, and I do not expect anything like a famine—the 
Kafirs generally keeping mealies stored by them until they see how the crop of the year is likely to 
turn out. There is a small fringe of land near the mouth and up the River Umzimkulu good for sugar 
and coffee, but this land does not appear to extend along the coast. Coffee has been more successfully 


cultivated near the Umzimkulu mouth than in other parts of the Colony. 


Lungsickness causes great losses in this County—the disease being continually renewed by 


importation over the border.’ 


The two great obstacles to the progress of Alfred County—viz., the closing of sale of Crown Lands, 
and the difficulty of entering the Umzimkulu River—are now in process of being removed, and, the 
applications for purchase of land being very numerous, there is every reason to hope for a prosperous 
future for the County

ALEXANDRA COUNTY. 


AGRICULTURE. 


Sugar. Sugar is the staple product in this County. The past season has been exceptionally 
favourable to Sugar Planters. arly rains, absence of frost, except in a few locations, and warm grow- 
ing weather, have combined to turn out a good yield of sugar per acre. 
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ALEXANDRA COUNTY (continued). 





The Planters are steadily, if slowly, increasing their acreage under cane. The markets have been in 
favour of the Planter and manufacturer. Altogether it has been an unusually prosperous year for this 
production. 


The Umzinto and Equefa Estates are well worth a visit. The former is apparently especially well - 
managed, and the Equefa is, if at all, very little behind it in this respect. I mention these estates 
- because they are the largest in the County. 


During the past year, a new mill has been started at Beverstowe ; the owner informs me that he is 
quite satisfied with the result of last season. Another new mill will be ready to commence work at the 


new season. 


It appears to me that the class of mill in this County which pays best, is the large mill with con- 
siderable area of cane to work off, backed by heavy capital, but no one who really understands his 
business and has selected good land, and sticks to his works, keeping the labour account down, need 
fear starting a small plantation, with good machinery to match. 


At present I see no opening for a Central Mill; the country is so broken that there would be much 
expense in getting cane from a distance to the mill. The Umzinto Estate has several miles of portable 
tramway, but this Estate is an exception in many ways to the County at large. 


Coffee. There are several coffee plantations in bearing, and at the Umzimkulu several small plan- 
tations have been commenced. A gentleman, lately engaged in coffee planting in Ceylon, hasa 
plantation in course of formation, and, from what he tells me, he appears quite satisfied with his 
prospects. ; 


Indian Corn. Is grown by both white and coloured, but the production does little more than 
supply local requirements. The crops this season promise well. 


Tobacco. Is grown in small patches by Natives and Indians, simply to supply local demands. 


Kajir Corn, Madumba, Beans, These crops are cultivated to some extent by Natives and Indians, 
but not for sale. 


TRADE. 


There are 27 general stores in the County : at Umkomanzi 3, Umzinto 7 ; 5 of those at Umzinto 
are occupied by Indians. At Ifafa there is one general store and an Indian store. The rest are scattered 
about the County. I consider that these are quite sufficient, to meet the requirements of the public, 
in fact more than sufficient ; and I am of opinion that if legitimate trade only was carried on by some 
of them, they would close. It is very difficult to obtain proof, however, of what I suspect, 


CHURCHES AND SERVICES, 


There are three Churches, one at Umainto, one at Equefa, and one at Lower Umkomanzi. The 
two former are under the charge of the Bishop of Maritzburg, the latter under the Bishop of Natal. 
In the Churches, services are held at Umzinto and Equefa regularly, in the School-room, Lower 


Umkomanzi, and twice a month at the Public Hall, Ifafa. 
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ALEXANDRA COUNTY (continued). 


There are three Clergymen of the Church of South Africa, in the County, the Archdeacon and’ 
his Curate at Umzinto, and another Curate at Lower Umkomanzi. 


ScHoots. 


There are two Schools, one at Umzinto, one at Umkomanzi, supported locally. I think it would 
be well if Governments Grants were made to these Schools, and that one should be started and 
encouraged at Ifafa. Education is much needed in this County, and many of the inhabitants are not 
in sufficient good circumstances to send their children to the Government Schools in Durban. There- 


was at one time a grant in aid of Schools in the County, but this has been discontinued. 


Missions. 


There are four Mission Stations in the County, those of Amahlongwa, Ifafa, Umtwalumi, and’ 
Umzumbi, with glebe attached, and, except in case of Umzumbi, with large reserves: the Umzumbi and 
Umtwalumi are respectively presided over by gentlemen of the American Mission, the other two are in 
charge of Native Teachers. = : 


Lazour. 


Native labour is scarce and cannot be relied on. A most vicious system, to my mind, has sprung up- 
in this County. I am informed that a Planter requiring labour, applies to a Chief, offering from ten 
shillings to twenty shillings per head, to the Chief for labourers: the Chief orders out the men, and 
they go very unwillingly. In some instances at least this arrangoment opens the door to much that is 
undesirable. The fact is the Native population is too well off to require very much service, and 
they can hardly be blamed for objecting to work when there is no necessity for their doing 80. The 


Planters tell me thut they cannot any longer depend on Native labour and must have Indians. 


Pusiic Works, 


I understand that the improving of the Mouth of the Umzimkulu is to be proceeded with at once 
in continuation of works already done there. 


Roaps AND Bripozs. — 
The Roads are in fair condition, considering the amount of money spent on them, the very severe 
gradients, the heavy flushes of rain, and the inferior material used for metalling. 
I should say the Roads are us good as can be expected. There are no bridges in the County. At 
the Lower Umkomanzi, a new punt to carry wagon and oxen has been lately placed on the river: this 
answers the purpose of traffic. 


MANUFACTURES. 


Except that of sugar and ram, there are none. 
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DistTILLEBIEs. 


There are three Distilleries working in the County, which manufacture rum from treacle, and others 
are in course of erection. The Proprietor purposes distilling from the pure cane juice, and hopes to 


make a superior spirit to that made from refuse from sugar mills, 


DEFENCE, 


There is at the eeat of Magistracy, Umzinto, a sufficient strong Laager, including in its defensive 
lines, the Gaol and Court Buildings. It is capable of defence against any force likely to attack. Inside 
the wall is an Armoury with arms and ammunition, &c., also a Powder Magazine, which is under the 
control of the Controller of Arms. The Magazine and wall enclosing it is the only weak place in the 


' defensive arrangements. 
VOLUNTEERS. 


The Alexandra Rifles is the Volunteer Corps of the County ; it is rather weak in numbers, but there 
is every prospect of its increase. 


MEDIcAL, 

The Medical Staff consists of a District Surgeon, who is also Surgeon to the Indian Population. 

The County is fortunate in the gentleman who holds these appointments. He has also all the private 
practice in the County. Iam of opinion it would be well that an Assistant should be appointed. The work 


devolving upon the District and Coolie Surgeon is more than any man can do without too great a strain. 


ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 


The Resident Magistrate of the County holds Court at Umzinto twice a week, and more often if 
necessary. There are Courts also held at Umkomas, Equefa, and Ifafa. 


CRIMES AND OFFENCES. 


Ordinary crimes have been slightly lessened during the past twelve months. The actual difference 
as shewn by Returns between the years 1880 and 1881, is 85, but the cases in 1881 were swelled by 
prosecutions under Law 5 of 1859. 

It is always to be remembered that under certain Laws in this Colony, especially where Natives 
are concerned, offences are made punishable crimes which in civilized countries are notso. Of serious 


crime, as judged by European standard, there is comparatively very little. 


Statistical Returns are furnished. 


TRANSPORT. 


Transport has been plentiful. WRates have ruled somewhat higher-than usual, consequent on the 
demand created by military requirements, especially in the early portion of the past 12 months. The 
Somtseu, coasting steamer, has carried some quantity of sugar from Umkomanzi plantations, and might 
have done mach more carrying, had the. owner seen his way to carry under wagon rates, 
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ALEXANDRA COUNTY (continued). 


PostaL ARRANGEMENTS. 


There is a daily mail to and from Durban, except on Monday, when the mail is only to Durban. 
Mails go from Umzinto to High Flats twice a week, and to Lower Umzimkula thrice a week. Native 
carriers are employed. 


A post cart is very much needed from Umzinto to Isipingo. 


Crown Lanps. 


These Lands are being applied for under Proclamation in the Government Gazette, dated 19th 
October, 1880, especially I understand in the neighbourhood of Umzimkulu. 


If the Lands, held in reserve in this County for Mission purposes were thrown open, it would be a 
great benefit, 


GenzraL REMARKS. 


The health of the County has been fairly good. There is at present a good deal of dysentery 
among certain tribes. 


It is very much to be wondered at that serious sickness has not broken out long since in the neigh- 
bourhood of sugar mills, and in the districts through which streams lead from those mills. The 
sugar planters are simply poisoning the streams with the abominations they allow to flow into them. 
They appear to care nothing for the comfort or health of anybody ; to save themselves trouble and 
expense they would poison the whole County. It is time this was put an end to. 


Statistical and other Returns accompany this Report, which give the necessary details.
